But the candidature of Dr. HERTZ, it 
appears to us, partakes, at least, in one respect, of the nature of that of 
Dr. Hyauson. To them both there is manifested very strong opposition, 
and Dr. HERTZ, no more than Dr. HYAMSON, appears likely to obtain 
such overwhelming support in advance from the electing delegates as 
to obviate the necessity for a contest or to win such wide acquiescence 
on the part of the community, as to render it tolerably certain that 
his becoming Chief Rabbi would not inevitably mean considerable 
communal disruption. That Dr. HERTZ has not gained more universal 
-gympathy and appreciation ‘is distinctly disappointing, for we repeat 


that we believe him in many respects to be well fitted for the post he | 


desires to fill. But commonsense, backed, in fact, by Rabbinic law-—or 
perhaps it were more correct to put it the reverse way—forbid 
the placing of anyone as Chiof Rabbi over a community of 
which he is not the porular choice. Thus there is to 
the candidature of Dr. HeERrzZ as there is to that of 
Dr. HYAMSON what may be termed a major objection, which we 
frankly recognise in the candidature we favoured as in the one we 
opposed. And. we have thought well to present the facts thus fairly 
and squarely. because we harbour no doubt that when they are borne 
in upon the gentlemen concerned, neither Dr. 11) AMSON nor Dr. HERTZ 
will experience the least hesitancy as to the right course in the circum- 
stances he should now pursue. Both Dr. HYAMSON and Dr. HERTZ 
are too high-minded, too loyal to the Judaism which they have so con- 
spicuously served with heart and with soul, both of them have too 
high a regard for Anglo-Jewry than, in the conditions that have arisen, 
from selfish motives to compel a contest for the highest and most 
distinguished of our sacred offices. Both of them would retire from the 
candidature if they were sure that Dr. DRACHMAN had the support of 
the vast majority of the community, and that with their retirement he 
would receive a practical call” to the Rabbinate. 

The issue before us is thus, it would appear, narrowed <dlown to 
this one point —is the visit of Dr. DRACHMAN to result in his receiving 
a gall” to the Rabbinate as the sole candidate for the oflice? There 
are many indications that point in that direction, more than one 
circumstance tliat seems to show us this way as ahappy issue out of 
all our troubles concerning the succession to the office of Chief 
Rabbi. We dismiss as unbelievable nongense the rumour that was 
mentioned in our eolumns last week that objection has been taken to 
Dr. DRACHMAN on the score of his being too Orthodox. Such an 

_ absurdity could only proceed from what the writer denominated as the 
babble of the tea-shop. The Chief Rabbinate is an office the very 
essence and being of which is Orthodoxy—without qualification or 
reservation. If the Orthodoxy of the Rabbinate were to be placed in 
question, as, of course, it would be were one gentleman preferred to 
another because the latter was © too Orthodox,” the office would be 
reduced to the position of a miserable parody of all it is intended to 
connote. We refuse to believe that any gentleman—lay or clerical— 
whose opinion is worth thinking about, has made Dr. DRACHMAN’s 
tenacious adherence to the laws and traditions of Judaism a matter of 
complaint. To be sure, there are many who desire to see what goes 
by the name of reform in service and in ritual. To attempt to obtain 
their wishes by surreptitiously watering the Rabbinate in advance, 
would be laughable in farce-comedy but would be detestable in 
actuality. Wecannot believe that anything of the alleged objection to 
Dr. DRACHMAN is true, if only because it would be so grave and 
unworthy an implication, not alone upon Dr. HYAMSON and Dr. 
HERTZ, but upon the late CHIEF RABBI, whose elemental honesty 
would be called into question. 

Such talk, silly on the part of those who indulge in it, malevolent 
in its reference to men of honour whom the community trusts, can we 
believe be set on one side. ‘If this be the only “ objection” that can 
be raised against Dr. DRACHMAN'S candidature, then he has succeeded 
mightily in impressing the community with his fitness to become Chief 
Rabbi. For the “ objection ” is, in fact, a very strong recommendation 
to anyone that would aspire to fill the office. It looks very much as 
fin Dr. DRACHMAN Anglo-Jewry has found a gentleman in whose 
candidature it can be virtually united—a Rabbi so generally acceptable 
that a call’ could be tendered to him that would avoid the utterly 
hateful and almost intolerable alternative of a contested election. 
There remains then of the problem of the Rabbinate only this question - 
Is the estimate here formed of Dr. DRACHMAN’S candidature well- 
grounded and tenable? If so, the gravest responsibility will rest 
on those, to whom the community has entrusted the highly important 
task of appointing a successor to Dr. ADLER, if the visit of Dr. 
DRACHMAN be not taken advantage of to the full in order to solve a 
difficulty that, too long, has been a source of trouble and anxiety to 
Anglo-Jewry.

WE publish, in another column, distressing news 
that the Jewish quarter in Salonika has _ been 


Jewish War sacked, that synagogues have been demolished, 
Victims. and that the attack has been accompanied by 


the violation of Jewish women. The informa- 
tion, which comes as a sinister comment on recent brave hopes 
conjured up. regarding that town by a London newspaper, 
reaches us from a correspondent upon whom we believe we may 
rely, and is, in a measure, confirmed by our special correspondent at 
Scutari. On November lst, writing about the eager patriotism which 
was driving Jews to the columns of the respective combatants in the 
present war, we expressed the hops that these outbursts would not 
provoke the same base ingratitude that has sometimes followed past 
manifestations of a similar nature. But it seems that history was once 
more to repeat itself, and Jewish patriotism to be rewarded with the 
plundering of homes and the moral ruination of women. - We do not. 
care to labour the obvious moral; but would express the earnest hope 
that the terrible news is not true, at least in all its grim and horrible 
details, or that if it, unhappily, be found to be true that some attempt 
will be made by the neutral Powers to restrain the crusading ardour of 
the Greek troops. If the large Jewish population of Salonika is to pass 
out of the hands of Turkey into the power of new masters of the 
calibre indicated, the war will indeed have opened another dark 
chapter in Jewish history. We would add a word of strong support 
to the pathetic appeal for help which appears elsewhere from the CHIEF 
RABBI OF TURKEY and other prominent Jéwa in Constantinople, on 
behalf of the -lewish refugees from the war-afilicted areas. It is a 


bitter and urgent ery for aid which, we feel sure. no Jewish ng will 
resist.

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THE DIVORCE REPORT. 
JEWISH IDEALS. 


By MENTOR. 


I’ we Jews in England are not Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion, we 
are and ought to be Jews of the English persuasion. The _ political 
work of the country, the trend of its legislation, ought to be of particular 
interest to Jews. Jewish Politics have always been Religion, and Jewish 
Religion largely Politics.. The Five Books of Moses so interlace Volitics: with 
Religion, and Social Economies with Faith, that it would be a matter of 
passing difficulty to extricate and separate the one from che other. To the 
Jew Religion is Life, and Lifeis Religion. Thus legislation that passes the 
Houses of Varliament at Westminster frequently affects Jews morally, even 
if it does not materially. The praposee legislation in respect to Divorce is 
likely to affect directly and materially the Jews of this country infinitely less, 
in comparison. than any other section of the subjects of the King. Except 
in one respect, there is not likely to be legislation which will point 
specifically to Jews. The number of Jewish couples whosa_ con- 
jugal relations are such that resort to divorce becomes imperative forms an 
extremely small proportion of the Jewish inhabitants of this country. The 
report of the Divorce Commission which was issued a day ortwo ago appaals 
to Jews rather in its indication of the trend of Maglsh aw than in its direct 
application to Jews. 

The report of the Divorce Commission reveals, even to the casual reader, 

avery remarkable fact. It is one which will be received with no little 


surprise. I:ngland appears to regard marriage as a far less sacred institution 
than almost any other country that is quoted, with, perhaps, the exceptions of 
Newfoundland, Spain, and Italy. The impression is general that 
the sacredness with which the institution of marriage is regarded 
can be gauged by the rigidity with which the marriage tie is bound. 
No greater fallacy could be ventured. I[t is almost, if not quite, the 


very reverse. Where the marriage bond is rigid, and broken with 
greatest difficulty, Marriage, a3 an institution, is regarded as less sacred than 
where the punishment of dissolution of marriage spreads itself over a wider 
area. No people regard the institution of the Sabbath with the same reverence 
and sacredness as do Jews. The slightest act that can be translated into 
work or labour is deemed to be a breach of the Sabbath. In other times, 
death was the penalty of the Sabbath-breaker. This inay be defensible in 
principle or not. It is incontestable, however, that where we find the slightest 
lapses into work held to entail a breach of the Sabbath, the Sabbath must be 


regarded with particular sacredness. Where a man or a woman 
can do a lot of the forgetting of their conjugal vows without 
committing a breach of the marriage laws, we may be certain 


that Marriage, as an institution, is not regarded as particularly sacred. 
Where the slightest failing of the conjugal relations that marriage is 
intended to'imply. is vested with the penalties attached to a breach of the 
Marriage Laws, there we know marriage is regarded as very sacred. Irom 
this point of view, there is practically no breach of the Marriage Law of which 
England takes cognisance, except infidelity of one of the partners. In the 
case of the husband, it regards even infidelity as still leaving marriage legally 
intact, unless the man treats his wife with consistent brutality maintained 
with a fair degree of permanence. No other country, with the three excep- 
tions mentioned, thinks of marriage in a manner so loose and degraded. 
England's notion of marriage, the Report of the Commission shows very 
clearly, is a heritage of Christianity saturated with an unworldly asceticism. 
“What, therefore, God hath joined tegether let not man put asunder,” is a 
saying attributed to Jesus. It is held as giving justification to the idea of the 
indissolubility of marriage. The fact is, however, ignored that marriages ripe 
for dissolution by the Divorce Court can hardly be said to be the joining of 
man and woman by the influence of God. It is truly unwise, in the interests 
of religion, to place upon God responsibility for the very dirty linen the public 
washing of which it fell to the lot of the Chairman of the Divorce Commission 
to preside over for so many years. . . 

The point of view that it appears necessary to insist upon just now is 
that the popular view of divorce is really seriously warped.

That grave scandals have been revealed through Rabbis granting 
Divorce to persons who imagine that thereby they were entitled to marry. 
again is well-known. But, it occurs to me that a very slight piece of 
legislation would meet the difficulty without any violence being done 
to Jewish Law. It would surely be possible, when the Divorce Laws 
come to be amended by a Bill in Parliament, to reject the proposals of the 
late Dr. Adler, Mr. Alexander, and Mr. Henriques, and substitute therefor 
another and an unexceptionable provision. The law should demand that upon 
every Bill of Divorcement given by a Jewish Rabbi there should be clearly 
printed or written a warning to the effect that, according to the Law of the Land, 
the parties are not permitted to marry again, and would be committing an offence 
if they did, unless they first received Divorce by civil process. This would 
prevent any possibility of fraud to Jewish couples obtaining a Divorce from a 
Rabbi. It would also avoid the necessity for penalising Rabbis from carrying 
out divorce according to Jewish Law. 

° 

The evidence, as the Report of the Commission amply shows, was 
abundantly unfortunate. If we Jews are not Englishmen of the Jewish per- 
suasion, we are and ought to be Jews of the English persuasion. We ought 
to be sufticiently English, to love England sufficiently, to wish to see her laws 
purified and made better and nearer our own best ideals of what her laws 
should be. If our spokesmen had asked the Divorce Commission that the 
English Law might, with necessary conformations compatible with mod: rn 
needs, be made in accord with Jewish Law; above all, if our spokesmen had 
urged that the spirit of the Jewish Law should become the spirit of the Law of 
the Land, we should have been conferring a distinct service upon our fellow- 
countrymen. We should not have been inflicting an almost certain damage, 


the extent of which it is not possible to foresee, upon our own coreligionists.

FIRST READERSHIP AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 


THE BOARD OF MANAGEMENT CENSURED. 


Under the chairmanship of Mr. George A. Cohen, Janior Warden of the Great 
Synagogue, a general meeting of seatholders convened under bye-law 75, was held 
last Sunday afternoon in tbe large hall of the Jews’ Free School “ to consider the 
situation which has arisen with regard to the appointment of First Reader, and 
also the attitude of the Board of Management in connection therewith.” There 
was & good muster of seatholders present. 

“The CHAIRMAN, it appears,” we are informed by our representative, 
“had given instractions that none but the seatholders of the syna- 
gogue should be admitted to the hall. On the suggestion of a few members I 
entered the hall, and prior to the proceedings, Mr. 8. KARET asked whether 
he was in order to move a resolution in favour of the Press being present. 


“The CHAIRMAN replied that the motion was out of order. He proceeded to 


say that the question was purely in the hands of the Chairman. He desired to 
have the Press excluded, and there was no need for him to refer to the members. 
There was no expression of dissent from this decision. On being requested 
to do so I withdrew from the meeting.” 


We have been able to ascertain a few particulars concerning what transpired at 
the meeting above referred to. Immediately on the withdrawal of our representa- 
tive, a number of the seatholders present protested against the action of the Chairman 
in his decision to exclude the Press, and those protests were repeated on several 
occasi ring the proceedings. ; 

and Me. J. SMITH seconded the following resolution :— 

That the action of the Board of Management of the Great Synagogue in declining 
or delaying to give effect to the clearly saeeeties wishes of the seatholders, is an affront 
to the members and an attack on their rights and is deserving of censure. 

On a division being taken, we are told, it was found that some one hundred 
members voted for the motion; some forty gave their votes against, and the 
rest, numbering nearly one hundred, abstained from expressing an opinion. 

Mr. G. A. Cohen, the Junior Warden, Mr. Laurie Rosenfeld, the financial 
representative, and the Board of Management have resigned, but have signified 
their intention of carrying out any work in connection with the synagogue that 
may arise, pending the election of their successors. A meeting for this purpose 
wili be heid on Sunday, December 15th.

DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


LORD SWAYTHLING’S STATEMENT. 


A debate on the subject of recent purchases of silver on bahalf of the 
Governmént of India was initiated yesterday week in the House of Lords by Lord 
INCHCAPE, who moved for papers. 


Lord SWAYTHLING, addressing the House for the first time, said he was sorry 
that, after a history of basiness in this country of over sixty years, it was 
necessary for him to defend his firm against attacks which had been made in the 
public Press and the House of Commons. Those attecks had been made under 
various heads. The first and most important was a charge made in several news- 
papers that his firm had conspired corruptly with his brother, the Uader- 
Secretary for India, to obtain a large order for the purchase of silver for 
the Indian Government. From first to Ilast his firm had had no 
correspondsnce or communication with the Unader-Secretary. From the 
beginning to the end all the orders were conveyad to them from the Secretary 
for India in Council, on which body, he was informed, his brother had no seat, 
and in connection with whose proceedisgs his brother had no vote and was not 
allowed to speak. The parchises and orders were regalated by the Finance Com- 
mittee through their Chairman, and he was informed that the Under-Secretary 
was not present at a single meeting at which the purchase of silver was discaased, 
although he believed that technically the Under-Secretary hada right to attend. 
He had never had a conversation with his brother on Indian fiaance since the 
latter had been Under-Secretary for [odia except on one occasion when, after the 
comparative failure of the last Indian loan, he said to the Uader- 
Secretary that he thought it was the duty of the coantry, when it 
desired to borrow, to consult the lenders as to whether long-dated 
or shorted diated bonds were required. He need not refer to the reasons 
why the order of the India Council was given to his firm. It was common know- 
ledge that a ring was formei some time ago in [ndia for the purpose of rigging the 
market in Iodia against the Iadian Government. There were only four firms 
which dealt largely in silver in London, and three of those were acting at the 
time for the ring. His firm was the oily exception. In the instructions given 
to them secrecy was made one of the chief objacts in order to avoid the possible 
or certain rise which would occur in the market. They were informed that after 
the reasons for secrecy ceased to exist the India Conncil would probably 
go back to their own chaanels of purchase. The firm acted on the 
instructions of the Finance Committee, who told thm sometimes 
to abstain from and sometimes to resume purchases. No inkling 
of the purchases crept out until the first shiosment of silver had arrived 
in India. The ficm were complimented by the [udia banks on the way in which 
the secrets of the [ada Council bad been kept, and received a lett-r of thanks 
from the India Council. The House cou'd imagine the sarprise and disappoiat- 
ment caused to his firm by the attacks m:de upon them in the pubic Press, 
chiefly through lack of information. O16 newspayer actually published a state- 
ment that tne Under-Secretary was a me ober of the firm. The Uader Sacretary 
had pever had, and had not now, any connection whitsovever with the firm except 
that he had a few hundred pounds deposited with them on interest when a boy, 
and that som remained with them. He contd only imvgine that some of the 
attacks which had been made on the firm and on the Government of India 
bad been instigated by epeculators ia India who, having carried their silver 
holdings for many months, losing interest thereon, were baulked of the huge 
profits, not confined to the £99,000 men ioned in the House of Commoas, but of 
the far larger sum which they had expected to make from the India Coancil It 
had been stated in the Press that upoo all forms of teader t» the [adia Council 
there was an intimation that any firm having a partoer in tha Houses of Commons 
must not tender. That might be so, bat he had never ses0 such aclan-e, nor had 
he heard of it until now. His firm never made any teader to the Government of 
India, and no such clause app-ared int »e instractions sent tothem nor ia the firm’s 
sale notes to the India Office. It had never occurred to him nor to any of his 
partners that such a condition would apply any more in this case than in the case 
of transactions with Canada or any other part of the Empire. Ao attack had b ea 
made on the firm because of the large loaas which thev had had from the [odian 
Gveroment duripg the past \ear. They had dove bu-iuess of that kind with the 
India Couucil for twenty-seven years, a8 other firms had done. Lord Swavthling 
then gave figures of the amouats ient to them, and tn conclusion he said that he 
had waited until that afternoon to reply to the attacks made against his personal 
honour and the honour of his firm, and was very gratefal to Lord Inchcape for 
having raised the question. | 

After some remarks by Lord FABER, dealing principally with the question of 
the gold reserves, 

The MARQUIS OF CREWE, Secretary of State for India, said that he was 
grateful to Lord Incucape for having raised this question, partly on account of 
the personal matter on which Lord Swaythling had spoken in a manner on which 
he was ture the House would wish to congratulate him. (Hear, hear.) It was 
true that for some considerable time past a series of attacks had been made in 
different quarters both upon the India Office at home and upon various individuals 
in and out of that office. It was desirable, therefore, that an authoritative state- 
ment should be made in relation to these purchases of silver, and, in making 
it, he could testify to the complete accuracy of everything which fell from 
his noble friend Lord Swaythling in regard to the part played by his 
firm. The noble Marquis then dealt with the existence of a ring determined to 
push up the price of silver, and proceeded: The position as to the purchase of 
silver was made mre difficult by the fact that there were only four firms in the 
City of Lcndon who acted as bullion brokers. The usual custom of the India 
Office had been to employ the Bank of England to arrange these purchases. The 
Bank had commissioned two particular firms of brokers of high standing, and 
intimated that if the purchases were made through the Bank of England again 
they would feel bound still to employ the same firms. The busiaess had to be 
done in a manner not to excite the suspicions of the silver speculators and oblige 
the Government to go to greater expense. It seemed necessary therefore to 
employ one of the two remaining firms, and of those two—both of high 
standing—the Finance Committee of the India Office chose Messrs. 
Samuel Montagu and Co. because their dealings were considerably the 
larger, and it was supposed, and he believed rightly supposed, that 
the particular transaction could in practice be carried out only by them. 
The effect of the employment of the firm of Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. for 
this purpose was entirely successful. The purchases were carefully made and, he 
believed, without exciting the suspicions of those who were interested in increas- 
ing the price of silver, and the market movements were not such as to oblige the 
Government of India to pay more than a modest price. The actual amount of 
commission earned by Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. was £7513. That, no 
doubt, was a considerable sum of money, but it was not large enough for all of 
them to sell their souls for in the manner that they had b3en accused of doing by 
some people. (Hear, hear.) With regard to the saving effected, he said with the 
utmost confidence that by buying through Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds had been saved to the revenues of India. 
(Cheers.) The course which the India Office took in employing that firm had been 
perfeotly justified by results. Is was true that the brother of the noble lord was 
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against the

Mr. Edwin Montagu, the Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for India, and 
that fact had been made the ground-work for the charges levelled 
) firm, against Mr. Edwin Montagu, and against himself 
as Secretary of State. He’ had endeavoured to show exactly why the 
Finance Committee authorised the employment of Messrs. Samuel Montagu for 
the purchases. The question was considered whether the relationship between 
the head of that firm and the Parliamentary Under-Secretary should be a bar to & 
transaction of such real moment in saving the money of India. ~ In view of the 
fact that the circumstances were so special and of such a critical character, the 
Council thought it would have been unwise, on the bare fact of the relationship 
between Mr. Montagu and the noble lord, the head of the firm of Messrs. Samuel 
Montagu and Co., to sacrifice the great advantage to the Government of India. As 
a matter of fact, Mr. Edwin Montagn had no more to do with the finance of the 
India Office than he had to do with the finance of the Panama Canal, and no more 
to do with Messrs. Samuel Moutagu and Co. than he had with Messrs. Marshall 
and Snelgrove. Therefore, he did not think the India Office would have been 
right by reason of any possible prejudice against the blood relationship of the 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary and the head of that firm to have sacrificed the 
great benefit to India. (Hear, hear.) When Lord Hardwicke accepted from the late 
Lord Salisbury the position of Under-Secretary for India he explained that in 
doing so he would not cease to be a partner in the firm of stockbrokers with which | 
he was connected, but that be would take no active part in its business. In con- 
nection with the particular charge ‘made against the present Under-Secretary it 
was fair to point out that Lord Hardwicke did remain a partner in the firm, and 
that involved a closer connection with the City of London than the fact of relation- 
ship between Lord Swaythling and Mr. Montagu, which had given rise to so much 
criticism. 

Karl CURZON of Kedleston (ex- Viceroy of India) said that with regard to the 
matter of the dealings with the firm of Montagu, he was sure there was no one 
who had not listened with sympathetic respect to the remarks which fell from the 
noble lord. There was no one who could believe the Under-Secretary guilty of 
any conduct that was unworthy of the highest standard. The Under-Secretary 
had really nothing to do with the finances of India. But from the point of view of 
prudence he was not certain that he wholly agreed with the view which had been 
expressed. The Secretary of State said that while appearances had to be con- 
sidered, at the same time they were making so good a bargain for the Government 
of India that they had to risk possible misapprehension. He was not sure that 
they were altogether justified in taking that view. English public opinion was 
rightly very sensitive about the connection of public men with Government busi- 
ness contracts, and it might have occurred to the Secretary of State that a good 
deal of not unreasonabie suspicion might be aroused by the connection of the 
Under-Secretary with the firm in question. 

The EARL of CROMER said he generally agreed with [ord Curzon as to the 
great desirability that there should be no secrecy in these transactions; but he 
confessed that iu this particular instance he did not see how it was to be avoided. 
Tf it had been known that Messrs. Montagu and Co. were to be applied to the 
price would have been raised and the operation would have been unsaccessful. It 
was no doubt unfortunate that all sorts of suspicions should be excited, but it was 
only natural, and he thougbt, on he whole, that the action taken by the India 
Office was perfectly justifiable. :

Mr. H. BAKER (Accrinuton, Min.): No formal contract for the purchase of 
silver was entered into with Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. Letters of instruc- 
tion were sent on each occasion, and, with the hon. member’s permission, I will 
circulate copies of them with the Votes, together with a specimen of the contract 
notes that were furnished in respect of the several purchases. 

Mr. R. GWNNNE pressed the hon. gentleman to give the complete corres- 
pondenoce and not merely extracts such as had been given in the Press. 

Mr. H. BAKER thonght the correspondence issued would be complete. 

Mr. R. GWYNNE asked the Under-Secretary of State for India if he would 
give the names of the sellers from whom purchases of silver were made by Messrs. 
Samuel Montagu and Co. on behalf of the Government, with the amount, the 
price, and the date in each case during the present year. | 

Mr. H. BAKER: The information as to amount, price, and date will be 
circulated with the Votes. As regards the names of sellers, the Secretary of 
State has never been informed of them, either when purchases have been made 
by the brokers employed by the Bank of England or when they were made 
through Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co., and he has ascertained that in the 
former case the Bank of England has not been infermed by its brokers. I am 
circulating with the Votes a statement regarding the practice in this matter, 
which has been furnished by Messrs. Sharps and Wilkins, Messrs. Pixley and 
Abell, and Messrs. Mocatta and Goldsmid, the three leading bullion brokers 
other than Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. | 

Mr. R. GWYNNE asked how, if the Secretary of State said:he did not know . 
the names of the sellers, he could say definitely that Messrs. Montagu acted as 
brokers and not as dealers, 

The Speaker intervening, no answer was given. 

Mr. R. GWYNNE asked the Under-Secretary of State for India if his attention 
had been drawn to the fact that no private firm except Messrs. Samuel Montagu 
and Co. had been lent so much as £1,000,000 or upwards from the Indian cash 
balances and gold standard reserve during the years 1911 and 1912; was this 
exceptional amount lent to them because they paid a higher rate of interest than 
other borrowers ; what was the average rate of interest paid by them in each year; 
and what other financial advantages, if any, accrued to the public of India from 

Mr. H. BAKER: The fact is as stated. The amount lent to each firm depends 
on its standing, its ability to deposit security of the kind required, and its willing- 
ness to pay a rate of interest as high or higher than can be obtained from other 
firms on the approved list. The interest paid by Messrs. Samuel Montagu and 
Co. was at an average rate of £2 7s. 4d. per cent. in 1911, and £2 183. 9d. per 
cent. in 1912. The financial advantage to India from the transactions was the 
receipt of interest amounting to £38,392.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 
The Jewish Problem in the Duma. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


The election turmoil terminated last week with two important gatherings at 
St. Petersburg and Kazatin. The first celebrated the triumph of the Liberals in St. 
Petersburg (who even captured the constituency in which the Cabinet Ministers 
recorded their votes), and it was marked by the passionate appeal of a workman 
‘Achun) for a supreme effort on behalf of the Jews in the new Duma. The second 
meeting was attended by newly-elected Nationalist and reactionary deputies in the 
South-West of Russia, and was honoured by the Governor-General of Kieff and 
Archbishop Authony. Its proceedings bore an anti-Semitic character, and a 
demand was made for Nationalist legislation. There is every indication that 
the desires expressed at both assemblies are likely to be fulfilled, inasmuch as 
the Jewish problem will be kept in the forefront in the Dama by both friend 
and foe. | . 

SIGNIFICANT PREPARATIONS. 


The first interpellation in the Duma to be introduced by the Liberals will 
give adequate scope for discussion of the helpless position of the Russian Jews. It 
will draw the attention of the Government and the House to the various illegalities 
committed by the authorities and the Real Russians at the expense of the Jews 
during the elections, and it is calculated to prove how our coreligionists have been 
terrorised in all places where the inflaence of their vote was feared and how 
reactionary triamphs have been fabricated in Jewish constituences in order to be 


able to show to the world that the Pale itself endorsed the anti-Semitic legislation. | 
The interpellation will be supported by a powerful petition from Odessa, praying ~ 


for the annalment of the local elections on the ground of gross ill-treatment of 
Jews who endeavoured to record their votes. The tale of the sufferings of the 
Jews in many places where they honestly performed their duties as citizens and 
voted for Liberals, is indeed distressing. In the Chelm district, the threat to 
which I recently referred has been carried out, and twenty-six co-operative stores 
in opposition to Jewish trade were opened. In Warsaw, the anti-Jewish boycott 
is assuming a threatening character. Elsewhere, Jews were deprived of public 
positions and ill-treated by the authorities, and editors were fined for agitating for 
Liberals. But perhaps the most serious charge against the authorities came again 
from Odessa, where an accurate private inquiry proved that the number of votes 
recorded for the Liberal candidates, MM. Sliosberg and Nikolsky, far exceeded the 
official figures, and in all probability constituted an actual majority for the Jewish 
nominee and his cadet colleague. 

At the same time, we are not left without an intimation as tothe intentions of 
the Right. I referred last week to the scheme for the exclusion of the Jews from 
the army, which, as can be gathered from the utterances of the anti-Semites, will

VICTORS’ AGGRESSION.—A PRO-JEWISH SCHEME, 

Altogether, the Reactionaries are now displaying an attitude of vigorous aggres- 
sion. Apart from their successes at the elections, they regard the developments 
in the Balkan peninsular as a victory for official Russia which patronises the 
Slavs. They foresee a rise of Russian prestige and a period when Western Europe 
will display deeper silence on the Tsar’s internal policy. In fact, they go so far as 


to suggest that, despite all assurances to the contrary, the new President of the. 


United States will no longer find himself able to press the solution of the pass- 
port question. It is interesting to note that the aggressive tone of the Right has 
given rise to grave doubts, even in Government circles, as to the stability of the 
Duma and the Premier’s position ; a sharp conflict between the more Liberal 
members of the Ministry and Duma, on the one side, and the reactionaries in the 
Cabinet and Chamber, on the other, being anticipated. 

On the other hand, it is announced that the merchants’ conference on the 
Jewish problem, the summoning of which I reported last week, will be called upon 
to endorse a special petition to the Government, prepared by high legal authorities 
and praying for the abolition of the anti-Jewish laws. Their action has attracted 
wide-spread attention and it has assumed still greater significance in view of its 
coincidence with the declaration of the Octobrist leader, M. Shidlovsky, that a 
rapprochement of his party with the Liberals was now very likely, an event which, 
as [ have already stated, will give the Opposition control over nearly half of the 
House. This contingency was still further brought nearer to realisation by the 
fact that afew deputies of the Right, in accordance with my prediction, have 
already declared themselves to be members of the Liberal Left. | 


JEWISH ACTION.—DEPUTY FREEDMAN’S VIEW. 


The newly-elected Jewish deputy, M. Freedman, who has behind him the 
experience of the last Duma, has made a statement on the Jewish outlook in the 
new Duma. “ Judging by the present state of the parties,” he said, “ the majority 
of the Duma will be more reactionary than the Government, and the position of 
the Jewish deputies will be an extremely difficult one. They will have to reply to 
a number of attacks on their coreligionists, and, should the groupings in the Duma 


remain unaltered, it would be absurd to introduce measures of the type of the Bill 
for the abolition of the Pale.”

“In order not to be misunderstood,” said Professor 
Waldever, “I mention specifically that what I have said refers to the Jewish 
students from Russia, and not to the Christians.” In contradistinction to this 
declaration, Professor Schieman (who is himself a Russian by origin and a great 
friend of official Russia) maintains that Rasso-Jewish students are lacking in social 
culture and are molesting the German population. He also denounces them as 
being politically suspect. The Staatsbiirgerzeiting and the other anti-Semitic 
organs reproduce these allegations against the Russo- Jewish students, and urge the 
Government to expel these “ dangerous Jewish anarchists who are poisoning their 
German colleagues.” A ramonur is current in Berlin Jewish circles that many 
Jewish notables there who are on friendly terms with the Minister of the Interior 
have made representations in favour of the Russo-Jewish students, and there 1s 
reason to believe that the facilities formerly granted to them will be renewed. 
Many Liberal papers express the view that the Jews have the right to make use of 
German Universities, as the recently-founded Kaiser Wilhelm Gesellschaft and the 
new Frankfort University have been established by Jewish contributions, and that 
therefore it would be unjust to refuse hospitality to the persecuted Russian Jews.

Australian Jews and Universal Military Training.

SYDNEY. 

While the l'ederal Government has very firmly handled the endeavours of a 
few malcontents to represent the new Australian system of universal defensive 
training on @ militia basis as an oppressive interference with conecientious convic- 
tions, it has displaved the greatest consideration for religious feelings in this con- 
nection. In the Defence Act itself provision was made for the training in 
non-combatant duties only of such persous as belong to a commuopity whose 
principles forbid the bearing of arms: and the regulations have made provision 
tbat Jews or Seventh Day Adventists (an increasing sect in Australia), shall be 
permitted to carry out their“ home training” by substituting week-day attend 
ances at drill instead of Saturday parades, and to putin their continuous training 
at camps held on other occasions than tae Easter week when this coincides with 
the Passover. <A few instances having occurred in one of the States where Jewish 
senior cadets (adult training ie still in embryo) have been penalised by having to 
make up double the number of drills in compensation for absences on Saturday, a 
stringent military order has been issued throughout the Commonwealth directing 
attention to the right of Jewish citizens to consideration for their. conscientious 
scruples in this regard as provided for in the defence regulations.

The first Conference of the Jewish Gymnastic Societies in Palestine was held 
recently in the Hebrew Gymnasium in Jaffa, and was attended by thirty delegates 
from various. towns and agricultural colonies. The opening address was given by 
Mr. Goldschmidt of Jerusalem, who described the progress made by the Jewish 
gymnastic movement in Palestine and outlined the methods to be adopted for its 
further promotion. It was reported that the Jerusalem Gymnastic Society now 
contains 272 members, including twenty-seven female members, whoare active 
gymnasts, and there was a special branch for the pupils of the Talmudical schools 
containing twenty-seven members.

URGENT APPEAL FOR HELP 


FROM THE HAHAM BASHI. 


To the Editor.— From RABBI HAIM NAHOUM, Constantinople. | 


SirR,—-I shall be obliged if you will be good enough to insert the accom- 
panying appeal in your esteemed journal, and to add, on your part, if possible, 
a few words of exhortation to our coreligionists to come to the aid of their 
unfortunate brethren who are sorely tried by the present war. 


APPEAL TO THE JEWISH PEOPLE. 


After the heavy appalling misfortunes which Jews in our country have 
suffered in the course of recent years, after the contlagrations, the cholera epidemic, 
and earthquakes, a crowniny catastrophe bas now overtaken us, a catastrophe 
indescribably cruel. 

The war in the Balkans has caused the destruction of almost all 
Jewish property in the towns and villages of Turkey-in-Europe, with the sole 
exception of Constantinople, Adrianople, and Salonika. Buildings and farms, 
shops and other fixed property, all have been annihilated by fire and sword. 
Countless innocent human lives have fallen victim in the orgie of War. | 

Overwhelmed with fear, balf naked and utterly destitute, our unfortunate 
brethren have been obliged to seek safety in flight. KFamished, wounded, 
desperate, closely packed together in trains subjected to fusilades of bullets, 
wan mothers and children, emaciated old people, men broken and ruined, have 
poured into the capital, bringing with them into our Jewish quarters a flood of 
terror and misery. where previously the denizens had been sorely tried. Some of 
the refugees have been forced to drag themselves to safety on foot by traversing 
long and arduous journeys. 

“The communities of Moustapha-Pasha, Kirk-Kilisse, Bounar Hissar, Vize, 
Lule-Burgas, Baba-I’ski, Demotica, Silivri, Tchorlou, as well as those in 
numerous other villages in this province, no longer exist. Those members of 
them that remain are lying in our synagogues and homes, which, in pity, have 
been thrown open to the fugitives. |.very day brings new convoys of refugees. 
Adrianople and Salonika are also filled with the utterly desperate cries of those 
imploring help. 

We have done all that was humanly possible to relieve this misery ; we have 
given bread to the hungry, clothing to those who were destitate, and bedding to 
those who were broken down with fatigue and to the sick. But our powers 
will soon be exhausted. The available means which our societies and private 
individuals have indefatigably endeavoured to augment by subscriptions and 
collections, will very soon come toanend. Large sums are necessary to procure 
for so many wretched beings sheer necessities to prevent their perishing— 
Mattresses and Bedding, Bread, Medicine, Clothing, Lodgings, and Fuel. 

Oar misfortune, however, does not end here. The war continues. The 
communities of Adrianople and Salonika, under the walls of which the armies are 
already fighting each other, may soon meet with the same fate as that 
which has befallen the small sister communities. Every day thousands of Turkish 


-goldiers are falling. Among them are brethren of ours. When peace is concluded 


none of these brethren who have fallen on the field of honour will return to 
their homes, and many Jewish families will be without support or maintenance. 
We shall thus have to reckon with many more thousands of famished beings. We 
tremble before the calamity which will then be unfolded before us in all its extent, 


and before the overwhelming nature of the task which will devolve upon us. 


Ottoman Jewry is powerless to fulfil this task out of its own resources, It is 
the Jews of all the world who must charge themselves with the task. After the 
unfortunate Turco-Russian War, it was Baron de Hirsch who saved the ruined 
Jewish communities in Turkey, by placing millions at their disposal. To-day, 
this magnanimous support is lacking ; this noble heart beats no longer. It is for 
Jews everywhere to do now what this immortal philanthropist at one time did 
alone, and that they will not fail us, we are convinced. 

It is on this account, brother Jews, that we address you, that we appeal to 
your faithful hearts. Hasten to assist us! Succour your brethren as quickly 
and as efficaciously as you can! It is a question of the sheer existence of a con- 
siderable section of our people.

THE GREEK OCCUPATION OF SALONIKA.

Perhaps never before in their eventful history have the Jews of Salonika, who 
comprise nearly half of the population, found themzelvea in a more difficult and 
dangerous position. This will be more readily anderstood when it is remembered 
that the population of the city is practically half Jewish and the other half mainly 
Greek, the Turkish and other elements being quite inconsiderable. oe 

The commerce of the town, however, is by no means so evenly distributel 
for Jews stand at the head of the majority of banking, shipping, and various 
mercantile houses. This position of affairs, while it calls for admiration for the 
thrift and the enterprise of our coreligionists, has neverthe'e3s drawn upon them 
the unconcealed eavy and hatred of their les fortunate neighboars. 

This statemeut, which for want of a better name [ must term anti-Semitic, is 
often expressed in the Greek jouroal, the /mbros, which is the most repre eatative 
Greek organ in the town. For example, when it became clear from the results 0 
the battles round Yeninzi Varda that the Greek army would shortly eater the 
town, this journal opealy accused the Jews of anti-Greek feeling, going so far as 
to announce that a deputation from the Club des Intimes (to which I shall again 
re’er shortly), had visited the British battleship “ Hampshire ” and had requested 
the Commander to forbid ‘the eotry of the Greck troops into the town. 

This absurd story, which I was assured by responsible members of the 
community had no foundation whatever in fact, is but one of a long series of 
calumpies inveuted by the Embdros, no doubt for the purpose of stirring up feeling 
agaipst the Jews. 

When the Greek troops came marching in there were scenes of the wildest 
enthusiasm among the Salonikan Greeks, although they were Ottoman subjects, 
yet [ perceived throughout the city groups of men who did not cheer the conquerors 
of their country, but who maintained as one would expect indeed in men who had 
a spark of loyalty in their souls, a grave and concerned air. Nor was their gravity 
affected, for they had received from the Turkish Government such kindness and 
consideration as they can hardly hope (unless a vast change occurs in public senti- 
ment) to receive from the Greeks. 

~The (lub des Intimes, where I was right royally entertained, is composed of 
the leading Jewish merchants and bankers in the city. 

The day on which the Greek troops entered, the city was ablaze with Greek | 
flags and colours. But the flag staff of the Club des Iitines remained bare and : 
coldly neutral—a fact that was duly noted and commented upon by the aggressive | 
Embros. 

The President of the Club begged me to convey through the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE the cordial greetings of the Salonikan community towards English 
Jewry.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Chief Rabbi of Turkey has during the past few days received numerous | 
letters from eminent Jews in Western Europe, among them Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild, expressing profound disquietude with respect to the security of the 
lives and property of the Jews in Constantinople, and asking for explanation on 
the subject. [ am in a position to reassure our coreligionists in the West 
whose eyes are anxiously turned towards Turkey at the present moment. 
The Chief Rabbi has taken all the necessary precautions to safeguard 
the lives and property of the members of his community in the 


Christians and Jews. Taking advantage of his friendly relations with the 
French Ambassador, the Chief Rabbi has secured his Excellency’s protection for 
the Jews. A French cruiser will enter the Golden Horn to protect, by means of 
its guns and men, the two most important Jewish quarters—Haskeuy and Balata— 
which face each other on both shores of the gulf. The Chief Rabbi is also assured 
of the effective support of Sir G. Lowther, the British Ambassador, who, on more 
than one occasion, has given him proofs of his esteem and of his strong pro-Jewish 
sentiments. The Jews in the other quarters of the city, which are mainly 
inhabited by foreigners, will enjoy the protection of the men-of-war of the Powers 
already anchored in the port. | 


Acts of Bravery by Jewish Soldiers.

SALONIKA, 
Kieman Bey (son of General Hassan Pasha, Commander of the Ottoman 
troops on the Coast of Jamna) on his return from the battlefield, related the 
following incident of which he was an eye-witness :— 

A company of artillery had been ordered to transport.a large number of 
pieces of ordnance from 0. e part of the battlefield to another. While this opera- 
tion was going on a veritable fusillade was poured upon them. All the men 
abandoned the guns and fled in disorder. Only one soldier, a Jew, remained at 
his post. He shouted to his comrades that it was shameful to run away from the 
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there. This example of bravery encouraged the other artillerymen to return and 
to transport the cannon to the position, assigned for them. 

Another courageous act of a Jew in the Servian Army is reported by the 
Belgrade correspondent of the Journal de Généve, The soldier in question, named 
Abraham Levy, was with the troops engaged in the battle of Kumanovo, and in 
the course of the fighting the Colonel in command of the regiment ordered a 
general assault. The regiment rushed onward, but the ensign bearer soon fell. A 
man picked up the flag, precipitated himself on the enemy’s position, scaled the 
rampart and planted the flag on it, shouting at the same time “hurrah!” It was 
Abraham Levy who performed this heroic deed. When, after the close of the 
battle, the Crown Prince thanked the soldiers and asked them to present to him 
the bravest man among them, they unanimously pointed to Levy. The Crown 
Prince cordially congratulated him and gave him a substantial monetary gift. 


Profound Distress among Jewish Refugees at Constantinople. 
(From our Correspondent. } 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Jews in Roumelia, panic-stricken by the massacre at Silivri, are emi- 
grating ona large scale and are making their way to Constantinople. There is 
not a single Jew left at Rodosto, Tchorlou, Silivri, Kirk Kilisse, Drama and 
Cavalla, each of which formérly numbered its Jewish inhabitants by the hundred. 
This week more than 2,000 persons have come here to swell the enormous body of 
destitute coreligionists who had previously taken refuge here. The Chief Rabbinate 
continues actively to occupy itself with providing lodgings and food for the 
fugitives. Its task is now's very hard one, for not only does it not command the 
necessary pecuniary resources, but it is also difficult indeed to find any more 
empty buililings to accomodate the new-comers. The Government is sending the 
Mohammedan refugees to Anatolia, and recommended the Chief Rabbi to follow 
this course, but he has categorically refused to do so, for to place them among 
fanatical Mohammedans without any support or means of existence would be 
tantamount to condemning them to certain death. The Chief Rabbi’s attitude 
has given the utmost satisfaction to our coreligionists, who are doing all in their 
power to help their hapless brethren. But it is impossible for them without 
assistance from outside to lodge and feed thousands of families. The Chief Rabbi 
and the Turkish Committee of the Alliance Israélite ( niverselle have accordingly 
addressed an appeal for funds to the Jewish organisations in the West. 

The one bright feature of the situation is the fact that while cholera has 
broken out among the Mohammedan immigrants and is daily claiming many 
victims, the sanitary condition of the Jews at the time of writing is, happily, 
excellent. 

The burning of villages in the vicinity of Stroumza (Vilayet of Salonika) by 
the Bulgarians has caused enormous losses to Jewish merchants, for the debts 


owed to them in those villages amounted to several thousands of pounds. One 
Jew alone has lost £1,000.

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SIEGMUND BERGEL. 
(From our Correspondent.) 


BERLIN. 
I much regret to record the death of Herr Siegmund Bergel, founder of the 


first Bnai Brith Lodge in London and member of the International Council of the 
Order and one of the Vice-Presidents of the 
Hilfsverein der Deuts hen Juden. Herr Bergel, 
one of the most popular figures among the great 
leaders of German Jewry, was born seventy 
years ago at Filehne (Posen), and was thus a 
native of the same town as Professor Lazarus. 
Having received a good Jewish and Rabbinic 
education, he was during his whole life an 
enthusiastic Jew, maintaining its traditions, 
loving his fellow-Jews, and devoting all his 
work and energy to their cause. Althougha 
merchant by calling, he identified himself with 
all questions of Jewish learning and was 
famous for his knowledge of Hebrew literature 
of all ages. A striking orator and a brilliant 
German writer, he coutributed largely by his 
public work to arouse the Jewish sentiments 
of the German Jews and to imbue them with 
Jewish patriotism. He was not only a great 
preacher of the cause of national Judaism, but 
still more a great and successful Jewish public 
worker. After the Kishineff pogrom in 1903 he 
was sent by the Hilfsverein and the Order Bnai Brith to that town, in order to 
investigate the causes of the pogrom and to distribute the first collections which 
were made on behalf of the victims.’ When he returned home he wrote his 
remarkable book, ‘‘ Kischinew und die Lage der Juden in Russland,” (Berlin, 1903), 
in which he gave a vivid description of the Jewish persecutions in Russia. His 
book, a scholarly work, made a deep impression on the German Jews and con- 
tributed largely to induce them to take an interest in Jewish questions. His 
influence extended even to those who had never before been interested in Jewish 
affairs, as they had considered themselves in the first place Germans of the 
Jewish persuasion. 

Siegmund Bergel was not a “specialist” as a public worker but he took 
part in all branches of Jewish activity. He was interested in Jewish emigration 
ag well as in Jewish education at home and abroad. Asan active member of the 
Council of the Deutsch Israelitischen Geneindebund be had to look after Jewish 
education in the small Jewish communities in Germany which cannot support 
themselves, and which, therefore, have to be provided with religious teachers. He 
also had to superintend the social institutions of these small Jewish communities, 
and thanks to his work and energy he saved many a small community from 

He was on the Councils of the “Judisch Arbritercolonie in Weissensee ” 
and the “ Israelitische Erziehungsanstalt fiir geistig zurickgebliebene Kinder in 
Beilitz.” For many years he was also on the Council of the Jewish commanity 
in Berlin, on which he defended moderate orthodoxy although he was strictly 
orthodox himself. In his last years, however, he devoted nearly all his energies 
to the cause of the Order Inai Brith, and sacceeded in introducing this Order in 
Scandinavia, Great Britain, and in the countries of the Near East. His fine 
appearance and his mild and peaceful disposition attracted general notice, and

Although a thoroughly national Jew, Herr Bergel did not join the Zionist move- 
ment because, as he once told me, he thought he could do mach more good to the 
Jewish cause by remaining neutral. To demonstrate his sympathy with the Jews 
in Palestine he went there two years ago and founded several Lodges in ordar to 
brirg the Jews of Palestine into contact with the great and rich body of the Order 
of Boai Brith. When on a4 journey to Scandinaviaa year ago to inaugurate the 
new Bnai Brith Lodge in Copenhagen he fell ill and never recovered. To his last 
day he continued work on his sick bed. All great Jewish institutions and bodies 
of Germany were represented at his funeral, which took place on Monday week 
in Berlin. Rabbi Dr. Eschelbacher, Councillor Timendorfer, and Dr. Biirwald 
spoke at the graveside. 


M. MOISE FRESCO,

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

I regret to report the death, at the age of fifty-two, at Vienna, where he was 
staying under medical care, of M Moise !*resco, a member of a <istinguished 
family in Constantinople and one of the ablest of former teachers in the services 
of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. After having been trained at its Normal 
School in Paris he obtained his diploma in the year 1882, and was appointed 
Headmaster of its school at Tangier. He subsequently held similar posts at 
Damascus and in this city. A pedagogue of great merit, M. resco wrote a series 
of classical books which obtained an unexampled success in the Orient. These 
works, several thousand copies of which were published, were adopted by all the 
Jewish and Mohammedan schools in Turkey. Even in foreign countries, among 
them Bulgaria, he became popular owing to his works. Two years ago he was 
appointed Inspector of French at. the Superior State Schools in this capital. He 
was for a number of years Seoretary of the Turkish Committee of the Alliance. 


PROFESSOR CONRAD VON ORELULUL

BASLE. 

Professor Conrad von Orelli, who died here a few days ago, was known far 
beyond the frontiers.of Switzerland asa very capable exegetist of the Old Testa- 
ment. He had been for forty years Professor at the Univerity of Basle. Both as 
& man and as a scholar he proved himself a friend of the Jews. In 1892 Professor. 
v. Orelli travelled in the Holy Land, and he subsequently published his impres- 
sions in a work entitled “ Tagebuchblitter.” Two years ago he undertook a second 
journey to Palestine, and he related often and with pleasure how delighted he had 
been to see the renascence of Jewish life and the progress of the young colonies. 
Of bis most important works, I may mention hisadmirable commentary on Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and the twelve mioor prophets, and his general history of 
religions. Ile treated the Bible with reverence and affection, and vigorously 
defended it against the attacks of modern scientists. 


MR. HERMAN GRAU. 


Mr. Herman Grau, for forty years manager of operatic productions, died 
recently in New York of heart disease. He was eighty-seven years old. Mr. Grau 
was born in Austria, and went to the United States fifty years ago to engage in 
the management of operatic productions with his brother. Jacob Grau. He was 
the tirst manager to prodace “ Lohengrin ” in America. He produced grand opera 
at Terrace Garden, took charge of the Metropolitan ()pera Company, and later 
founded the Grau Opera Company. Mr. Grau was an uncle of Mr. Maurice Grau, 
the operatic impresario. 


RABBI CESARE ELISEO. 

Rabbi Cesare Eliseo, of Rome, died there very suddenly on Sunday. It was 
only in the morning of that day that he sent fora doctor on account of a cough 
that had troubled him for some weeks. The doctor pronounced that he was 
suffering from asthma and prescribed accordingly. Before’ his servant had 
returned with the medicine, the Rabbi had expired. He was somewhat advanced in 
years. His amiable disposition had won him general respect. 


THE ‘NEW" NEW SYNAGOGUE: 
A Suggestion for the Architect. 


To the ‘BIBLE READER.” 


S1r,—As one who likes to take his religion in comfort, may I suggest that in drawing 
up the plans of the revived New Synagogue some attempt may be made to attain the 
spaciousness and roominess that distinguished the old building. There should be 
sufficient breadth and depth for the worshipper’s personal ease on the seats; and 
it would be an improvement if the seats tilted up, so as to allow people to 

ass in front with ease. Further, the box in front to hold the devotional adjuncts should 
be fitted with a double desk, which would puli down so as to give a full size rest for the 
book. Complaints are made that talking goes on in the synagogue, but it is net realised 
that this is oiten caused because when the congregant wishes to do a little private bible 
reading he can only carry out his pious intentien at extreme discomfort to himself. 

In the synagogue that I attend, and in others of modern construction, the defects 
that I have mentioned are very spear and I hope my remarks may cause some little 
improvement in the direction indicated. ,

ON SUFFRAGISM, SALONIKA, 
AND OTHER THINGS. 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill has many irons in the fire, and the fire is kept alive by 
the breezes of his scintillating wit and never-failing enthusiasm. When he is not 
seeking a home for homeless Israel, he is seeking a vote for voteless womanhood. 
Anon, he is preaching the religion >f peace by s new play, or preaching a new 
religion by the same means. Vlaywright, politician, publicist, he is intensely 
alive, and bis eye is upon what the whole world is doing, and his ear is open to 
what the whole world is saying. A representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
found him the other day full of suffrage and Salonika, as he put it, and it required 
no great stimulus to induce him to state his views on these topical questions. 

| understand you approve of the establishment of the Jewish League for 
Woman Suffrage? our representative asked. | ; 

“Most decidedly,” Mr. Zangwill replied, with great emphasis. “I am 
proud, and Jews ought to be proud, to be able to do anything to enfranchise 
another class of the population, after their own arduous struggle for emancipation.” 

It is being urged that this is quite different from anything else. 

‘So was the emancipation of the Jews qnite different. Of course, every new 
case is different from every preceding one. If it were not, the emancipation would 
already have been achieved. The wolf has always a pretext for eating the lamb.” 


A Zionist Example. 


But is it quite in harmony with Jewish principles to give woman suffrage? | 
The question for Jews was answered by the Zionist Congress, the only thing 


- approaching an international body we have had since the decay of the Central 


European Synod. Not only do women have votes, but they sit as delegates in the 
Congress itself. No-one can read the ideal account of the wife at the end of the 
Book of Proverbs without seeing that such a woman did naturally have, and 
would have, all rights.”

There ig @ movement for suffrage within the synagogue apart from the

‘Yes, but it will come much mor quickly through the political franchise ;

Justice in the Balkans. 

So you attach \ery great importance to the movement so far as the Jews are 
concerned ? 

“ The greatest interest of the Jew in the world to-day is justice, and he must 
do it as well as demand it. I can imagine he will presently be demanding it in 
the Balkan re-settlement, for example. The Greeks may retain Salonika, but wil! 
they give the Jews equal rights when this means that by the autometic working of 
the law of the majority, the control of the town would pass into the hands of the 
Jews, even if the special antonomy which they deserve is not granted to them. 
You see how vital the suffrage question may be. I heard a man in the crowd 
yesterday say that we could not have petticoat government, meaning that women 
would be in the majority. Soin town politics the Greeks might say, ‘ We can- 


not have Jewish government—if we were to give the Jews votes, we should have: 


Jewish government.’ ” 
Autonomy in Salonika. 

What do vou mean by special autonomy ” | 

‘Well, I follow Mr. Garvin’s view that the whole region of Salonika and its 
surroundings should be handed over to the Jews, if only to prevent the quarrel of 
the leading States for the spoils.” 

Do you think this is a serious possibility ? 

‘I will not give you my own opinion because I am supposed to be a fantastic 
political dreamer. I will give you the opinion of the man who counts in England 
as one Of the first authorities upon things political—I mean my anti-Zionist friend, 
prt pia Wolf. . I am sure he will not mind my quoting from a recent letter 
of his :— 

If, as seems possible, Salonika becomes a free and self. overning port, its character 
as a Jewish autonomy would be automatically settled by the numerical superiority of

You see, it is a simple matter of practical politics. For Jews to refuse the

A Salonikan Merchant’s Views. 


_“ What @ disgusting position, by the way, that merchant of Salonika took up 
the other day in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. I do not wonder he conceals his name ! 
He says that the Jews in Salonika do not want any power. All they want is to 
attead to their own affairs. If Salonika became a free city under their control, 
they would have to organise troops and police—terrible prospect, is it not? He 


_ might bave added they would have had to organise a Post Office, and of course,

I[ myself 
am practically a business man, for the hours of the day that I give up to the Ito— 
hours often actually passed in a business office—are practically a business man’s 
day, and I could certainly earn a comfortable living in those hours. And yet, of 
late, I manage to find time to pursue my literary work. Ido not forget that the 
Maccabieans exist to show that we are not all business men, and | am so glad to 
be going to night toa Maccabean dinner in hononar of a Rothschild who is nota 
business man, and who, although a zoologist, is as ignorant as [ am regarding 
bulls and bears and stags.

THE DIVORCE COMMISSION. 


THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH ON THE REPORT. 


JEWISH DIVORCE LAWS ASSAILED. . 


Preaching at the Berkeley Street Synagogue last Sabbath, the Rev. Morris 
Joseph said that both the Bible and the Rabbinical legislation and doctrine were 
informed by a deep sense of the sacredness of the conjagal tie, and of its import- 
ance for the well-being of the individual and of society at large. But Jewish law 
and teaching are reasonable. The ultimate purpose of marriage is the safe 
guarding of the Family, the great bulwark of the State. Unlike the Charch, 
which, bound by the conflicting utterances of the (;ospels, and by sacramental 


notions, had wavered between antagonism to all divorce and its restriction 
to-the solitary case of marital unfaithfolness, the Synagogue, from the 


first, had sanctioned divorce whenever the true object of marriage was 
endangered, But while, in the Bible, the grounds justifying divorce were 
ill-defined, the Jater legislation specifically formulated them. It further 


extended the right of Divorce to the wife. It thus songht to check undaoe 
resort to it. On the other hand, it permitted Divorce by mutual consent of the 
parties to the marriage. Divorce, however, was regarded as an evil. Marriage 
being & sacred, a divine ordinance, it followed that its dissolution was something 
unnatural, savouring of disloyalty to God Himself. The Prophets, for whom 
marriage was the type of their people’s loving faithfulness to the Supreme, used 
Divorce as a figure for Israel's estrangement from the divine Sponse. More 
directly still, Malachi made God say, “I hate putting away.” It was significant 
that, while the Rabbins prescribed a benediction for recital at the solemnisation 
of a marriage, they had ordained none for the ceremony of Divorce. As compared 
with loveless wedlock and a ruined home-life, Divorce was unquestionably the 
smaller evil ; but an evil it was none the less. In proposing to extend the grounds 
on which the marriage-bond might be dissolved, the Commission had taken a 
notable step towards assimilating English legislation to Jewish law. Without 
oommitting himself to an approval of all the details, the preacher expressed his 
satisfaction with the general tenour of the Commissioners’ Report, A large 
number of persons were at present suffering wrong and distress which only a 
modification of the law could terminate. “ Make divorce easy,” it was plausibly 
said,” and you increase the temptation to resort to it.” But if the argument was 
sound, they muat forbid divorce altogether. And the same objection applied to 
the plea that to make divorce easier was to weaken the responsibility attaching to 
marriage, and to encourage people to enter upon it with a light heart. 

‘On the other hand,” continued the preacher, ‘‘ the Jewish way cannot be 
deemed altogether unexceptionable. There is a tendency, in the first place, to 
forget that practices which may have well suited the needs and conditions of the 
first century may not be applicable to the circumstances of the twentieth. The 
late Chief Rabbi admitted the fact when, in his evidence before this very 
Commission, he deplored the action of certain foreign Rabbis in this country who 
persist in sanctioning divorce by Jewish process only, with the result that the 
parties to it sometimes deem themselves free to marry again without previous 
recourse to the Civil Courts. The unsparipg antagonism to which the Chief 
Rabbi’s testimony subjected him overshadowed and embittered his last days. 
His critics claimed that every Rabbi had the right to take the course 
which Dr. Adler condemned, unfettered by any restriction save regard for 
Jewish law. We hold, on the contrary, that the exercise of such rights 
must be tempered by consideration for the welfare of the State, and 
for our obligations as citizens of the country in which we live. But 
Jewish practice has a still more serious defect. As I have said, it vests the 
act, and, therefore, the power, of divorce exclusively in the husband. The 
hardship entailed by this ordinance is self-evident. We, of this synagogue, 
conforming to the view enunciated by Dr. Samuel Holdheim in 1843, have 
swept away this unjust. and intolerable state of things so far as our own 
procedure is concerned. Tt is time, I submit, that Orthodoxy followed our 
example. The Commission, whose report has furnished the subject of this 
discourse, are unanimous in recommending that, in regard to this question, 
men and women should be absolutely equal in the sight of the law. Itisa 
recommendation closely in harmony with the spirit of an age which has 
witnessed the social enfranchisement of Woman. And the Synagogue has to learn 
that every rule or usage, however time-honoured, which runs counter to that 
spirit, save for the sake of some great, paramount principle, is au anachronism fall 


of danger for the Synagogue itself, and offensive to the great community of which 


we Jews are a part,”

MACCABA.AN DINNER. 


On Sunday, at the Hotel Great Central, Professor 1k. MELDOLA presided over 
a brilliant company, assemb!ed under the auspices of the Maccabmans, to do 


honour to zoological scie1ce in general and the Hon. Walter Rothschild in 
particular. 


The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the toast of the evening, began by defining the 
Maccabwans as ‘‘a society of professional Jews whose business it is to discharge 


Maccabman functions.” (Laughter.) One of 
those functions was {9 entertain their friends 
and guests at "gatherings of that kind. From 
time to time they had gathered around them 
representatives of different subjects or causes. 
It would be within their recollection that some 
seven years ago science had an _ innings. 
(Langhter.) They had had a very remarkable 
gathering on that occasion, and many of their 
guests, who were honouring them that evening, 
particularly the Presid: nt of the Royal Society, 
Sir Archibald Geikie (cheers), had been with 
them on the occasion to which he had referred. 
Now they had begun to sub-divide science. It 
was a very large field to tover, and they had 
come down to one particular science, and 
‘they had found a very good excuse in 
the genial person of their guest of the 
evening, Mr. Walter Rothschild. (Cheers.) 
He desired to state at once, for the 
benefit of the non-scientific members of 
the Maccabrrans, that the acience of 
zoology was vot confined, as was very 
. generally believed, to the study of beast, 
birds and fishes. There was a very large section of the animal kingdom which 
did not come within the definition. It bhappene] that the work of their guest 
was mainly, be would not say exclusively, in the domain of entomology. 
Mr. Walter Rothschild was the founder of a musenm. (Cheers) They were 
indebted to Mr. Rothschild not only for the foundation of this museum, bat for 
its maintenance and for the activity which the staff of the museum hal displaved 
and was displaying, and which they hoped it would continue to display. For 
Mr. Rothschild was not only a naturalist himself, bat, as a celebrated fat light in 
Shakespeare’s play would have put it, was the cause of natural history in others. 
(Laughtar.) And, moreover, ihe museum ai Tring was not only giving to the 
world the resuli3 of the labours of Mr. Rothschild anc his staff, but it was aciing 
as @ stimulus for the sending on: of naturalists and observers into different par:3 
of the world in order that they might get to know more about the names and 
addresses of the presen: inhabitanis. (Uaughter and cheers.) He desired at that 
stage to emphasise one point. Tne kind of zoology which was represented by what 
might be called the museum interest was considered by some of the modern 
workers to be outside the pale of |

which was now arising. In honouring Mr. Walter Rothechild they offered him 
their congratulat.ons on his election as a Fellow of the Royal Society. The 
Royal Society was well represented on that occasion by their venerated President, 
Sir Archibald Giekie, and by their Secretary, Sir John Rose Bradford. Mr. Roths- 
child came into the Society ander a special statute which empowered the Council, 
once in every two years, ‘> recommend to the Society for election not more

than two persons,. who, in their opinions, either had rendered conspicuous © 


service to the cause of science, or were such that their election would be of 
signal benefit to the Society. It was needless to say that in making this 
nomination Mr. Rothschild had come in in both capacities. (Cheers.) As a 
matter of principle they welcomed men like Mr. Walter Rothschild into their 
ranks. Mr. Rothschild, moreover, was one of the Trustees of the British Museum. 
And there was one other little service which he desired to dwell upon. At the 
present time, when this country was becoming more and more over-run with 
humanity, the last traces of Nature were disappsaring. Field naturalists had 
watched with distress the disappearance of their favourite haunts in the London 
district. They knew now and again of celebrated localities for rare specimens of 
birds, insects and plants being drained away or being cultivated out of existence. 
And when a wild corner was left to us it was a great thing to know that men 
like Mr. Walter Rothschild—and he was glad to be able to associate with him his 
brother Charles—had come to the rescue and rescued or helped to save some of 
these places which otherwise would have been irretrievably lost to future genera- 
tions. There was another good piece of work that must be placed to the credit 
of the brothers Rothschild. They had defrayed the cost of preserving Wicken 
Fen, and it was hoped that other tracts of the country would follow. 

Professor POULTON acknowledged the great help which students at Oxford 
had received from the neighbouring museum at Tring and to the friendly relations 
which prevailed between scientists in that particular field. He specially alluded 
to the wealth of the collection at Tring and the scientific accuracy with which it 
was classitied. 7 

Mr. WAZARUS FLETCHER said that Mr. Rothschild’s greatness could be 
measured by the fact that it took more than one man to propose his health. He 
referred to the great distinction paid to Mr. Rothschild in his election as a trustee 


to the British Museum, and to his many benefactions to the Natural History. 


Museum at South Kensington. He declared that if he were to give a list of the 
specimens presented by Mr. Rothschild it would suggest Noah and the Ark. He 
hoped it would be long before he would have any use for the Bird of Paradise. 
(Laughter and cheers.) 

The Rev. Dr. MORICE described the extent of the Tring Museum, which, he 
said, housed a million and a half specimens and was the largest collection in the 
whole world. 

The toast having been drank with enthusiasm, 2 

The Hon. WALTER ROTHSCHILD, in his reply, said that he felt very diffiident 
indeed in rising to reply to the toast after the very flattering words which they had 
just heard. Before replying in detail, he wished to say that he felt it a great 
honour and pleasure to be asked to reply for zoological science, because ever since 
his earliest boyhood it had been the very greatest interest in his life, and he hoped 
to continue to do his very utmost to aid that science, both in its purely scientific 
direction and also in any way in which it could act for the benefit of humanity. 
(Cheers.) Professor Meldola, among other very kind words, had said first of all 
that he had benefited zoological science by founding a museum. He desired to say 
that the founding of that museum took its rise in : 

A VERY BOYISH HOBBY, 


in which probably many of those present had been interested. He began to col- 
lect butterflies when he was quite a little boy, and whep he was ten years old, he 
was allowed to go to the Natural History Museum and look at the treasures there 
got together. And it was through the inflaence of his life-long friend, the late 
keeper, Dr. Alfred Giintler, that hid attention and hobby were first given a 


Stimulus to aid science by the collection which he had begun. Professor 
Meldola had told them something about what was chiefly owing to the 
energy of his. brother—the interest that they, had taken in the preserva- 
tion of the fauna of this country and also other parts of the world. 
It was very difficult for a systematic zoologist, that anathematise1 person a 
collector, t? say much abont protaction, because he would always be met by ce tain 
people who would declare that he was belping 19 exterminate the ereatares by 
collecting them. He protested against this suggestion. He acknowleliged that 
the collector did take away from the world a certain number of creatures, bat he 
thought he might say that no true scientific zoologist would ever actively assist, or 
had ever actively assisted, in the extermination of any creature. He might 
accidentally have done so. That he did not deny. But he did not think that any 
man who was genuinely intevested in zoology from a@ scicatific point of view would 
ever knowingly assist in such nefarious work. Professor Poulton had very kindly 
stated that he had received great assistance from the Tring Museum in connection 
with his studies on . 


MIMICRY IN THE. ANIMAL WORLD. 


He had always taken a great interest in these matters, but he was more than glad 
to say that the study of the systematic relationship of insects from their 
anatomical etractiure had occupied a very large portion of the attention of his 
great friends and assistants at the Museum and himself, and they would always 
cordially assist in every possible way anyone they could, their studies could be 
connected and used with those on other branchss of the subject. Dr. Morice had 
stated quite truly that the collection at Tring was the largest in the world. But 
he desired to explain that the reason this \ery rapid growth was chietly one to the 
fact that in the study both of insects and birds be had found that it was absolutely 
necessary to accumulate pot merely a specimen of the creature from every part of 
its habitat, but that in order to discover the very points points which Prof. Poulton 
hail emphasised they reyoired a very large number of specimens, not merely of 
different kinds, bat very large numbers of one individual kind. An, therefore, 
although the number of

sounded prodigious, in comparison with the actual number of s}3cles it was really 
not so large as appeared at first sight. But that was also one of the results which 
had arisen from specialisation. He was sure that when the general public had 
realised that the Natural History Museum was not only there to teach the ont- 
lines or even the details of zoology, but that it was there to enable agriculturists, 
and horticulturists, and general cultivators of both animal and vegetable products, 
to find minds to combat their foes, and also to enable the medical fraternity to 
find out exactly what the creatures were which they bad discovered to produce 
certain ills of mankind, and in many other practical ways to assist the welfare 
of the country apart from science--that the general public would begin to feel 
that the money that was being spent by the State on its great museums was 
really bearing good interest in the increased efficiency and welfare of the com- 
munity. (Cheers.) He thanked them for so kindly coupling bis name with the 
toast and the extremely kind words said about him on all sides. ‘(Cheers.) | 

Mr. GORDON SALAMAN proposed the toast of the li yal Society, coupled with 
the name of the President, Sir Archibald Geikie. 

Sir ARCHIBALD GEIKIE, in reply, expresse 1 satisfac‘ion that the Royal Society 
was able from time 1) admit wi'hin its ranks distingaished amai3ur men of science 
like Mr. Rothschild.

THE GERMAN HOSPITAL KOSHER KITCHEN: 


To the Editor.— {From Mr. ISAAC LANDAU, Hon. Secretary, Kosher Kitchen 
( ymmittee, 4, Brabant Court, E.C.) 


Sik,—May I be allowed onos more, throngh ths medium of your esteemed 
journal, to appeal for help on behalf of the German Hospital, Dalston, and its 
Kosher Kitchen. I can say with perfect safety that everything is done at this 
splendid Hospital to ensure the welfare and comfort of our coreligionists. Last 
year, of the 1,43 in-patients 410 were Jewish, and I am told by the courteous 
Secretary of the Hospital that last year folly 20,000 Jewish out-patients received 
treatment gratis. It is also worthy of mention that the entire building has baen 
renovated. The Kosher Kitchen was opened by the late Chief Rabbi in 
December, 1900, so that it has been in existence now for twelve years. During 


‘the past year upwards of 30,000 Kosher meals were served at the Hospital. In 


addition to the work done in providing meals for Jewish invalids, arrangements 
have been made by the Kosher Kitchen Committee for the provision of linen for 
poor patients, and, in the unfortunate event of a death taking place, provision is 
made for food and firing for the watchers. The Kosher Kitchen Committee 
desires to raise a sum through its permanent endowment fund, which will make 
the Kitchen self supporting, but at present the fand is quite insnfficient for the 


‘purpose. It is pleasing to note that one or two kind donors have in the past 


bequeathed legacies in aid of the endowment fund, and bequests are alway 
especially welcome.

The Position of the Jewish Minister. 


Te the Editor.—(From Mr. PHILIP 8. WALEY, 32, Gloucester Square, Hyde 
Park, 


SiR,—The letter of your correspondent, Mr. M. H. Spielmann, published in 
your issue of November 15th, is concerned with three questions of great interest 
to the community, on one of which at least I trust that his views may not meet 
with unanimous acceptance. 


I do not wish to touch on the subjects of Woman Suffrage or the Jewish 
League recently formed to forward the movement in its favour, except to say that 
it is quite clear that the League, when claiming to be non-political, simply means 
that it is attached to neither of the two great political parties. I think that your 
correspondent might have had the perspicacity, if not the generosity, to under 
stand this from the manifesto. Opinions will certainly difter as widely on the 
desirability of the formation of the League as they do on the main question of 
Woman Snffrage. 


But the outstanding feature of your correspondent’s letter is its deplorable 
attitude—unfortunately far too common among us—towards the Jewish Ministry, 
to whom, apparently, is to be denied any opportunity of expressing views or of 
giving guidance, either within or without the synagogue, on the burning social 
questions of the day. It isa commonplace that religion is of value to us only in 
proportion as it colours our daily life, and, that granted, it is obviously the daty 
of a Minister to help bis congregation with advice as to what attitude religion 
would demand towards the varying social ‘problems which confront any great 
community, and it is equally obvious that a Minister should not be debarred 
from taking part in any movement which, in his view, may tend to the improve. 
ment of the moral and social condition of those about him. One is tempted to 
paraphrase Shylock, and to ask ‘‘ Hath nota Minister eyes’ Hath nota Minister 
hands organs, senses, affections, passions’ Ag there is only one answer to 
these questions, I venture to suggest that the Ministers noblest function is to uge 
the capacities that God has giveo him in farthering all great and worthy causes. 

We often gee deplored in the Press the great difficulty in obtaining really 
first-cla's recruits for the Jewish Ministry; is this to be wondered at when we 
find that any Minister who shows himself public-spirited or of an independent 
character or original mind is immediately subject to the persecution of anybody 
who may happen to be a member of his - ongr: gation—and it very often happens 
that thoee who attend the services least are th: most clamorous in such circum. 
stances—I often wonder what sort of @ reception such people would give to the 
great prophets of the Old Testament could they be recalled once more to carth to 
deliver their inspired messages. I am convinced that the J+wish newspapers 
would be overtiowing with adverse criticism. 


It might be a good thing if all sermons in your correspondents synagogne 
were first submitted to, and put into shape by, the Executive Council (if there be 
gach a body), and finally delivered through a gramophone; the latter at any rate 
could not have its feclings hurt, and should mect your corregpondent’s require- 
ments. 


Speaking sericusly, it is really lamentable that men otherwige enlightened 
should not only wish to deny to their Ministers, whose sacred calling should ensure 
their being treated with consideration, if not with respect, the liberty of holding 
and expressing views on the great questions of the day, but should be willing to 
stoop to unworthy insinuations of disloyalty and bad faith. 

Whether I agree with them or not, I rejoice that so many of our clergy are 
willing to ideutify themselves publicly with what they e3teem a beneficial move- 
ment. In any other community than ours, the Minister who tries to lead his 
congregation is honoured; with us, such a man is the butt of the shallow and 
prejudiced. 

The Jew was politically emanicipated in this country in the year 1858; your 
correspondent would keep the Jewish Minister in thraldom for ever.

SIR,—Permit me to call the atteation of your readers to a somewhat signifi- 
cant fact in connection with this new movement in Jewry.

Keeping ‘ Pure of Politics." 
To the Editor.—[{From “ A. TCHEFAR.”! 


_ _ SIR,—I have to thank Mr. Marion H. Spielmann for the information supplied 
in his letter, which you published in your last issue. It contains a concise epitome 
of the principles of Judaism, or rather it outlines so plainly what that faith does 
not stand for, that the positive side is brought vividly and unmistakably to light. 
Iam much obliged. . 
Mr. Spielmann has put the whole matter in a nutshell. It is an “article of 
faith,” he tells us, that “the synagogue should be kept pure of politics.” I under- 
stand that the League which inspired Mr. Spielmann’s outburst does not conduct 
1t8 agitation within its walls—so that the reference is obviously to something wider 
than the mere edifice. I assume that Mr. Spielmann uses the word “ synagogue ” 
to symbolise the whole practice and pursuit of the Jewish religion. I can see no 
point of demarcation between that and the mere outward material expedient of the 
temple. Now the practice of a religion is a very big thing. A religion is nothing 
if it does not inspire and guide every activity and interest and ideal of its possessor. 
The bare passive acknowledgment of a spiritual power that does not oarry with it 
this practical and perpetual influence is like—shall I say—a belief in Shakespeare 
as the author of his plays, without the further exertion of reading or attempting 
to understand them, it is not a religion at all. The late Mr. Singer used to say 
that aman bad three distinct consciousnesees: his relations with himself, his 
family and the world. A religion—to be effective—must provide a force capable of 
application to each of these relationships. Mr. Spielmann’s “ article of faith,” 
then, comes to one of two things. It may mean that the truly religious Jew 
detaches himeelf altogether from public life, contemptuously declining to recognise

the efforts of his irreverent forefathers who fought for his admission into that 
sphere, and the fruits of those efforts : washing his hands of the whole ‘ stress and 
turmoil” of civil legislation; approaching the batlot-box only at the sacrifice of an 
article of faith ; entering Parliament at the peril of his salvation. hs or 

Or it may mean something else. It may mean that the Jewish religion 
permits its adherents to concern themselves with politics, but only as an incidental 
interest in their lives, only apart from their religion, only not seriously. I strongly 
suspect Mr. Spielmann of implying this loathsome and abhorrent sentiment. It is 
the only alternative to my former interpretation, and, in the circumstances, infi- 
nitely more plausible. It is, indeed, the sub-conscious basis of our party system 
to-day ; the system against which (inter alia) the woman’s movement is a protest. 
It is the root principle of our hypocritical and corrupt public iife. I did not know 
before that it was an article of the Jewish faith. in 

Frankly, I have no patience with people who keep “pure of politics ;” who 
confine their purity to worship and family life and personal intercourse, leaving 
themselves nothing but impurity with which to deal with questions affecting the 
welfare of their fellow creatures. I oppose a religion which carries with it this 
obligation, as I would oppose the plague. A man affected with it fills me with 
nausea. I have néither sympathy nor respect for his convictions. The sincerer 
he is, the wilder he makes me. I must ridicule him, rag him, hustle him, hurt 
him, or I die of suppressed indignation. That is how I feel towards Mr. Spiel. 
mann and those who belie us with him. That is how I would have felt long ago 
had I ur derstood them properly. 

I apologise for my former ignorance, I have been misled. [ have a slightacquaint- 
ance with some of the literature in use in the synagogue, in particular with a work 
which hitherto I considered an inherent part of the Jewish creed. I mean the 
Bible. Apparently the politics with which these works deal almost exclusively 
are important digressions. I suggest that they be at once expunged, so as to save 
any mistakes in the fature. The fervent appeals for Home Rale, the Peace 
Manifestos, the schemes for land tenure, the elaborate programme of social 
reform—all these are mares’ nésts into which innocent people like myself must con- 
tinually be falling. Indeed, my one satisfaction is that I have erred in very good 
company. If I held the pious assurance that my belief in militancy as & means 
to political freedom was inspired by conviction of the Jewish religion, it was a — 
delusion shared by a distinguished statesman of the name of Moses when he led a 
militant campaign with precisely the same object against the Eyyptians. The 
Jew, Jesus, too, is repated to have believed himself Heaven-inspired when he 
advocated most of the theories of our modern Socialists. Indeed, throughout 
History we find members of our race devoting their lives to causes of much the 
same character as that for which the Jewish L-ague for Woman’s Suffeage has 
beco founded, and quite unconscious of their heresy. No doubt, however, Dr. 
Hochman, Mr. Zangwill, Dr. Max Nordau and other Jews whose faith inclades 
an article in favour of the emancipation of womea will now realise their mistake, 
and hasten to dissociate themselves from a re igion which—'f the autaority of Mr. 
Marion H. Spiclmann may be regarded as sound—has no concern for so sordid and 
mundane & matter. 


NATIONAL COUNCIL OF PUBLIC MORALS. 


RABBI DR. GOLLANCZ ON THE WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC. 


Rabbi Prof. Dr. Hermann Gollancz was among the speakers at a largely 
attended and enthusiastic social gathering held on Tuesday at the residence 
of Lord and Lady Aberconway, Belgrave Square, at which addresses were delivered 
on the burning problem cf the hour with regard to the protection of young girls 
and women. He remarked that the history of past ages afforded an almost 
unbroken record of warfare among peoples, and the world was not free from the 
scare even to-day. The last month has certainly furnished abundant proof that 
civilisation in the twentieth century was but a sham and hollow mockery, and 
that Hague Conferences and arbitration schemes were not much better. Speaking 
generally, war was unrighteous and positively wicked, and some crusades had been 
a disgrace to the Christian name, Sat there were wars and wars; and there 
was & form of warfare which was not only necessary but praiseworthy aad righte- 
ous: the warfare in which the Society he represented was actively engaged The 
crusade which the National Council of Pablic Morals had undertaken, and which 
it was prosecuting with the utmost energy, could only be regarded in one way, 
and was as a step forward in the regeneration of social life among them, an attempt 
to advance the peop'e’s purity, cleanliness and health, and, therefore, a movement. 
making for greater righteousness and more general hacpiness. Their movement, 
though called “ national,” must become international, if its work was to be effec- 
tively accomplished. Previous speakers had alluded to the undenominational 
character of the work ; indeed it was above all creed, colour and clime, just as 
charity itself was not to be bounded by considerations of country and religious 
belief. In this connection, Dr. Gollancz was glad to think that at the gigantic 
meeting held daring the preceding week in the London Opsra House, two of the 
speakers were members of the religious profession to which he belonged, Mr. 
Ciande Montefiore aud Mr. David Alexander, K.C. They had met that afternoon 
regardless of all narrow limitations to enlighten each other, and to infuse into each 
other all the energy and enthusiasm needed for a great and difficalt cause. They 
c suld never have too many helpers, and they were thankfal to all who took part in 
that necessary warfare, who lent a helping hand to wipe ont, or at least to reduce, 
the plague-spots that blackened oar social life, the iniquity which it was almost 
an iniquity to mention by name, the wretched pursuit which tended to undermine 
the strength and stability of the manhood and womanhood of Great Britain. This 
villainous and inhuman traffic was sapping the vitality of the people and robbing 
Grevt Britain of its trae placa among the nations. Dr. Gollancz then moved the 
vote of thanks to Lady Aberconway for presiding, and further for her kindness in 
granting the use of her house for the meeting, and her general interest in the great 
and holy cause they had at veart. 

Among the speakers were Dr. Saleeby. Mr. Spurgeon, of Cassels; the Rev. 
Dr. Townsend, and Principal Forsyth, of Hackney College.

MOTHERS IN ISRAEL. 


* And David reigned over all Israel 


. and Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host.”—I. Chronicles xrviit., 14, 15. 3 


In the wide range of David’s wars Joab was the acting general, and in 
the tangled affairs of the King’s domestic life Joab bore an important part. 
He was something of a statesman, but more of a rough soldier. He was 
David's nephew, but he won for himself the position of commander-in-chief 
by his great daring. David was conducting the siege of Jerusalem, but it 
seemed so hopeless a task to take the citadel that he offered the position of 
head of his army to anyone who should lead a forlorn hope successfully. And 
Joab did it. They were rude qualities which he possessed, and not deserving 
of the highest degree of admiration as things are estimated now, but in those 
times they were well-accounted of, and they were useful to his country. There 
was another soldier in Israel at that time, who likewise showed conspicuous 


- geal and ability and rendered numerous services to David as. one of his chief 


ofticers. His name was Abishai. And a third soldier—by name Asabel—a 
courageous youth, was celebrated for his swiftness of foot. In one of Joab’s 
These three men were 
brothers, all sons of the Zeruiah mentioned in the text. Yeruiah was the 
sister of David, and as the author of Chronicles mentions her in preference to 
her father, we may assume that this splendid family of heroes were indebted 
to their mother for their vigorous upbringing. If she did not exactly train 
them in the art of war, she fostered those qualities of courage and self- 
reliance which nade them eminent in war. She had reason to be proud of 
her sons and to take to herself a share of the glory of their achievements. 
And all Israel knew it. The father never distinguished himself, whereas the 
mother, being a sister of David, had, in all probability, inherited those martial 
attributes which she handed down to her sons. As a mother she had

to educate, like the mother of King Samuel, of whom we read in the Book of 
Proverbs, and who taught her son that noble prophecy in the thirty-first 
chapter to which we shall refer presently. So this sister of a king and mother 
of heroes did not neglect her opportunities. She would tell her sons how 
Joshua fought the great battle of Beth-Horon; how Gideon chased the 
Midianites across the Jordan, how Barak defeated the hosts of Canaan. 
These sons were in her hands to mould their minds and direct their ambition. 
See, then, what this woman can do for her country. It is not her lot to play 
the part of Deborah the prophetess and lead the hosts of Israel against their 
enemies, but she can train three soldiers in her family and give the King’s 
army two great generals. In Israel, the daughters of a family lived quietly 
at home, and while they remained unmarried were, perhaps, not greatly 
regarded. But when they married and became mothers of sons, their import- 
ance in the community was recognised. Zeruiah inay have have had

in assemblies of the people, but with these three sons she may well be satisfied, 
for when their names are mentioned in history it shall be said that they were 
the sons of Zeruiah. Comparison is sometimes made between the merchant 
and the thinker, the politician and the theologian, the poet: and the man of 
science, the historian and the novelist; and it is debated which of them has 
most influence or renders best service to the world. But the comparison is 
not a fair one. Each of them is capable of rendering a service to the world 
in his own particular sphere. It is equally futile to compare man and woman, 
and quite as diflicult to say which of them has had most influence in moulding 
the destinies of the race. It may be true that women have produced no 
masterpieces in literature or art, that none of the great inventions which 
have revolutionised the world are connected with their names. but they 
have done something far greater and better than all this, for it is at their 
knees that upright and virtuous men and women have been trained—the 
most excellent productions in the world. The find of influence exerted 
by men and women is different, and therefore comparison is out of place. Men 
have taken the sword and fought what are called the decisive battles of the 
world. But it is women who have inspired their sons, their husbands and 
their brothers for the fight. And it rests much with women to realise the 
Jewish ideal, and abolish war by inspiring their sons with a horror for it. 
But while the sword is used and the safety of nations is believed to depend on 
their military strength, the great soldier will be the powerful person in the 
state. This is the reason whv Joab is mentioned along with David, in the 
text: ‘‘ David reigned over a! i+°a+l, and Joab, the son of Zeruiah, was over 
the host.” David first, but Joab s:csnd. The king and his commander-in- 
chief, Mothers are not obliged to train their sons for the battle-field. They 
can direct their minds to very different ideals, if they please to do so. 


it is in their Power 


to give the world peace or war, industry or idleness, purity or vice, religion or 
materialism. They can change the face of society and the destinies of man- 
kind, according as they train their sons. For when children are young they 
are more with their mothers than with their fathers. Itis from their mothers 
that they get their language, their beliefs, their ideals and the direction of 
their purpose. That is why, according to Jewish law, a child’s religious 
nationality is reckoned by that of the mother. Mothers command the springs 
of a nation’s conduct, and are more potent than the ballot-box and Acts of 
Parliament. When once they have given character and bias to young people, 
it is difficult for anyone to change it. What greater power, then, can women 
want than that which they already possess in the right to train their children, 
to develop their minds and hearts, to nourish and strengthen their bodies ? 
Could they much increase their influence if they were to obtain the suffrage ? 
The more they enter into men’s sphere the less time they can spend 
on their own and the less important they will become there. That 
their lot is not without some hardships from which the other sex is free, we 
all know. Their life is quiet, their work is drudging and monotonous and 
brings no fame. Their days are full of those little trials which are often more 
difficult to bear than great ones. But it is just in that quietness and monotony 
and apparent insignificance that those forces are being generated which, in 


the end, will transform society, ‘ Nations,” it has been said, “are gathered 


out of nurseries.”’ It is the home influence of a nation’s mothers and sisters 
which makes the nation what itis. There is a common opinion that great 
then have had 
| Remarkable Mothers 

more often than eminent fathers. True or not, it is an inspiring thought that 
& Woman, without possessing the power to revolutionise the world herself, may 
so cultivate and direct the abilities of her child, that the world shall be 
distinctly benefited through her actions, and may probably inquire after /er 
name on account of iis. ‘ Joabthe son of Zeruiah.”’ Though she may not 
herself play the part of Deborah, the prophetess, or Joan of Arc, she may, 
perhaps, press a lever that shall move the world. At all events, there is no 
room for the nation that the life of women is uninfluential, and that the lot 
of men is to be envied in respect of its greater influence. Through women, in 
a large measure, Providence governs the world. There is no ideal too lofty or 
too pure for :nothers to hold before their children, and there is no event too 
great to spring from a beginning so small as the seeds dropped into a child’s 
mind by the fireside, They should not be seeds of war or strife. We may 
hope that the world will not always require soldiers. But sons need to be 
trained up for another kind of warfare, so that when they go into the world 
they may be prepared to battle successfully with temptation—and who so 
titted to equip them with this power as their own mothers? The world will 
always have need of: sensible women—Zeruiahs of peace—who will train up 
a generation of honest men, upright merchants, just judges, disinterested 
statesmen and wise reformers ; of mothers who will put the Bible and 


Prayer Book into their children’s hands, and therewith send them forth from 


home to achieve the only success worth having, in whatever path of life they 
may pursue. And the world has particular need of so instructive an example 
at the present time, when. 


A Wave of Feminism 


is sweeping over society which is manifestly destructive of Jewish ideals. 
Judaisin does not necessarily exclude women from participating in public 
affairs. At the same time, its teaching is clear and distinctive that there is no 
higher sphere of usefulness for woman than the home which is adorned by her 
presence. “All glorious is the King’s daughter within.” The noblest 
conception of womanhood ever depicted is the old Hebrew ideal of the 
27 NYS in the last chapter of Proverbs, which, in honour of his wife and in 
her loving presence, the Jewish husband recites on I riday evening when he 
returns from the synagogue to the home which she has made ready for him. 
The woman whose " worth is far above rubies’’ is a model of domesticity. 
She does not eat the bread of idleness, but is continually active in and about 
her home. ‘ The heart of her husband trusteth in her.’ He is confident 
that ‘* she will do him good and not evil all the days of her life.” She dis- 
penses charity to the needy, and “ the law of kindness is on her tongue.’” She 
is contented that °° her husband shall be known in the gates,” but though she 
does not hanker after publicity for herself, ‘her own works praise her in the 
gates.’ And greatest reward of all—‘‘her children rise up and call her 
blessed.” That Rabbi who was wont to call his wife ‘ House,” bestowed on 
her the highest praise he knew. There is no need to labour the point that 
the modern Feminist movement amounts to a protest against the place 
accorded to woman in the Jewish religion by nature itself. In their eagerness 
to proclaim the equality of the sexes modern reformers are losing sight of the 
fact that nature has not made them equal. It has imposed certain disabilities 
on woman from which men are free. In humble recognition of this all- 
important truth, the pious Jewess is taught by her religion to bless God for 
“having made her according to .His will.’ She is proud of the sphere 
which God has allotted to her, the reverence and affection with 
which her position is invested in Jewish ‘home life. The Talmud 
enshrines many a story of the respect shown by Jewish sons even 
to bad mothers. “It is woman alone,’ we read in the same immortal work, 
“through whom God's blessings are vouchsafed to a house. She teaches the 
children, speeds the husband to the place of worship and instruction, welcomes 
him back again, keeps the house Godly and pure; and God’s blessings rest 
upon all these things.” ‘‘ Much greater is the reward promised by Heaven to » 
woman than that promised to man.” “ Women are merciful. They remain 
at home and give bread to the poor.” All this does not imply the subjection 
of Jewish woman, but the very contrary. It places her on the loftiest pedestal 
of dignity. It proclaims her to be * The Kimg’s daughter who is all glorious 
in the inner shrine of her home.” .

§1r,—Thoroughly opposed as I.am to “‘ Mentor’s” opinion in your last issue 
regarding the orthodox attitude towards Hill Street, so strongly do I agres with 
him that we ahould fully empower our future Chief to put our house in order. 
For at present chaos reigns supreme; ever since the original and so unfortunate 
Ministers’ Conference our services have been made to differ in a wondrous fashion 
and the grim joke about them all is that each different one is still considered as 
orthodox. In some of our so-called stricter synagogues the present senseless 
interval between Shachrith and Musaph tends towards depriving the younger 
generation of even the knowledge that such a service as Shachrith exists. The 
various other omissions and reforms in these same places of worship also differ 
strongly from the order of the service as in our Prayer Bcoks. In others less strict, 


but nevertheless still dubbed orthodox, the repetition of the Amidah is abolished, 


the Duchaning is taboo, and so on ad insinitum. Well may we ask Cui bono? 

Our Ministers, when not the cause of these various idiosyncrasies, have 
silently consented to them instead of having done their best to preserve our 
time-honoured institutions. The latest escapade of some of our religious guides 
in prostituting their calling by heading the soffragist movement is bending the 
things of heaven to those of earth, and cannot even by themselves be justified as 
being within the domain of their calling. 

All these wrongs want badly to be put right, and if we wish to make any self- 
respecting Chief Rabbi’s position at all tolerable and tenable, we should as a sine 
quad non at once decide upon granting him a free hand in his own sphere of action ; 
otherwise we had far better dispense with a chief entirely, for to request him to 
acquiesce in legalising the wrong would be simply absurd.

INTERVIEW FOR THE 


JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH Sir ISIDORE SPIELMANN, C.M.G. 


HERE can be doubt that the community is at last becoming alive to the 
dangers of the activity of the conversionists, and 1s resolved not to allow 
their demoralising work to proceed unchecked. larlier in the year the 
attention of English Christians was drawn to the methods employed by 
the missionaries in a series of trenchant letters contributed to the pro- 

vincial Press by Sir Isidore Spielmann, whose telling attack stung the perverters 

to an anger quite out of keeping with their professed love for all the House of 

Israel. To a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE Sir Isidore has set forth 

the real character of the missionary campaign, which so urgently calls for 

suppression. 


The Russian Invasion. 


When did yon first become aware of the danger of the activities of the con- 
versionists ? asked our representative. | 

‘Shortly after I became a member of the Kusso-Jewish Committee. Tt was 
after the Guildhall meeting in 1902, when the arrival! here of persecuted Rassian 
Jews in large numbers afforded the conversionists fresh opportunities.” 

What did you learn at the time of the extent of the evil” | 

“T learnt that although the Russo-Jewish Committee and the Jewish Board 
of Guardians were quite able to deal with the situation, various missions were 
becoming aggressively active, and were adopting special methods calculated to 
capture the new arrivals .” 

How ? 


‘By competing with the Jewish Board of Giouardians and with the Russo- ° 


Jewish Committee, in giving general relief, and in offering every conceivable kind 
of inducement to them with the object of driving in the thin edge of the conver- 
sionist wedge. This line they have adopted ever since, and only recently the 


representative of one of the miseions had the andacity to call at the offices of the 


Jewish Board of Guardians, and asked to be allowed to inspect the waiting appli 
cants for relief with a view ‘ to promote co-operation and prevent overlapping ' ° 


‘* Remarkable.”’ 


Is it not remarkable that such methods have been allowed to continue 
unchecked ? 

‘That in these days of civil and religious liberty societies should exist at all 
to induce people to change their religion is in itself remarkable. That they should 
spend huge sums of money upon comparatively small results obtained by fair 
means or by foul is more remarkable still. But most remarkable of all is the fact 
you suggest that their methods are allowed to continue unchecked, though not 
unnoticed. All Jews are asking: why is the Gospel now spread by material 
means’? In the early years of conversionist activity. their efforts were conducted 
on fairly respectable lines Then the Gospel was offered to the Jews and nothing 
more; but realising that they were making but little headway, they entered upon 
@ new system by catering for the material wants of needy Jews not only in 
England, but at branches all over the world, in the fond expectation that in 
accepting all this, they will surely accept Christianity. This system, so foreign to 
purely religious work, did not bring the resalts expected either. So now the 
missions are working in a new field, namely, among Jewish children, even those of 
tender age. It is the knowledge of this mean and cowardly work which has so 
aroused the Jewish community. The missionary societies do not seem to realise 
that the Jewish people resent such conversionist activity, especially among the 
children of their pcor, quite as strongly as Protestants resent the capture of their 
sons aud daughters by the Church of Rome.” 


Eight Years Ago. 


Have any steps ever been taken to counteract the activities. of the 
missionaries ” 

‘Yes, but they have not been adequate. In 1904, I drew the attention of the 
late Lord Swaythling to the matter, and a meeting was held at his house. That 
gathering was attended by many influential persons having a knowledge of the 
conditions then prevailing in the East End.” | 

Was it those conditions that led you to convene the conference of workers in 
the East End? 

“The formation of the East End Committee was the result of Lord Swayth- 
ling’s meeting.” | 

What was the vature of the Committee's report ? | 

“The Committee obtained a vast amount of private information about the 
missions and made many useful suggestions.” 

Were the recommendations acted upon ? , 

‘Yes, several. They included children’s services, additional Jewish Religious 
Education Board Classes, additional boys’ clubs, and happy evening ceatres. The 
Jewish Institute, the Sick Room Helps Society, and other organisations may be 
traced to the work of the East End Committee.” 

Why was the work discontinued ? 

“It was never intended that the Committee should remain a permanent one; 
but in my opinion that was a very great mistake.” 


A Growing Evil. 


Has the evil grown in the interim ? 
“ Undoubtedly. 


I think the public can have but a very imperfect idea of it. 


The list of institutions of various rival Christian denominations, all within short 


distances of one avother ian Whitecbapel and Spitalfields and Commercial Road, is 
a long one. In 1904 there were ten missionary societies and twelve parochial 
missions competing for Jewish souls; to-day there are the ten societies and eighteen 
parochial missions in the field, all working with the avowed object of weaning 
away the Jewish poor, and especially the foreign Jewish poor, from the religion of 
their fathers. They have made the Jewish quarter a veritable ‘religion exchange!’ ” 

Have you determined to take up the cudgels again ? 

“Tt is not for me to take up the cudgels; the community must do so. It is 


to their interest to do so and it is their duty to do so. But I will gladly help as fa 
as the state of my health permits.” ee “ 


‘‘Universal Providers.”’ 
What is the character of the evil you are setting out to fight ? 


“The chief complaint against the conversionist societies is that they trade 


upon the sickness, the hunger, or the material needs of the Jewish poor, and in 
return for numerous acts of ‘simple human kindness,’ frequently offered with so 
exaggerated a parade of affection and sympathy as to become almost grotesque, 
apostacy is hoped for or expected which is always the arriére pensée in all this 
sham philanthropy. Theyare all so many speculations in spiritual bargains. The 
offer of the Gospel, and the Gospel only, would not be so much objected to, because 
it would not attract the poor Jews. But what is objected to is commercial con- 
version, or conversion conducted on business lines. There is not one mission to 


the Jews that I know of that is now content to offer the Gospel alone. They 


have mostly become ‘ universal providers.’ ” 


The Evidence. 
Do you possess evidence of this ? 


“A good deal of evidence of the kind has been shown to me. The recipients 
of gifts or kindness have, I believe, always to listen to, or take part in, Christian 


prayers. Even the mission doctor cannot be seen until the people have listened 
to an exposition upon Christianity or have sung Christian hymns, And I have 
had one case brought to my notice in which the door was locked to prevent the 
escape of any of those attending.” et 

Do you think that many real conversions take place ’ 

“T have not added the figures given iu all the reports, and perhaps the 
numbers there given are somewhat exaggerate?. They certainly do not convert as 
mavy as their universal efforts and their collective expenditare of £100,000 a year 
would lead one to expect. The reports of the societies even express disappoint- 
ment at the poor results obtained. Take, for example, the report of the London 
Society for the Promotion of Christianity among the Jews for last year as to three 
of their branches only—London, Liverpool, and Jerusalem. The report states that 
in London ‘ 10 converts were baptised during 1911 in addition to the sister of a 
convert who has shown real evidence of a changed heart.’ (The income of the 
Society last year was about £60,000!) Their branch at Liverpool reports ‘Several 
Jews were under instruction, but only two children and a baby were baptised.’ 
(The cost of these baptisms was £700!) Their branch at Jerusalem reports 
‘Seven adults and four children were baptised.’ (The cost of the Jerusalem 
branch last year was £9,000!) It must not be taken for granted that those of our 
poor who avail themselves of the pleasant and convenient things offered to them 
by the missionaries will necessarily desert their faith. Many of them, indeed, 
smile at the credulity of those who try to dupe them, or indignantly repudiate the 
charge that they care for anything buat the material benefits held out to them. 
But it is, I repeat, not so much the actual conversionist gains that we have to 
bewail. Far more deplorable is the demoralising ioflaeace upon the character 
that is inseparable from the whole sinister business. The missions use many kinds 
of bait on the conversiovist hook, and even if they land a few fish only they leave 
the waters in a very disturbed and a very muddy condition. By admitting this, the 
conversionists are uncharitable enough to say that we are fouling our own nest. 
But is not the boot on the other foot?. Is tt not the conversionists who are fouling 
our vest for us, and fouling their own nest at the same time! ” 


Bribery. 


Which societies are the chief offenders ” 

“The worst are those which either deny that they use bribery or which 
seemingly do not understand the real meaning of the word.” 

You say you have positive evidence as to these abuses ? 

‘Yes, I have seen some very remarkable and startling statements which I 
have every reason to believe are absolutely true. But the reports of the various 
societies are alone sufficient, and it is quite enough for my purpose to rely upon 


these.” 
The Bishops. 


Do you think all the supporters of the missions, such as the Bishops, really 
know what Is going on? 

‘I do not think that the Bishops can possibly know what is being done ia 
their names, not even those militant conversionists, the Bishops of Loudon and 
Stepney. Let me ask, in passing, could anything have been in worse taste than 
the visit of the Bishop of Stepney on a Jewish festival to preach Christianity to 
the Jewish people in the East Ead? His action, I am told, might easily: have 
caused a breach of the peace, for which he alone would have been personally 
responsible. fis action, as that of the Bishop of London, is in my opinion a very 
distinct menace to that religions liberty to which the Jews of this country are by 
law entitled. I wrote to the Bishop of London about the methods of the missions 
and he replied that he would send my letter to the Bishop of Stepney! Hs added 
the well-worn injunction: ‘ [tis the duty of the Christian Charch to preach the 
gospel to all the nations in accordance with the command of Jesus Christ.’ The 
reply to this is, whenever Jesus did command his followers to preach the Gospel 
he must certainly did not command them to offerit with one hand and with the 
other to dangle material inducements before needy people for its acceptance.” 

Bat the supporters of the missions act on this injunction? ey 

‘Perhaps so, but, however, strongly conversion may appeal to Christian 
religious instincts, those well meaning bat foolish people who support the missions 
to the Jews should know more abont them. At present they allow their hearts to 
run away with their heads, and do not see that the moral effect of this competi- 
tion among the missions is demoralising and disastrous. They should recognise 
that the efforts of the Jewish community to promote thrift and independence 
among their coreligionists are greatly hindered. by their methods.” 


An Elastic Rule. 


Have the missions not always denied the existence of bribery ? | 

“Some of themdo. Those few societies that reply to the charge at all, are, 
like the bishops, shocked at the mere suggestion of ‘bribery.’ The Secretary of the 
London Society says, ° We set ourselves against all bribery. We never pay any- 
body tocome to any of our meetings.’ Yet this Society has funds for (1) relief of poor 
Jews in London; (2) relief of baptised and enqatring Jews; (3) relief of believing 
Jews. The last is not mentioned in the Society’s report, bat the existence of it is 
known. If the giving of financial help or other assistance to needy Jews in the 
hope and expectation of converting them is not ‘bribery,’ then some other term 
must be invented for it. The Loudon Society makes grants to four or five paro- 
chial missions where Jews are offered material inducements. What difference is 
there between paying the people in cash and paying them in kind ? 
secretaries of the Society wrote to the Press that their avowed object in treating 
Jewish patients in their hospital in Jerusalem is to convert them. The other 
secretary recently wrote to the Press: ‘Our Society is by its rules prevented from 
giving money with a view of inducing Jews to become Christians.’ I can find no 


such rule. Rule 4, p. 148 of their report is the only one bearing on the subject at 


all, and it says: ‘It shall not be the object of the Society to grant temporal aid to 
adult Jews out of its general fund; a separate fund, however, may be opened for 
that purpose, in which case moneys subscribed for such temporal relief shall be 
appropriated by a special committee, appointed by and out of the general com- 
mittee.’ So it would appear that the secretary is mistaken, and that the rules of 
the Society expressly allow money grants be given to to Jews, and the relief fands 
I have just referred to support this contention. But of course, it is not bribery! ” 
‘Private and Confidential!” 

Have you asked the Society for any explanation? : 

“ When I replied to the secretaries of the London Society direct or in letters 
I have addressed to the Press, asking for copies of their missionary and financial 
reports, I have received tracts and kind letters full of quotations from scripture, 
but not the reports. They always wrote to me Saying that everything their Society 
did was‘ open and above board,’ and sent me a very few inadequate figures showing 
the salaries paid to their ‘ Hebrew-Christian’ missionaries. ‘1 hese figures and the 
letter covering them were endorsed ‘ strictly private and confidential.’ Why they 


are to be regarded as ‘ strictly private and confidential’ if everything is ‘ open and 
above board ’ is hard to guess.” eta bs 


Christian Denunciations and the Perverters. 


Have any Christians denounced the methods of the Miasions ? 

_ “Yes, mavy have done eo, and they are among the most severe critics of the 
Missions to the Jews. The Right Hon. Charles Booth, in his work upon the ‘ Life 
and Labour of the people of London,’ sums up the result of all these a:tempts at 
converting Jews in these words: ‘ The attempts are generally a failare. Immense 
sums are spent with practically no regult. Some abandon all idea of conversion, 
others fling themselves upon the task, but most are half-hearted, recognising that 
no good comes of the attempts. The missions are apt to breed a cont mptible 
and hypocritical spirit. The genuine converts are usually poor specimens.’ Mra. 
Goodrich Freer is equally severe in her book, ‘loner Jerusalem,’ in her references 


to the work in that city of the London Society and the British Society. She refers. =" 
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. finally make them join in Christian prayers and hymns. 
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to their ‘ bribing Jews to Christianity,’ and adds: ‘The native Christian of Jera- 
cpa is as inferior to the Moslem as the Hebrew Christian to the unadulterated 
ew,” 
Vested Interests. |. 


Do you think the Societies may be induced to modify their objectionable 
methods ? 

“Every effort should be made to induce them to do so. The admirable 
resolutions passed at the Conference of Anglo-Jewish Ministers in June of last 
year on this subject were sent to the Bishops and to all those engaged in this work, 
complaining of the methods resorted to. But no facts were forwarded. It is 
possible that if the more tolerant Bishops and others had placed before them 
actual proofs of the methods, they might take some action. But if the majority 


are inclined to support the doctrine that the end justifies the means there is 
little hope for improvement on their own initiative. Besides many missions are not — 


under the control of the Bishops at all. There are other difficulties in the way. 
The abuses complained of come, I think, from the keen competition among the 


rival conversionist societies and of their paid agents to obtain results, thereby 


justifying the existence of the societies, and the expenditure of about £40,000 a 
year in salaries to paid officials and agents. What would the subscribers say if 
the ‘ successes ’ were fewer than they are? 
for results must induce practices to which the missions wonld not otherwise 
resort. Mut whether the missions modify their present methods or not, a great 
fight should be made by the community to save the children from their clutches.” 


, The Work among the Children. 

Do you think their work among the children so serious ? 

“ The most serious part of the whole thing and the most contemptible. The 
missionaries attract the children by every means they can devise—free treats, 
excursions, lantern lectures and other entertainments, gifts of clothing, etc., etc.— 
and these things in the lives of the East End children count for very much. 
Having secared them so far, they then begin to work upon them religiously, and 
Their reports refer to 
their ‘ Work amongst the children.’ and‘ Work amongst young Jews and Jewesses.’ 

Missionary work amongst the children, especially with such allurements is, in my 
Opinion, bringing conversionist activity to the very lowest and most degrading level 
it can possibly reach. It is religious corrnption of the most dangerous kind.” 

-A New Committee. 

Having a clear idea of what and whom it is you are seeking to combat, bow 
do you propose to set to work ? ; 

“A very atrong and influential Committee hag recently been formed to deal 
with the whole subject.” 

Was @ separate organisation necessary | | 

“Yes, unfortanately it is necessary. Additional societies or committees in 
the community are to be deprecated, but this work cannot well be undertaken by 
any existing institution.” | 

I take it, then, the (‘ommittee will work in two directions—repelling the 
attacks from without and strengthening the balwarks within ?— 

“Precisely. But 1 would advocate strengthening the position within first and 

the attacks from without would be more easily repelled as the result. 

Is the Committee to be a permanent institution ? 

“Yes. It must unfortunately be expected that some of the missions engaged 
in this work will always employ unscrupulous methods and there will consequently 
always be work enough on our part to necessitate the existence of a permanent 
Committee.” 

The Sinews of War. 


Is it not possible to cut off the financial supplies of the missions ? 

‘If the Committee decide to publish some of the facts that have come to 
their knowledge, it is just possible that some people may cease to subscribe to 
the missions to the Jews, but there are always people enough, particularly in 
England, who will contribute any amount of money for any purpose, no matter 
how foolish or how ill-considered it may be.” 


Medical Work. 


Is it not a fact that the chief “saccesses” of the missions are |the result of 
their medical work 

am told so.” 

That being so, cannot the community itself provide the medical relief 
necessary | 

“Tf the community thought it wise todo so; but if you refer to the proposed 
Jewish hospital I believe there is strong o)position to it.” 


It is obvious that this competition: 


But do the objections to a genera! hospital apply with equal force to an ont- 
patients’ department ? | 

“If you are now referring toa Jewish dispensary, I do not think the same 
objection applies, but I am not sufficiently acquainted with the merits of the case 
to express a definite opinion. I know, however, that many people urge that a 
Jewish dispensary would keep thousands of poor Jews out of the clutches of the 
conversionists. But this matter, and visitation work, and many other suggestions 
will be considered by the new Committee. I ought to add that the East End 
Committee in 1904 reported against the establishment of a Jewish dispensary, but 
perhaps the conditions have changed since. Please understand that I have no 
desire to prejudge the qaestion, which, to my mind, is still an open one.” 


Visitation. 


You mentioned visitation work. By whom would such work be undertaken ? 
“Tbe Ministers must be relied upon in a great measure, but it is clear that 
a large body of energetic workers will have to be enrolled. Many feel quite as 


strongly as I do about the methods of the missions, and they will not be so difficult 
to find, I think.” 


No Competition. 
Have you all the resources you require, or is further help needed from the 
community ? 
‘As the new Committee will not compete with the conversionists by bribing 
Jews to remain Jews, much financial support will hardly be required. Certainly 
not at first. It will be chiefly an Advisory Committee, and will assist the various 
existing Jewish institutions to extend their labours where it is found they are most 
urgently required. I endorse the opinion expressed by Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches in 
the paper he read last year on the subject of the Jewish attitude towards con- 
versionists, that ‘A special organisation consisting of the bést and most influential 
elements in Jewry ought to be formed with the object of frustrating and counter- 
acting the conversionist activity among Jews. The election of such a body- 
seems indeed to be long overdue.’ ” | 


COMBATTING MISSIONARY ACTIVITY. 


DISPENSARY FOR NOTTING 

Corcligionists in Notting Hill, it-appears, do not believe in merely talking against 
perversionist activity, and have thus determined on action which it is hoped will 
do not a little to make the efforts of the missionaries futile in the district. | 

A number of members of the synazogue recantly decided to form themselves into a 
BAT Awe AN with the avowed object of: removing from the path of the poor 
of the district the necessity which some of them may feel for attending the missionary 
dispensary. ‘Tae idea at present is that as many members a3 possible shal! be obtained 
who shall subscribe a small weekly sum, for the main pnrpose of forming a fand for the 
poorer members of the community of the neighbourhood who are unable to obtain 
medical assistance in the ordinary way. Ina short space of time, ninety members have 
joined the AIIM, and a much larger membership is anticipated. 

The Society proposes to open a Jewish dispensary in the district in the near future. 
For the purpose of furthering this movement, a meeting was held at 12, All Sainta Road, 
Notting Hil, on Monday night. Mr. S. Woolf presided, and Mr. $. Davis. headmaster 
of the Bayswater Jewish Schools, and Mr. Morris, headmaste: of the Notting Hill 
Hebrew and Religion Classes, spoke in favour of the movement, which was designed to 
meet the missionaries with their owa weapons. Many other spoakers urged the necessity 
for the speedy establishment of the proposed dispensary, andexpressed their indign 
at the pernicious methods of the perverters.

BY THE WAY. 


The firm of Samuel Montagu and.Co., which has 
of late been the subject of considerable atteution was 
originally known as Samuel and Montagna, of Corn- 
hill, having been founded by the late Lord Swayth- 
ling, then Mr. Samuel Montagu, and his brother, 
Edwin Samuel. Even in those early days Ellis 
Franklin was connected with the business, and when 
he was admitted as a partner the name of the firm 
was changed to the designation it now bears— 
Samuel Montagaand Co. As time advanced each 
of the three partners admitted two sons into the 
firm, those of the senior partner being Sir Stuart 
Samuel and the late Dennis Samuel. The sons of 
Mr. Montagu to be admitted were his eldest, the 
present Lord Swaythling, and Mr. Gerald Montagu. 
Of the sons of the third partner, Mr. Ernest 
Franklin and Mr. Fred Franklin joined the 
firm. Mr. Dennis Samuel died a few years | 
ago; the other five now form the firm of Samuel 
Montagu and Co.

MEETING OF MEMBERS. 


[COMMUNICATED.: | 


On Sunday, a largely-attended meeting of members was held at the Great 
Central Hotel, with Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE in the Chair. | 

The CHAIRMAN gave a report on the progress of the movement during the 
year, and referred to the arrival in January of Rabbi Mattuck, who was inducted 
at a service on the 20th of January. He expressed the gratitude of the members 
to Rabbi Mattuck, who was proving himself to be a true religious leader. The 
Chairman made the satisfactory announcement that after communication and an 


interview with the Registrar-General, and after reference by him to the Law 
Officers of the Crown, an opinion favourable to the registration of the Synagogue 
for marriage purposes was given by them, on which the Registrar-General acted. 
Consequently, in future, both the civil and religious marriage can be simul- 
taneously performed in the Synagogue, the only requirement being the attendance 
of the local Registrar and the insertion of certain short and unobjectionable words 
in the marriage service. 

The members present expressed great pleasure at the satisfactory solution of 
the difficulty which bad previously been felt—namely, the necessity of having 
civil marriages performed separately, prior to the celebration of the religious 
marriages. 

The question of burial arrangements was dealt with, and information given as 
to enquiries and negotiations which’ were on foot in connection therewith. Mr. 
Montetiore expressed great appreciation of the good fecling which had prompted 
the Coancil at Berkeley Street to give members of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
the right to twenty-five grave spaces, and he expressed the hope that this good 
feeling might result in even more friendly relations with that congregation, 
including an interchange of pulpits, in the future. He announced that the classes 
and children’s services were proving eminently satisfactory, and were being 
attended in increasing numbers. He pointed out that services had been held every 
Saturday throughout the year for the first time in the history of the movement, 
aod announced the issue of a new Prayer Book for the Saturday services, which 
would comprise a cycle of six services, that would be used alternatively. The 
Chairman then referred to the system of seat rentals which had been adopted. 
After expressing thanks to the choirmaster and members of the choir for their 
assistance in the noticeable improvement in the musical part of the services, the 
Chairman announced that, owing to the strain of the work. the Hon. Secretary 
had found it necessary to resign, and Miss Lilian Wilson had been appointed 
Secretary. He concluded his report by expressing his hopefulness for the future, 
and his belief that the satisfactory increase of membership and interest and 
support of the movement were to be considered a happy augury for its future 
success. 

Rabbi MATTUCK then delivered an address, in the course of which he said 
that the account which they had heard from their Chairman about the progress of 


the Synagogue was indeed most encouraging, but he need not say that there was 


a great deal more to be done. A synagogue, though aiming tirst to subserve the 
spiritual needs of those who constituted it, had the greater function of serving the 
community. If that was true of all synagogues it was true in a heightened degree 
of theirs, because it stood alone to express the Liberal interpretation of Judaism. 
Their task, therefore, in endeavouring to serve the ccmmunity was enlarged, and 
though the increase in their numbers had been more than satisfactory, and had 
given strength to their hopes, they yet felt that they were comparatively few, and 
because of the smallness in numbers the portion of the duty that rested upon 
_ everyone was great. While the congregation was developing extensively they 
must ever keep in mind also the need for intensive growth. Their congregants 
were gathered from all parts of London and were, therefore, in a large measure 
strange to one another. It was necessary in these circumstances that they should 
adopt effective means to solidify their congregational life; but whatever means 
might be adopted by their Council there was one way in which each member 
could help that process, that was by learning to feel that when in the synagogue 
all those there were bound to one another by strong ties of sympathy, for, 
as members of a Liberal Jewish fellowship, they were actuated by a common 
hope, filled with a common faith, and united by a common task. There was 
much work for their Synagogue todo. It was not as if it was done for all time, for 
progress was an essential element in the Liberal Jewish faith. 
The Hon. LILY MONTAGU addressed the meeting, and after other members 
had spoken the meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

To the Editor.—[From Rabbi Dr. B. SALOMON, Manchester. | 


Str,—It was far from my intention to continue this discussion, or 
‘“Mentor’s '’ views and mine are so diametrically opposed; but I cannot, n 
justice to myself, permit his last article to remain unanswered, the more so as 
he has once more denounced Orthodoxy without ‘rhyme or reason,’’ while 
Liberal Judaism, with its ‘* ingenuous and loyal” adherents, is again held up 
for our unstinted sympathy. | 

I shall appeal neither to Hebrew prophets nor to heathen gods—nor even 
to such homely proverbs as there are none so blind as those who won't see. 
| appeal to the common sense of your readers as to whether “ Mentor” does 
not display as much “ impatience of criticism” as the writer and as much 
obstinacy in declining to recognise the trivialities of the pseudo-faith, known 
as * Liberal Judaism,” as I, in denying to it its claim to the sympathy of true 
and faithful Jews. 

As to the charge of inconsistency, a writer like “ Mentor,’ whose know- 
ledge of quotation is so “ peculiar and extensive,’”’ would do well to bear in 
mind the well-known answer of Berurjah to her husband, Rabbi Meir, when 
he was about to curse his vindictive neighbours. It was not the sinners, as 
she reminded him, that should be cursed but the sin 2°73 O°ROM 
I do not ban the adherents of Liberal Judaism, but have not once, but every 
time, denounced the doctrines which they profess and about which it is signi- 
ficant ‘‘ Mentor ’’ has nothing to say, quite oblivious to the fact that it is their 
relation to Orthodox doctrine that is the crux to the whole question. 

It is with much regret that I read that “ Mentor” once more brings 
insinuations of hypocrisy against the adherents of Orthodoxy. I recollect well 
enough © Mentor’s” indignation when I doubted the feelings which prompted | 
the supporters of Liberal Judaism, and his question as to my ability to know 
the secret reasons which may have influenced their conduct. How then, I ask, 
dare Mentor arrogate to himself the right he denies to me. 
talk of Orthodox leaders with Reform in their hearts. 
Mental lopsidedness is not confined to one. side. 
case be to require support from such arguments. 

“Mentor " wisely declines to justify the doctrines of Hill Street, but he 
does not make his case any better by the extraordinary assertion that Ortho- 
doxy is largely responsible for the phenomenon. Does ‘ Mentor”’ seriously 
imagine that Orthodoxy should give up the Sabbath, the ritual laws, the 
fundamental doctrines that have preserved our faith and nation alive through 
untold centuries and adapt instead the “ platitudinarian ” theories of a small 
society, whose chief claim to Jewishness is the name they bear ? 

Ruling sentimentality is the curse of the age. The most atrocious murder 
never fails to produce petitions on behalf of the interesting criminal; the 
white slave trafficker must not have his precious back scourged with the well- 
deserved cat; the wife-beater gets off with a pecuniary penalty. Our sym- 
pathy is always being implored. The lessons of history, the martyrdom of 
the saints, the divine words of the Almighty must be ignored, that we may 
have “sympathy” with the Liberal Jews of Hill Street. What does it matter 
if their teachings mean the disappearance of all that has made the Jewish 
faith the basis of all true religion. They are so honest in their determination 
to do away with all that is inconvenient and disturbing. Our great creed is 
—I repeat it again—reduced to a religion a la convenance, an emasculated 
faith, from which all that is divine, grand and impressive has disappeared. I 
am reminded of the answer of a gentleman to a statesman, who explained to 
him that a certain policy could best be described as a “ pious fraud.” ‘I see 
the fraud right enough,” was the answer, “but where does the piety come in?” 

To this parody of our holy faith, I am requested to pay respectful admira

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house babble,” it should have been ignored. If it is true, Ican assure 
“Mentor” that I have never taken my religious views either from the 
“hierarchy of the United Synagogue” or from the London clergy. To 
assume that because certain gentlemen have uttered absurdities, therefore 
English Orthodoxy is “an organised hypocrisy,” is so biassed a statement as 


to require no refutation. “‘ Mentor” would call the sun black because of its 
spots. 


I have made no claims to be the champion of orthodoxy, nor have I 
assumed that self-righteousness of which I am accused. I can see faults as 
well as “* Mentor,’’ but I shall never submit to be taught the lessons of truth 
with the instruments of error, nor keep silent when those teachings are 
assailed which have been the stay. of our fathers during life and their last 
solace in the final hour and to which the world owes the divine doctrine of 
the Universal God.

SIR,—May I be allowed to state that the impression ‘ Sephardi” gave of the 
Jewish Liberal Synagogue is unjust and incorrect. 
_ It is of small importance the type of hat the priest chooses to wear, but to 
insinuate that the service is a barlesque and a farce is not justifiable; itis on the 
contrary both impressive and earnest in the extreme, the music is also solemn and 
sacred. There is no ‘‘ chatting with one’s family to wile away the tedium of the 
forty minutes’ sermon.” During Mr. Mattuck’s earnest discourse the silence is 
tense, there is not, a moment in which he loses his hold on his deeply impressed 
‘ listeners. It would be impossible for any who heard the afternoon service on the 
Fast Day to doubt the spirituality of Mr. Mattuck’s work, he lifted the congrega- 
tion out of its material self (and with all reverence I say it) near to the Creator. 
The crowded synagogue listened to his inspired prayers with awe for hours, not a 
sound was heard but the Minister’s imploring voice, and many eyes were filled 
with tears, hours passed as minutes; in all my life I have never felt so much the 
solemnity of the day, it was no “ burlesque,” no “farce,” but a day of heartfelt 
prayer and repentance. 5 
It is harsh of “Sephardi” to condemn the mother who takes her children to

CONTINUED MAINTENANCE DIFFICULT. 


The annual meeting of ‘governors and subscribers of the Jews’ Infant Schools 
(Commercial Street and backle Street), was held on Tuesday at the Commercial 
Street School. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, the President, in moving the adoption of the 
annual report, said that the remarks contained therein concerning the Buckle 
Street School especially, would be read, he was sure, with considerable pleasure. 


The excellent work done there was a source of considerable gratification to the 
Managers and the Committee, and everything pointed to the fact that the School 
was one of the finest infant schools at present existing in London. He did not 
desire the general public to believe—as it might be led to believe—that the work 
done at the Commercial Street School was in any way inferior to the work done 
at Buckle Street. Notwithstanding the disadvantages under which the work was 
being carried out at the Commercial Street School, surrounded as it was by noise 
continuous and terrible, those who were best qualified to judge were unanimous in 
their praise of the excellent results achieved, ‘and the managers and members of 
the Committee were being constantly remiaded of their good fortune in possessing 
such a capable headmistress and staff. The commanity would .be glad also to 
know, that while every possible attention was paid to the general work at both 
schools, instruction in | 


HEBREW AND RELIGION WAS NOT NEGLECTED, 


and the reports furnished by the Rev. Walter Levin. showed how successful the 
schools had been in this direction. Mr. Montefiore went on to refer to the special 
work done at Buckle Street, and mentioned the establishment of a school clinic 
there, which was mainly brought about by the energy of the Headmistress. Dr. 
J. Klein periodically visited the school and carried out medical. examinations of 
the chiliren in the presence of their parents and headmistress. Dr. Klein gave 
his services in an honorary capacity, and thanks to him and to Miss Salomon, one 
of the managers, who devoted considerable amount of time to the work, it was 
possible to continue the clinic. The committee bad under consideration another 
very important :ije,elopment, but as yet it was not kuown whether they would be 
able to carry out the scheme that had been laid before them. The scheme provided 
for the establishment or the allocation of a special room at the Buckle Street 
School, for tubercular aitlicted chiliren. He di not deem it necessary to enlarge 
upon the good effects that must result from treating the children in their infancy, 
who were suffering from tuberculosis. The children woul have to be in receipt of 
special attention, and if necessary, special food. ‘The establishment of 


THE CLINIC HAD ENTAILED A BIG ENPENSE, 


and for the carrying out of the other scheme, additional money would be 
required. Bat at the present it was not an easy thing to obtain money 
from. the community. A great deal was done by the managers, but the officers 
could not overtax them. The question of the general upkeep of the schools was 
giving the managers very considerable anxiety. When the schools were taken 
over by the Loudon County Council the Committee hada certain amount of money 
in reserve, and with that money they were able to meet the heavy expenses 
entailed by the necessary repairs of both schools, endeavouring to keep the 
institutions on a high level of efficiency. Further inroads had been made into 
that fund by the London County Council for eqnipmant of the schools, for the 
carrying out of certain experiments, etc. In the past six years no less a sum than 
£3,000 had been spent on structural repairs. and the Committ3e had found it 
necessary to sell out stock to the value of £800, while they had also used up a 
balance in hand of £1,200. This represented a very serious state of affairs and 
they 


COULD NOT CONTINUE TO LIVE MUCH LONGER ON THEIR CAPITAL, 


aad sell out the investments they possessed. The community must see to it that 
the subscriptions were greatly increased, for unless this were done, and 
donations were forthcoming, they woald tind themselves in a most difficult 
position in a few years. The number of subscribers was very small, and that 
number was dwindling every year. luring the past twelve’ months the paltry 
sum of £126 was received in subscriptions. He found it most difficult to drive 
home to the community the fact that denominatiooal schools were not altogether 
supported by the I.ondon County Council. That body paid the teachers, and 
gave a great deal for apparatus, and so forth, bat it gave by no means all that was 
required for the efticient working of the schools. The managers, among other 
things, had to make provision for Hebrew and religious instruction, and, what 
was very imoortant also, had to conduct educational exoerimants at their 
own cost. The Backle Street School was one of the first schools to be 
equipped witb cots for the younger children, in order that they might sleep for a 
short time during the day. The excellence of this provision had bean recognised 
by the Council and other authorities, and was highly approved by expert 
educationists. But no grant was forthcoming for this. In conclusion, Mr. 
Montefiore said that visitors to the school would be greatly amused and pleased to 
see a large number of children comfortably asleep in their cots daring certain 
periods of the day. If the community would only learn of the good work done at 
the schools, he was confilent that he would not bs appsaling to them in vain. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 

After commenting upon certain ite ms io the balance-shest, Mr. MONTEFIORE 
moved its adoption, which was carried. 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, in moving the re-slection of Mr. Montetisre as Presi- 
dent, referred to his antiring labours on behalf of the Schools. The managers 
were obliged to fiad a sum of something like £500 last year, and he trusted by 
their continued and more liberal support, the community would somewhat lighten 


the anxiety of the managers. 


Mrs. M. A. SPIELMANN seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

The other hon. officers were re-elected. The various Committees were 
re-elected en bloc. 

In retuirniog thanks for his re-election, Mc. MONTEFIORE mentioned that 
although at Commercial Street they possessed no clinic, they were arranging for 
the engagement of a properly qualified nurse-attendant. That would involve 
them in farther expense. : 

In the course of his report on the Backle Street School, Mr. W. K. Spencer, 
H.M. Inspector, states :— | 

The School is worthy of fall description, not only because of the wealth of educational 
method displayed, but also on account of the care takea of the bodily health and comfort 
of the children. 

Recently it has been found posible to establish a school clinic, as Dr. Klein 
generously volunteered his services for at least one half-day per week. Weakly children 
are examined by him in the presence of their parents and the headmistress. Simple 
directions are given and medicines provided in necessitous cases. It is hoped by this 
means to check epidemics at the outset and to raise the mensral level of health of the 
children. From an educational standpoint it is a great advantage for the headmistress 
to know the exact state of bodily health of the weakly and backward childrea, and the’ 
simple talks with the parents should do something to raise the hygienic standard of the 
home life. A nurse attendant is also employed to giveattention to the youngest children 
when in the offices and playground. 


The Committee conclude their report as follows :— 


‘The Schools have been fortunate in having very valuable and generous friends, but 
the Committee think that the work that is being done is worthy of the financial support 
of a wider public. gt regret that there has for some years past been a falling off in 
the subscriptions, and they hope that those who have read this report, and agree with the 
usefulness of the work being done, will become annual subscribers,”

The long-looked for bazaar in ard of the funds of the Club, was 
cpened on Tuesday afternoon by the Lady Mavoress in the 
presence of a representative gathering. 

Ald. I. FRANKENBURG, J.P., who presided, said he was very 
grateful to be so honoured on that important occasion. He had to express deep 
regret that the |.ord Mayor had been unable to accept the invitation to be present 
owing to pressure of public duties, bat the lady Mayoress would occupy his place 
and open the bazaar. The committee, and management generally, were to bs 
heartily congratulated on the charming arrangements of the various rooms in the 
Club, and he was proud of his coreligionists who bad displayed such taste, and had 
go well organised that function. With the exception of a Bazaar held about the 
year 1895, the Club bad during its existence been self-supporting, and if & substan- 
tial sum were now raised, it would no doubt continue to be self-supporting for a 
great number of years. Extra accommodation for a Girls’ Club was very urgently 
required, and its importance a very recognised one. It was most appropriate that 
to open a bazaar for such an object, the principal lady of the town, the I.ady 
Mayoress, should be asked to falfil that task. 

The LADY MAYORESS (who was well received), thanked Mr. l'rankenburg for 
his kind expressions regarding her. His good work on behalf of the Community were 
only too well known to them, and it gave her much pleasure to be with him on 
that platform on that occasion. They were met to celebrate the Club’s semi- 
jubilee in an effort to help on the excellent work that was at present being carried 
on, and if possible to enable the Club to extend its operations. In looking back to 
the time of the inception of the Club and contrasting it with the conditions that 
prevailed to-dav they were met with two serious difficulties. The world of to-day 
went in very largely for amusements which twenty-five ycars ago were never heard 
of. Their members were apt to be drawn away and their influence for good 
thereby endangered. It was, therefore necessary that the Club premises should be 
made as comfortable and as attractive as possible, and she hoped the result of 
that bazaar would enable that desire to be accomplished. The second difficulty— 
the desire of the ladies for admission in larger numbers to the Club— was one which 
was little heard of twenty-five years ago. Some would say they heard little else 
but women’s demands anc necessities at the present time. However, the desire 
to meet each other in a Club such as that for social interconse, instruction, and 
recreation was most commendable. In cases where home-life was unattractive and 
there was danger and temptation to the unprotected in their streets and outside 
amusements, that Club, in thus increasing accommodation for women, was taking 
part in a noble work by not only cheering the hearts of many lonely women, but 
possibly saving them from wrecking their lives. She wished them every success 
in their efforts and had much pleasure in declaring the bazaar open. (Applause ) 

Mr. HAROLD L. BEHRENS proposed a vote of thanks to the Lady Mayoress 
for her presence. They all felt very sorry that the Lord Mayor was prevented by 
many Official duties from being present, but if he had been there, he could not have 
declared the bazaar open in a more charming manner than the Lady Mayoress had 
just done.They felt particularly grateful to the leaders of the city of Manchester 
for the friendly feeling entertained towards them. The bast thanks they could 
give the Lady Mayoress was by using their endeavours to realise a large sum of

__ Mrs. M. MYERS, the president, in opening the proceedings, 

referred to the criticiem that had been made on the delay in inaugurating the club. 

She pointed out, however, that she had been away during practically the whole of 
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thesummer. It was fully understood that she would not be in Leeda for some 
months, and that thi vice-president and the remainder of the committee would 
carry on operations during ber absence. She regretted, however, that this had not 
been done, and that much valuable time and opportunity had been wasted. She 
had instituted a canvass before leaving, and though her results had been 
encouraging she was of opinion that there was not safficient in hand to warrant 
them opening. 

Mrs. J. COHEN commented upon the apathy that had been displayed. She 
personally had been promised numerous subscriptions, which would be forthcoming 
a8 8000 as & start was made. She thought that it wasa wrong policy to wait until a 
large sum was in hand before commencing operations, and was strongly of opinion 
that even if only one room were rented for but one or two nights per week, those 
in authority would receive every encouragement to proceed. 

Mrs. FELDMAN (vice-president), took exception to several of the remarks 
that had been made. She had been associated with the President in the canvass 
that had been made at the outset, and thought that those who had not themselves 
troubled to accomplish any practical work were hardly justified in criticising the 
efforts of those who had done their best in the circumstances. 

In the discussion that followed, the opinion was generally expressed that the 
scheme should be wound up forthwith, and the money received be returned to the 
donors, it being contended that it was impossible at the present juncture to bring 
about a satisfactory result. 

The Rev. M. ABRAHAMS (treasurer), intervened, and urged that no hasty 
conclusion should be adopted at that meeting, as he thought that a little more time 
for consideration was advisable. He believed that they might be able to secure 
premises at a moderate charge, and he proposed therefore that the meeting be 
adjourned for four weeks, during which time it might be possible to devise some 
working scheme. 

After farther deliberation, the motion was adopted, though not unanimously. 
_ The decision arrived at by the meeting has to some extent allayed the anxiety 
felt by the community, who are more than ever impressed with the urgency of 
providing an organisation for getting into touch with Jewish girls, with as little 
delay as possible. . Only recently a special article appeared in the Yorkshire 
Evening /’ost on the preliminaries for the forthcoming local pantomimes, when 
unfavourable comment was made on the fact that more than half of those applying 
for the ballets were Jewish girls. This is only one of the many instances that 
might be quoted, proving the pressing necessity of taking steps to supply one of 
the most urgent communal requirements in Leeds. 


The annual meeting of the Jewish ladies’ Dorcas Society was 
held on Sunday at the Vestry Room of the Great Synagogue. 
Mrs. Henry Isaacs, the President. in presenting the report for 
the year, congratulated the society on again showing a successful 
year of work. No deserving applicant had been refused the necessary garments 
for the winter, and an increased number of children’s dresses had been given 
away. Altogether a total of 455 garments for women and children had been 
made and distributed, and in addition pieces of material were given to several 
poor women, who had made up the garments themselves.

Sir,—The paragraph in your last issue under Edinburgh news, referring to the 
general meeting of the Edinburgh Central Synagogue, calls for criticism. hat com- 


munity seeks sabscriptions to build or purchase a synagogue on the representation that 
the Graham Street Synagogue is now entirely inadequate in its accommodation. This 
is consistent with fact to the extent that there is insutfticient seating accommodation for 
ladies, but during the high festivaly only. This is recognised by my congregation, and 
our treasurer, Mr. H. Michael, has formulated a scheme, which has been remitted to a 
special committee to consider, with the view to relieving the congestion referred to. — It 


is anticipated that this will result in there being not only ample accommodation for 
ladies, but the accommodation for botl: sexes will be increased to a sntticiently large 
extent as to meet the requirements of a growing Jewish population for a considerable 
time to come. (Our synagogne is at present a large and handsome one, and with the 
proposed alterations its comfort and appearance will be greatly enhanced. 

My Council desires me to express the hope, throngh the medium of your columns, 
that the general public will net be persuaded into subscribing to the building fund of 
the Edinburgh Central Synagogne, on the plea they urge in the notice under considera 
tion, which is, in effect, that the duty has devolved upon them of providing a place of 
worship for those who otherwise are precluded from this benefit through the inadequate 
seating accommodation in the Graham Street Synayogue.

RABBI DR. DRACHMAN IN THE PROVINCES. 


AT MANCHESTER. 
(From our Correspondent. 


Rabbi Dr. Drachman, who was accompanied by his daughter, arrived in 
Manchester yesterday week, and was met at the station by the Executive of the 
Old Hebrew Congregation and Dr. Dulberg, J.P. In the evening he paid a 
visit to the Talmud Torah Schools, with which he was evidently much impressed, 
and subsequently he addressed a crowded gathering, at Derby Hall, on “ The 
Value of Work.” | 


Dr. J. DULBERG, J.P., presided, and explained the circumstances under 


which Dr. Drachman had accepted an invitation to deliver an address to the 


‘members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club and the general public. 

Dr. DRACHMAN, who was enthusiastically received, said that as he travelled 
from place to place, and noticed the activities of his Jewish brethren and sisters, 
he felt great respect and sympathy for them which was constantly increasing. 
He had just come from the Manchester Talmud Torah, and observed how the boys; 
many of them orphans, became familiarised with the teachings of Jewish history and 
the principles of their holy faith. That Association called the Jewish Working 
Men’s Club reminded him of the fact that Jewish working people played an 
important part in the life of the Jewish race. Among the abominable libels and 


calumnies that were frequently heard, especially against the Jewish people, was | 


one that Jews did not want work, that they worked with their brains and not with 
their hands, their natures were of a speculative character and few physical workers 
were found amongthem. That he thought was a contemptible calumny founded 
on ignorance. Matters relating to physical industry occupied an important part 
in the principles of Judaism since ancient times and had ‘always been upheld by 
Jewish people. Dr. Drachman gave as an instance of Jewish industry the Jews 
of Yemen, who were a remarkable survival, having maintained their existence 
since time immemorial, showing a perfect picture of ancient life as it existed 
3,000 years ago. None of them were merchants although, of course, merchants 
could be perfectly honest. In the United States they had a large immigration of all 
races, and among them as many as 175,000 Jews in one particular year although the 
average was about 16,000 per annum. It had been ascertained that as many 
as 85 per cent. of these were engaged in a skilled trade ora profession. That was 
a larger proportion than among other races, and that fact alone was sufficient to 
refute the calumny that Jews were Luftmenschen. The future of Judaism in the 
entire civilised world depended upon the working-class element. In years gone by 
Jews mostly belonged to the mercantile classes, but at the present time the vast 
majority of them consisted of the working classes both in England as in America. 
There were, however, grave dangers threatening the working classes. Instead of 
forming synagogues, religious institutions, and communal societies, and being 
engaged in activities for their religion, they listened to the voices of socialists 
or anarchists, who drew them away from the time-honoured principles of 
Judaism and their holy faith. If there was any good in socialism it was all to be 
found in the Mosaic Law. He wished strongly to impress upon them the duty of 
helping all Israel to bear the historic burden and carry on its glorious mission. 
They wereall working men, every man must workand be a servant of the Most High. 


It made no difference whether it was done with the hands or the brain, it was all © 


work. He was very glad to see the title Jewish Working Men’s Club. It showed 
they recognised themselves both as Jews and as working men. He had always 
been in favour of social gatherings; the most unhappy person was the one who 
was all alone, as people naturally required to be associated with other human 
beings. Such was their Clab under the able leadership of their brother, Dr. 
Dulberg. He was glad to learn that it was doing other forms of good 
work, and he earnestly hoped the Bazaar they would be holding in a few days 
would be the means of providing their sisters with accommodation for recreative 
purposes. He was most gratified to observe the noble and benevolent work that 
was being carried on in the midst of their brethren. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Drachman for his address was moved by Rabbi Dr. B. 
SALOMON, seconded by the Rev. J. H. VALENTINE, and supported by the Rev. 
A. COHEN, B.A., and Mr. JAMES BAUER. 

Dr. DULBERG stated that in calling on those gentleman he wished parti- 
cularly to show the unity that existed among them in Manchester, as it included 
the Orthodox, Sephardi, and Reform sections. 

Dr. DRACHMAN, in reply, said he was much impressed by the kindness and 
cordiality with which he had been received. That was not a new experience, as 
he had had similar kindness from all men since his arrival in England. He was 
very glad to be in their midst,’ simply because he was a Jew and they were Jews, 
and he recognised the tremendous force of Jewish sentiment in their brotherly 
welcome. | 


Mr. J. B. COHEN moved, and Mr. LOUIS ELLISON seconded, a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Dulberg. 


On Sabbath morning Dr. DRACHMAN preached to a crowded congregation at 
the Great Synagogue. Among those present were Ministers, Readers, and members 


of the Executives of several other synagogues. After expressing his appreciation of 


the kindness and courtesy he had received since his arrival in Manchester, the rev. 
gentleman expounded that portion of the Law which relates that Jacob saw the 
well in the field with the three flocks of sheep and the stone on the well, and that 
he watered the flocks. Dr. Drachman treated the text allegorically. He said that 
the field symbolised the world in which man lived and had his being, and the well 
was the symbol of the Torah, which in its life-giving properties was compared to 
water. Just as water was indispensable to the physical life of man so were the 
teachings of the Divine Law indispensable to his moral and spiritual existence. 
The three flocks of sheep represented Israel, the three-fold nation, Priests, Levites, 
and Israelites. All the three flocks needed water, for water symbolised the truth 
that all the elements of the Jewish people without distinction of rank or 
position needed to study and practise the Torah. That was the truth which 
was especially required in the present age when thers was so great a tendency 
to consider both the knowledge and practice of Judaism as the mere official 
characteristics of a class. Many people seemed to think that the Rabbi 
or Minister must know and keep the Torah, but that the people were exempt from 
that duty. That was a fatal misconception. The truths of Judaism and the 
commandments of Divine Law were for the entire people, and every Jew was 
expected to participate therein, The stone on the mouth of the well symbolised 
the evil disposition in man which prevented him from drinking of the life-giving 
waters of the Torah. This evil disposition was perhaps more powerful to-day than 
it was in the past, as the temptations and seductions to disloyalty were more 
prominent at the present time than were those to which our ancestors were 
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in the establishment of the Library.

It 
ig anticipated that this will result in there being not only ample accommodation for 
ladies, but the accommodation for both sexes will be increased to a snfticiently large 
extent as to ineet the reynirements of a growing Jewish population for a considerable 
time to come. Gursynagogne is at present a large and handsome one, and with the 
proposed alterations its comfort and appearance will be greatly enhanced. 

My Council desires me to express the hope, through the medium of yonr columns, 
that the general public will not be persuaded into subscribing to the building fand of 
the Edinburgh Central Synagogne, on the plea they urge in the notice under considera: 
tion, which is, in effect, that the duty has devolved upon them of providing a place of 
worship for those who otherwise are precluded froin this benetit through the inadequate 
seating accommodation in the Graham Street Synagogue.

JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


CONTINUED MAINTENANCE DIFFICULT. 


The annual meeting of ‘governors and subscribers of the Jews’ Infant Schools : 


(Commercial Street and Buckle Street), was held on Tuesday at the Commercial 
Street School. 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, the President, in moving the adoption of the 
annual report, said that the remarks contained therein concerning the Buckle 
Street School especially, would be read, he was sure, with considerable pleasure... 


The excellent work done there was a source of considerable gratification to the 
Managers and the Committee, and everything pointed to the fact that the School 
was one of the finest infant schools at present existing in London. He did not 
desire the general public to believe—as it might be led to believe—that the work 
done at the Commercial Street School was in any way inferior to the work done 
at Buckle Street. Notwithstanding the disadvantages under which the work was 
being carried out at the Commercial Street School, surrounded as it was by noise 
continuous and terrible, those who were bast qualified to judge were unanimous in 
their praise of the excellent results achieved, and the managers and members of 
the Committee were being constantly remiaded of their good fortune in possessing 
such a capable headmistress and staff. The commanity would be glad also to 
know, that while every possible attention was paid to the general work at both 
schools, instruction in | 


HEBREW AND RELIGION WAS NOT NEGLECTED, 


and the reports furnished by the Rev. Walter Levin showed how successful the 
schools had been in this direction. Mr. Montefiore went on to refer to the special 
work done at Buckle Street, and mentioned the establishment of a school clinic 
there, which was mainly brought about by the energy of the Headmistress. Dr. 
J. Klein periodically visited the school and carried out medical examinations of 
the children in the presence of their parents and hea mistress. 
his services in an honorary capacity, and thanks to him and to Miss Salomon, one 
of the managers, who devoted considerable amount of time to the work, it was 
possible to continue the clinic. The committee had under consideration another 
very important development, but as yet it was not known whether they would be 
able to carry out the scheme that had been laid before them. The scheme provided 
for the establishment or the allocation of a spesial room at the Buckle Street 
School, for tubercular afflicted children. He dict not deem it necessary to enlarge 
upon the good effects that must result from treating the children in their infancy, 
who were suffering from tuberculosis. The children would have to be in receipt of 
special attention, and if necessary, special food. The establishment of 


HE CLINIC HAD ENTAILED A BIG EXPENSE, 


and for the carrying out of the other scheme, additional money would be 
required. But at the present it was not an easy thing to obtain money 
from the community. A great deal was done by the managers, but the officers 
could not overtax them. The question of the general upkeep of the schools was 
giving the managers very considerable anxiety. When the schools were taken 
over by the London County Council the Committee hada certain amount of money 
in reserve, and with that money they were able to meet the heavy expenses 
entailed by the necessary repairs of both schools, endeavouring to keep the 
institutions on a high level of efficiency. Further inroads had been made into 
that fund by the London County Council for equipment of the schools, for the 
carrying out of certain experiments, ets. In the past six years no less a sum than 
£3,000 had been spent on structural repairs, and the Committee had found it 
necessary to sell out stock to the value of £800, while they had also used upa 
balance in hand of £1,200. This represented a very serious state of affairs and 
they 


COULD NOT CONTINUE TO LIVE MUCH LONGER ON THEIR CAPITAL, 


aod sell out the investments they possessed. The community mast see to it that 
the subscriptions were greatly increased, for unless this were done, and 
donations were forthcoming, they would find themselves in a most difficult 
position in a few years. The number of subscribers was very small, and that 
number was dwindling every year. During the past twelve months the paltry 
sum of £126 was received in subscriptions. He found it most difficult to drive 
home to the community the fact that denominational schools were not altogether 
supported by the [iondon County Council. That body paid the teachers, and 
gave a great deal for apparatus, and so forth, bat it gave by no means all that was 
required for the efficient working of the schools. The managers, among other 
things, had to make provision for Hebrew and religious instruction, and, what 
was very imoortant also, had to conduct educational exoerimoents at their 
own cost. The Backle Street School was one of the first schools to bs 
equipped witb cots for the younger children, in order that they might sleep for a 
short time during the day. The excellence of this provision had bean recognised 
by the Council and other authorities, and was highly approved by expert 
educationists. But no grant was forthcoming for this. In conclusion, Mr. 
Montefiore said that visitors to the school would be greatly amused and pleased to 
see @ large number of children comfortably asleep in their cots during certain 
periods of the day.

‘Recently it has been found pofsible to establish a school clinic, as Dr. Klein 
generously volunteered his services for at least one half-day per week. Weakly children 
are examined by him in the presence of their parents and the headmistress. Simple 
directions are given and medicines provided in necessitous cases. It is hoped by this 
means to check epidemics at the outset and to raise the A ome level of health of the 
children. From an educational standpoint it is a great advantage for the headmistress 
to know the exact state of bodily health of the weakly and backward children, and the 
simple talks with the parents should do something to raise the hygienic standard of the 
home life. A nurse attendant is also employed to give attention to the youngest children 
when in the offices and playground. |

She 
personally had been promised numerous subscriptions, which would be forthcoming 
a8 S00N as & start was inade. She thought that it wasa wrong policy to wait until a 
large sum was in hand before commencing operations, and was strongly of opinion 
that even if only onc room were rented for but one or two nights per week, those 
in authority would receive every encouragement to proceed. 

Mrs. FELDMAN (vice-president), took exception to several of the remarks 
that had been made. She had been associated with the President in the canvass 
that bad been made at the outset, and thought that those who had not themselves 
troubled to accomplish any practical work were hardly justified in criticising the 
efforts of those who had done their best in the circumstances. 

In the discussion that followed, the opinion was generally expressed that the 
scheme should be, wound up forthwith, and the money received be returned to the 
donors, it being contended that it was impossible at the present juncture to bring 
about a satisfactory result. 

The Rev. M. ABRAHAMS (treasurer), intervened, and urged that no hasty 
conclusion should be adopted at that meeting, as he thought that a little more time 
for consideration was advisable. He believed that they might be able to secure 
premises at a moderate charge, and he proposed therefore that the meeting be 
adjourned for four weeks, during which time it might be possible to devise some 
working scheme. eee

To the Editor.— [From Mr. ISAAC FURST, S.S.C., Solicitor and Secretary to 
the Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation. | 


Sir,—The paragraph in dein last issue under Edinburgh news, referring to the 
general meeting of the Edinburgh Central Synagogue, calls for criticism. That com- 
munity seeks sabscriptions to build or purchase a synagogue on the representation that 
the Graham Street Synagogue is now entirely inadequate in its accommodation. This’ 
is consistent with fact to the extent that there is insufficient seating accommodation for 
ladies, but during the high festivaly only. This is recognised by my congregation, and 
our treasurer, Mr. H. Michael, has formulated a scheme, which has been remitted to a 
special committee to consider, with the view to relieving the congestion referred to. It 
is anticipated that this will result in there being not only ample accommodation for 
ladies, but the accommodation for both sexes will be increased to a sufficiently large 
extent as to meet the requirements of a growing Jewish population for a considerable 
time to come. (ur s8ynagogne is at present a large and handsome one, and with the 
proposed alterations its comfort and appearance will be greatly enhanced. 

My Council desires me to express the hope, through the medium of your columns, 
that the general public will not be persuaded into subscribing to the building fund of 
the Edinburgh Central Synagogne, on the plea they urge in the notice under considera- 
tion, which is, in effect, that the duty has devolved upon them. of providing a place of 
worship for those who otherwise are precluded from this benefit through the inadequate 
seating accommodation in the Graham Street Synagogue. |

RABBI DR. DRACHMAN IN THE PROVINCES. 


AT MANCHESTER. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


Rabbi Dr. Drachman, who was accompanied by his daughter, arrived in 
Manchester yesterday week, and was met at the station by the Executive of the 
Old Hebrew Congregation and Dr. Dulberg, J.P. In the evening he paid a 
visit to the Talmud Torah Schools, with which he was evidently much impressed, 
and subsequently he addressed a crowded gathering, at Derby Hall, on ‘The 
Value of Work.” 

Dr. J. DULBERG, J.P., presided, and explained the circumstances under 
which Dr. Drachman had accepted an invitation to deliver'an address to the 
members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club and the general public. 

- Dr. DRACHMAN, who was enthusiastically received, said that as he travelled 
from place to place, and noticed the activities of his Jewish brethren and sisters, 
he felt great respect and sympathy for them which was constantly increasing. 
He had just come from the Manchester Talmud Torah, and observed how the boys, 
many of them orphans, became familiarised with the teachings of Jewish history and 
the principles of their holy faith. That Association called the Jewish Working 
Men’s Club reminded him of the fact that Jewish working people played an 
important part in the life of the Jewish race. 
calumnies that were frequently heard, especially against the Jewish people, was 
one that Jews did not want work, that they worked with their brains and not with 
their hands, their natures were of a speculative character and few physical workers 
were found amongthem. That he thought was a contemptible calumny founded 
on ignorance. Matters relating to physical industry occupied an important part 
in the principles of Judaism since ancient times and had always been upheld by 
Jewish people. Dr. Drachman gave as an instance of Jewish industry the Jews 
of Yemen, who were a remarkable survival, having maintained their existence 
since time immemorial, showing a perfect pictdre of ancient life as it existed 
3,000 years ago. None of them were merchants although, of course, merchants 
could be perfectly honest. In the United States they had a large immigration of all 
races, and among them as many as 175,000 Jews in one particular year although the 
average was about 16,000 per annum. It had been ascertained that as many 
as 85 per cent. of these were engaged in a skilled trade ora profession. That was 
a larger proportion than among other races, and that fact alone was sufficient to 
refute the calumny that Jews were Luftmenschen. The fature of Judaism in the 
entire civilised world depended upon the working-class element. In years gone by 
Jews mostly belonged to the mercantile classes, but at the present time the vast 
majority of them consisted of the working classes both in England as in America. 
There were, however, grave dangers threatening the working classes. Instead of 
forming synagogues, religious institutions, and communal societies, and being 
engaged in activities for their religion, they listened to the voices of socialists 
or anarchists, who drew them away from the time-honoured principles of 
Judaism and their holy faith. If there was any good in socialism it was all to be 
found inthe Mosaic Law. He wished strongly to impress upon them the duty of 
helping all Israel to bear the historic burden and carry on its glorious mission. 
They wereall working men, every man must workand be a servant of the Most High. 
It made no difference whether it was done with the hands or the brain, it was all 
work. He was very glad to see the title Jewish Working Men’s Club. It showed 
they recognised themselves both as Jews and as working men. He had always 
been in favour of social gatherings; the most unhappy person was the one who 
was all alone, as people naturally required to be associated with other human 
beings. Such was their Club under the able leadership of their brother, Dr. 
Dalberg. He was glad to learn that it was doing other forms of good 
work, and he earnestly hoped the Bazaar they would be holding in a few days 
would be the means of providing their sisters with accommodation for recreative 
purposes. He was most gratified to observe the noble and benevolent work that 
was being carried on in the midst of their brethren. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Drachman for his address was moved by Rabbi Dr. B. 


SALOMON, seconded by the Rev. J. H. VALENTINE, and supported by the Rev. © 


A. COHEN, B.A., and Mr. JAMES BAUER. 


_ Dr. DULBERG stated that in calling on those gentleman he wished parti- 
cularly to show the unity that existed among them in Manchester, as it included 
the Orthodox, Sephardi, and Reform sections. 

Dr. DRACHMAN, in reply, said he was much impressed’by the kindness and 
cordiality with which he had been received. That was not a new experience, as 
he had had similar kindness from all men since his arrival in England. He was 
very glad to be in their midst, simply because he was a Jew and they were Jews, 
and he recognised the tremendous force of Jewish sentiment in their brotherly 
welcome. 


Mr. J. B. COHEN moved, and Mr. LOUIS ELLISON seconded, a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Dulberg. | 

On Sabbath morning Dr. DRACHMAN preached to a crowded congregation at 
the Great Synagogue. Among those present were Ministers, Readers, and members 
of the Executives of several other synagogues. After expressing his appreciation of 


the kindness and vourtesy he had received since his arrival in Manchester, the rev. 


gentleman expounded that portion of the Law which relates that Jacob saw the 
well in the field with the three flocks of sheep and the stone on the well, and that 
he watered the flocks. Dr. Drachman treated the text allegorically. He said that 
the field symbolised the world in which man lived and had his being, and the well 
was the symbol of the Torah, which in its life-giving properties was compared to 


water. Just as water was indispensable to the physical life of man so were the — 
teachings of the Divine Law indispensable to his moral and spiritual existence. 


The three flocks of sheep represented Israel, the three-fold nation, Priests, Levites, 
and Israelites. All the three flocks needed water, for water symbolised the truth 


that all the elements of the Jewish people without distinction of rank or 


position needed to study and practise the Torah. That was the trath which 
was especially required in the present age when there was so great a tendency 
to consider both the knowledge and practice of Judaism as the mere official 
characteristics of a class. Many people seemed to think that the Rabbi 
or Minister must know and keep the Torah, but that the people were exempt from 
that duty. That was a fatal misconception, The truths of Judaism and the 
commandments of Divine Law were for the entire people, and every Jew was 
expected to participate therein. The stone on the mouth of the well symbolised 
the evil disposition in man which prevented him from drinking of the life-giving 
waters of the Torah. This evil disposition was perhaps more powerful to-day than 


it was in the past, as the temptations and sedactions to disloyalty were more — 


prominent at the present time than were those to which our ancestors were 


Messrs. P. Liverman and M. Cohen were elected chairman and 
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subjected. It was therefore the duty of Jews, emulating the example of Jacob 
who rolled away the stone from the mouth of the well, to resist and remove the 
evil disposition and the tempter and to imbibe deep draughts of the life-giving 
water of the Torah which will preserve us in epiritual health. 

On Sabbath afternoon Dr. Drachman preached at the Central Synagogue to a 
large congregation. His subject was ‘Israel the Wanderer.” He said that Jacob 
was the type of the Jewish wandering life which had_ been the lot of the Jewish 
people from time immemorial. Jacob emigrated from his home with noble 
thoughts in his mind, as were shown in his beautiful and celestial dream. That 
taught the lesson to every Jew to-day that whenever he founded a new home ina 
new land he should establish Judaism with it 

An informal conference of representatives of the Jewish community was held 
at the offices of the Shechita Board in the evening to meet Dr. Drachman. The 


President, Mr. J. Hamwee, who presided, welcomed the learned Rabbi in the 


name of Manchester Jewry. He referred tothe admirable sermons Dr. Drachman 
had preached durivg the day. Rabbis Dr. Salomon, Dagntsky, and Levin 
spoke on behalf of the clergy. Dr. Drachman expressed his appreciation of the 
welcome extended to him. He briefly outlined his views on the Chief Rabbinats. 
Messrs. §. I. Cohen, President of the Great Synagogue, L. Kletz, Dr. J. Dalberg, 
J.P., and Mr. 8. Finburgh moved, seconded, and supported a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Drachman, which was most cordially oarried. . 

On Sunday morning Dr. Drachman visited the Home and Shelter for Aged 
and Needy Jews, and was moch impressed with the Institation. 

On Sunday evening Dr. Drachman, in response to an invitation, preached at 
the New Synagogue. He commenced by expressing his appreciation of Jewish 
life as seen in the synagogues, and stated he was delighted at the beautiful build- 
ing sdevoted to religious worship in Manchester.

SOME MANCHESTER IMPRESSIONS. 
[From a Correspondent.] 
[‘‘ Jewish Chronicle’’ Special. ] 


No community outside the Metropolis has shown such interest in the question 
of the Chief Rabbinate as has Manchester. Meetings, conferences, resolutions, 
and counter-resolutions followed each other in quick succession, when the election 
entered the field of practical politics. The rivairy—not a petty but a healthy one 
—which prevails among the various congregations has made the question the 
absorbing topic of the day, and no visitor can make even brief acquaintance with 
prominent members of the community without the subject forming the staple of 
conversation. | 

It was, therefore, but natural that the visit of Dr. Drachman to Manchester 
should have excited much interest. Dr. Hertz and Dr. Hyamson had both 
included Cottonopolis in their “tours.” Reticence is the general attitude which 
the Manchester community has adopted in discussing their respective merits. As 
far as can be gathered from discreet inquiry, the strongest feeling is that of 
disappointment. The admiration and respect with which Dr. Adler. was regarded 
in Manchester has made comparison inevitable, and the result is not favourable to 
either candidate. 

Dr. Drachman cannot complain that he has not had opportunities of seeing 
most sides of Manchester communal life. He has delivered addresses at the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club, at three synagogues, and spoken to a representative 
gathering under the adspices of the Shechita Board, which on occasion acts as a 
sort of local Board of Deputies. Manchester, on its side, has had opportunity 
enough of testing the varied capabilities of its distinguished visitor. 

The address at the Working Men’s Club on Thursday, was a vindication of 
the Jew from the hackneyed charge that he despises manual labour, and at the same 
time an earnest appeal to the Jewish working man not to be led astray by the specious 
arguments of agitation to abandon the sacred traditions of Judaism for the 
anarchical theories of atheistic demagogues. A sound and effective address, 
interspersed with anecdote, it was an excellent “ first appearance ” and created a 
deep impression on the audience. It appears that a bazaar is to be held in aid of 
the Club this week, and advantage was taken of Dr. Drachman’s presence to urge 
the claims of the Institution and to conduct a brisk sale of tickets. This 
eminently businesslike proceeding was perhaps a compliment to the reverend 
gentleman’s domicile. Whether it was in the best of taste is open to question. 

The favourable impression made at the Club was enhanced by the sermon 
delivered at the Great Synagogue on Saturday morning. The wretched atmos- 
pheric conditions, fog and rain, had no influence on the crowded congregation 
which filled every corner of the vast building. The Sephardic and Reform com- 
munities were well represented, testifying to the interest aroused. Dr. Drach- 
man’s address, delivered with a deliberation which made every word audible to 
his attentive listeners and with an absence of gesture, which made comparison 
with an earlier candidate inevitable, was an appeal to the Jewish consciousness. 
In simple but forceful language, he reminded his hearers that never must they 
permit their Jewish obligations to be swamped by the tidé of economic or social 
interests. and protested against the delusion that Hebrew learning could be safely 
neglected by all but those who had decided to adopt a ministerial career. Another 
aspect of the same question was treated by Dr. Drachman in the German address 
he delivered at the Central Synagogue in the afternoon. Russian and Polish 
immigrants form a large proportion of the congregation, and the preacher rightly 
warned them of the too-frequent results of emancipated existence. ‘Too often, he

There are not wanting carping critics, who, amazed that 
they shonld have understood everything said, are inclined to undervalue the 
simplicity which makes Dr. Drachman’s sermons eloquence unadorned, and who 
apparently estimate the value of a sermon not by the lessons taught but by the - 
profundity of the language used. The less understood, the more brilliant the 
sermon. 

To sum up, Dr. Drachman has left in Manchester the impression of a cultured 
gentleman, gifted, if not with a magnetic personality, with one of perhaps greater 
value to the community, the personality of a man sincere in the doctrines he 
preaches, a true lover of his people and staunch enough in his convictions not to be 
moved by any consideration from doing his duty, cost what it may.

The Preparatory Class. 


Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN reminded the Council that the 
Preparatory Class had given the Council anxiety for many years. It 
bad been agreed that the question should not be raised until a certain 
period had elapsed. This period had now expired, and he desired to 
bring before them not only the question of the Preparatory Class 
but the general question of supplying the College with pupils. He had had a long 
conversation on the matter with Dr. Biichler, and in what he was about to propose

scholars to secondary schools 


found possible for them to acquire snfficieat Hebrew knowledge to qualify them 
for entry to the College. The Preparatory Class itself was still worse, because 
the boys were deprived of the opportunity of mixing with other boys of their 
own age and associating with lads likely afterwards to occupy responsible 
positions in life. A great deal of the weakness of many of their Ministers was 
caused by this fault in their early education. As a financial operation the 
Preparatory Class was a failure. Out of eleven admissions during the three years 
1905-6-7 four only were still in the College; two had left before completing their 
preparatory course and five before completing the College ccurse. The College wanted 
to attract a better class of student, those with home traditions of comfort and 
refinement. They ought toecrap the present sytem. He suggested that the proposal 
of the Jewish Religious Education Board to provide higher religious education 


_ for the London County Council scholars attending secondary schools should 


provide a new recruiting ground for the College to which the best of these scholars 
might be attracted, and that possibly some alteration might be made in the 
College curriculum, by which, if necessary, an extra year’s tuition could be given 
to entrance scholars after they left school to bring their standard of Hebrew 
knowledge up to that required for admission to the College proper. He moved :— 

That the Council, recognising that the systems hitherto adopted to obtain pupils for 
the College have not been successful, appoint a Committee to devise some other system 
to replace them. 

Mr. NEVILLE 1). COHEN formally seconded the motion. 

Mr. MAURICK MYERs said that though he did not associate himself with Mr. 
Franklin’s suggested source of supply, he welcomed the motion as a means of at 
least terminating the anomaly of the Preparatory Class. The College had 
attempted the impossible task of running a school and a college under one roof. 

Mr. R. WALEY COHEN urged that the proposed committee should take a 
more comprehensive view of the situation than Mr. Franklin proposed. He 


thought that the L.C C. scholar was not at all a satisfactory type of boy. The 


fact that the L.C.C. awarded 3,000 scholarships a year to the pupils of elementary 
schools made it impossible. 

Mr. MAURICE MYERS asked whether this proposal did not go far beyond the 
original notice, and whether it should not form the subject of a separate motion, of 
which notice should be given.

Mr. J. PRAG contended that the Preparatory Class was the only system by 
which adequate Hebrew training could be given to the pupils. :

He thought that they should consider the 
question of widening the scope of the College so as not to restrict it purely to the 
training of Ministers but to make it a centre of general J ewish learning.

How can one be expected to pass if one has not 
even time, for instance, to read through thoroughly the various portions of Hebrew 
set for translation, before writing it down but in order to save time must give 
a liberal translation which one often finds when near the end of the passage, reads 
quite wrongly. So one scrambles through the paper, and perhaps finishes it—but 
how? Writing of translation reminds me of the 0 'D)N provided; the print of 
which is enough to spoil even good eyesight. 

And now for the papers themselves. Firstly, it would be very interesting to 
know the object in spelling words like Kedesh and Kirjath-Jearim with an ‘‘ O,” 
thus Oedesh, Oirjath-Jearim. They do not seem to me to have any more 
semblance to the Hebrew when spelled in this way.

DR. ARTHUR MARMORSTEIN. 


A NOTABLE ADDITION TO JEWS’ COLLEGE STAFF. 


Dr. Arthur Marmorstein has taken up his duties at Jews’ College as lecturer 


in Talmud, Codes and Bible, in succession to Dr. 8. A. Hirsch,. appointed 
Emeritus Professor, 


Dr. Marmorstein was born at Miskolcz, Hungary, in 1882, and is a son of 


Rabbi Leopold Marmorstein, of Tzenicz. His 
grandfather, Leopold Marmorstein, was Chief 
Rabbi of Miskolcz and was Dr: Marmorstein’s 
principal teacher in Talmudics and Rabbinical 
literature. He attended the Yeshiboth at 
Tapolcsau and Pressburg, and pursued his: 
eecular studies at the Gymnasium at Miskolcz. 
He read with his grandfather ancient and 
modern Jewish literature and had covered a very 
wide range of reading while still a youth. He 
subsequently visited Berlin University and 
became a student of Dr. Huildesheimer’s 
Rabbinical Seminary, from which he received 
his Rabbinical Diploma in 1906. He gradnated 
at Heidelberg in the same year, and was elected 
Rabbi of Jamnitz, the oldest Jewish community 
of Moravia. Afterwards, he received a call to 
Winkovce and for the last three years he has 
been Rabbi of Skotzchau, Silesia. In all these 
places, Dr. Marmorstein has been engaged -in 
practical teaching work, besides discharging his 
Rabbinical functions. He is a specialist in the 
relations between Rabbinics, the New Testament and the writings of the Church 
Fathers, and among his published works in this field are ‘“ Talmud ond Neues 
Testament,” 1907, and two volumes of “ Religionsgeschichtliche Studien.” He 
has written numerous articles in the learned reviews and has contributed to the 
Hebrew Encyclopedia. 

Although Dr. Marmorstein does not yet speak English fluently, he is conduct- 
ing his classes in the language. He states that the material at the College is in 
many respects extremely promising. He finds English conditions very congenial 
and has already made a number of friends.

GIRLS’ CLUB FOR JEWISH GIRLS: 
An Appeal.

SIR,—Will you allow us, through the medium of your columns, to make 
known the appeal for help which we have recently received. 
Miss Bruce, Warden of St. Hilda’s, Bethnal Green, and Mr. Pett Ridge, 


to the fact that there is a large number of Jewish girls who leave the Council 
School, and have absolutely no opportunities for continuing their education, or for 
having pleasant social intercourse under Jewish influence. 

Miss Bruce says that in the Boundary Street area there are 75 per cent. 
Jewish girls, and in all 90 per cent. of the inhabitants are Jews. Situated in the heart 
of the area there is a building erected by the U.C.C. for club purposes, which 
could probably be obtained at a nominal rental. It would be quite possible for the 
settlement to organise a Girls’ Club for Jewish Girls, but the Warden feels with 
us that such a clab should be worked on a religious basis. She, therefore, most 
generously offers to give every assistance if a capable Honorary Secretary volun- 
teers from among your readers. | 

We are well aware that all the existing clubs in our community are badly off 
for workers, but at the same time we dare not remain deaf to this urgent appeal, 
and I have found from experience that sometimes, when a new appeal is satisfied, 
people realise their responsibilities in connection with existing work, and are more 
inclined to fulfill them. : | 

The National Organisation is ready to help in giving suggestions as regards 
methods of club management, and to help in every way they can towards any

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BOOKS REVIEWED. 


JESUS IN HISTORY. 
This small volume* contains the Elliott Lectures delivered by Dr. Smith in the 
Western Theological Seminary, Pittsburg. The author is Professor of Theology 
in the McCrea Magee College, Londonderry. The lectures deal with the question 
of the historicity of the Gospel narratives, and attempt to prove that the evangelic 
portraiture of Jesus is historical. The intricate problems of New Testament 
criticism are studiously avoided, and instead, we have a series of arguments which 
the author believes to be “simple and effective.” , | 

The first argument is a comparison between the evangelic portraiture and the 
apocryphal idealisations as set forth in the Gospel according to Thomas and the 
Protevangelium. The grotesque and stupendous miracles of tlie latter are 
contrasted with the “evangelic miracles (which) were always works of mercy 
and compassion; and whatever we may think of their theoretical possibility, our 
hearts approve them. We would like them to be true, and they * have our vote to 
be so if they can’” (p. 38.) This is rhetoric but not argument. Moreover, the 
comparison is vitiated by a serious error into which Dr. Smith has fallen. He 
argues that these apocryphal works “originated in the period which, it is con- 
tended, produced the evangelic portraiture of Jesus; and it is thus legitimate to 
compare their representation with it, and judge whether they belong to the same 
order in respect to historicity ” (p. 30). The assumption that the Gospels and the 
two Apocrypha in question are contemporary productions is quite wrong. 
Assuming that the Gospels were written during the period 65-105 C.E, 
(p. 7), we must bear in mind that the two Apocrypha were not written before 
the middle of the second century. This means that we are comparing literature 
written during the period 65-105 C.E., with books written during the period 150- 
180 C.E. There is, therefore, more than a century separating the first strata of 
the Gospels and these apocryphal works. This fact vitiates the entire argument 
of Dr. Smith. But apart from this consideration, is there after all such a great 
difference between the apocryphal writings and the Gospels? The story of the 
Star and the Magi, the massacre of the innocents, the dove at the bsptism of 
Jesus, the cursing of the fig-tree, the casting out of the devils at Gadara and the 
imprecations hurled against the Pharisees are the legitimate and natural parents of 
the legends of the Protevanyelium and the Gospel according to Thomas, 

Dr. Smith then essays avother line of argument. He compares the Gospel 
narrative with pagan rivals. After demolishing these unfortunate rivals, he argues 
that the evangelic portraiture ‘stands unique, unrivalled, swi generts . . . . 
proclaiming itself no earth-born dream but a heaven-sent revelation. This is the 
evidence of its historicity—the impossibility of its imagination by the mind of that 
generation” (p. 60). What Dr. Smith fails to do is to remind his readers that the 
four Gospels contradict each other, so that we do not know how any of the events 
set forth reall), happened. We do not know when or where Jesus was born. We 
cannot learn when he died. ‘The Gospels profess to record but a single year of 
his life’s work, and then we are confronted by irreconcilable statements without 
the corroboration of any contemporaneous historical records. If the Gospels 
were a heaven-sent revelation, they would not disagree on every vital point, nor 
would they have borrowed so extensively from the Old Testament records. 
Dr. Smith has a poor case, and he does not improve it by his caricature 
of things Jewish. ' He says that Jewish theology (of the first century O.E.) 
taught ‘that the Messiah would be a miracle-worker, and would thus attest his 
Messiahship. It was on thisaccount that the Pharisees were continually challenging 
Jesus to show them a sign thatthey might believe ” (pp. 40 f.) What is the whole of 
‘the Gospel narrative if not a record of the miracles performed by Jesus? We are 
also informed that “ there was the prevailing conception of God, Jewish and Pagan 
alike, as jealous and vindictive. Whereas the evangelic conception (of God) was 
novel, undreamed of, incredible” (p. 41.). Dr. Smith is entirely mistaken, and 
may yet learn that in the Judaism of the age of Jesus there was a conception of 
God—more gentle, more just and more true than that unfolded in the pages of 
the Gospels. It is very easy to be able to quote (p. 78) classic writers who 
speak of the Jews as “the enemies of the rest of mankind.” Unfortunately, 
similar charges were brought against the early Christians. Dr. Smith believes 
that the Jews were thus designated, “not without justice.” Let us be more 
charitable and refuse to believe the terrible charges brought by the heathens 
against the early Christians. 

There are several other passages which challenge criticism. One more instance 
must suffice. We are asked to believe the following statements: “The Evangelic 
Jesus is independent of. his environment. It is impossible to analyse him and 
distinguish the inflaences which went to the making of him. He is a debtor 

neither to the Jews nor to the Greeks. He is not a child of his age, else he would 
have been, in every particular other than he is. He is the one perfectly original 
and absolutely self-determined life in the history of mankind ” (pp. 85f.). 

Has Dr. Smith forgotten the “driving out of demons,” which we are told by 
sO many commentators proves that Jesus was but a child of his age. Is Jesus not 
a debtor to the Jews? Did he not borrow from their Scriptures and non-canonical 
writings? His parables and the Sermon on the Mount are not his original creation. 
To speak of his life as the “one perfectly original and absolutely self-determined 
life in the history of mankind” when we only know a few incidents in the last 
year of his life—is unfortunate. Dr. Smith has failed to adduce any evidence to 
justify the reliability of the Gospel record of the life of the historic Jesus. :

He 
that is blessed with an artistic power can visit the land of the Pharaohs again and 
again, or can reside beneath the shadow of the ‘‘ Cheops,” and find constantly 
something fresh that is appealing. We are not surprised that Mr. Walter Tyndale, 
whose first volume on Egypt is so well known, has given us another charming 
book of beautiful reproductions of Egyptian scenery and points of interest inter- 
spersed with graphic descriptions of his interesting travels. Such books'as the 
one before us have a double value. They not alone inform us of the wonders of 
the land which to Jews must always be one of particular historic value, but 
they serve to enshrine for future generations Egypt as it is to-day, but as it certainly 
will not be, so to speak, to-morrow. For the hand of “ progress,” plus the jerry- 
builder and the vandal, is doing its work, especially in fashionable Cairo. It is 


to a book like the one Mr. Walter Tyndale has just published that future 
generations will have to turn if they wish to know what Egypt was like in the 


days of its beauty before “ Civilisation ” did its work.

The expedition which he led to the relief of Lieutenant Peary in 
Greenland and his ascent of Mont Pelée while the volcano, which had shortly 
before created such devastation, was still active, will cause him to remain long in 


the minds of his fellow-countrymen and also of others beyond the seas. As to his 
title toa biography, a permanent record of his labours for the information and 
example of mankind, there can be no possible question, and so far as the,chapters 
are concerned which deal with this distinguished American naturalist, whose 
‘premature death was so widely regretted, the author of the present volume needs 
not excuse but thanks. 

Michael Heilprin, the father, was, in his way, perhaps as outstanding a 
personage as his better-known son. Like many another Hungarian Jewish 
scholar, Michael Heilprin took an active part in the abortive revolution of 1843, 
and on its suppression held it necessary to leave his country. An amuesty enabled 
him to return after a short absence, but he had already determined to make one 
of the English-speaking countries his home, and it was not long before he settled 
in the United States. There he acquired a well merited reputation as a writer of 
encyclopwdic knowledge. 

Mr. Heilprin’s knowledge of history was nothing less than an epitome of its 
universal course. ... His command of dates was by tens of thousands. His 
accuracy was equal to his range. He would run his eyes along the pages of a dictionary 
of dates and make corrections by the half dozen or dozen upon every page. The time 
and place of the six hundred battles and engagements of our Civil War were all at his 
tongue’s end. Even Macaulay could not “say his popes,” fearing he might be 
slaughtered with the Innocents; but it may well be doubted if Mr. Heilprin would have 
failed in the attempt he wrote‘the most elaborate historical reviews without a 
particle of special preparation. , 

The foregoing quotation from a contemporary obituary notice illustrates only 
one aspect of this remarkable man. 

Louis Heilprin, the elder of the two sons, was, like his father, an encyclo. 
pxedist, but the vastness and breadth of knowledge was in him even mors remark. 
able than in the case of his father, for he laboured under a disability so severe, 
that a lesser man would have soon succumbed toit. “Owing to the weakness of 
his eyes, which early manifested itself, Louis was never able to read more than a 
few minutes at a time. Until late in life, all his reading, which ranged far and 
wide, and much of his writing, was done for him, generally by his sisters. That 
his memory, excellent by inheritance, was sharpened by the deed of concentrating 
his attention on what was read to him, there can be no donbt, and occasional 
peeps into grammars, for a few minutes at a time, served fo the rapid acquisition 
of the structure of many languages.” 


THE JEW IN CURRENT LITERATURE. 
The Khazars. | 

The conversion of the Khazars, that interesting South Russian nation, to 
Judaism is mentioned prominently by Professor J. B. Bury in his history of tne 
Eastern Roman Empire (Macmillan). He leans to the view of those who hold 
that but a minority of the race adopted Judaism, that is to say, the ruler of the 
nation and the upper classes. The bulk of the nation, Professor Bury holds, : 
remained heathens. The motives which actuated this sensational conversion 
Professor Bury believes to have been political. Kbazaria was so situated in the 
eighth or ninth centuries as to be poised between overwhelming Christian 
and Mohammedan powers. If the Khazars had adopted Christianity 
they would have passed under the spiritual hegemony of the Roman 
Empire. The adoption of Mohammedanism would have had a similar 
result in the other direction. “Judaism was a reputable religion with 
sacred books which both Christian and Mohammedan respected: it 
elevated him above the heathen barbarians, and secured him against the inter- 
ference of Caliph or Emperor.” Therefore the Khazars became Jews. But it 
would seem that if that were the raason for the conversion, it would have 
just as much been justified if the Khazars had remained heathens. After 
considering all the evidence, Prof. Bury «ates the conversion at about 72% 
of the present era. He attributes the considerable Jewish inflaence which 
led to the conversion to the encouragsment given by the rulera of the 
country to Jewish merchants and mentions Tamatarkha in particular as a 
Jewish port. It is somewhat curious that in those days the Jewish merchants of 
Khazaria were the intermediaries between the Russian merchants and their 
ultimate markets in Agia.

Anti-Alienism in Music. , 

From the Jewish point of view, the outstanding feature in Mr. Eroest Ford's 
‘A Short History of Music in England” (Sampson Low), is his prejudice agaiast 
Sir Michael Costa whom he loses no opportunity of belittling. “Thus when Costa 
was at the height of his influence in England, Surely English musical inte ligence 
must have reached its nadir.” In his principal works ‘‘ you may seek for and fail 
to find a redeeming feature. Commonplace in idea, blatant in orchestration, 
theatrical in melody and primitive m contrapuntal effort, theee things were, 
nevertheless, by the artifice of unscrupulous paffing, foistel upon the public as 
works of genius.” The keynote to the whole work is given on the first page. “A 
country that has taken its music at the hands of the foreigner for three centaries 
can scarcely be called musical.” Little more than these quotations, which illus- 
trate Mr. Ford’s manner of criticism, is necessary t> show that the book is not of 
much value. 7 

Cardinal Newman’s Ancestry. 

Mr. Wilfrid Ward, in the official biography of Cardinal Newman (Longmans, 
Green) has given what should be the quietus to the legend of a Jewish ancestry of 
Newman. The latest to give currency to it was Dr. Wijliam Barry, and he, 
when asked for his authority, could refer only to the Encyclopedia Britannica. 
The writer of the article in the latter, whem appealed to, denied that he had ever 
attributed a Jewish ancestry to Newman. All that he had done was to suggest 
that judging by his nose and his name the Cardinal might have been derived from 
Jewish stock, and there the matter rests except that Mr. Ward claims that New- 
man’s nose was Roman rather than Jewish. | 

Sir Robert Morier’s Memoirs. 

The Memoirs and Letters of Sir Robert Morier, for long one of the ablest 
representatives of this country on the Continent have been published by Mr. 
Edward Arnold, and as Sir Robert was for many years Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, at first sight some side-lights on the Russo-Jewish question were expected. 
These Letters and Memoirs, however, do not proceed beyond the year 1876, and 
as Sir Robert went to St. Petersburg in 1885, the expectations must remain 
suspended until further volumes appear. 

_ There are, however, two or three itemsof Jewish interest in the two volumes 
which have already been published. Thus mention is made of the opportunity 
afforded to Morier in 1866, when he was British Minister at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, of protecting the Jews of that city from the ill-treatment of the Prussians. 
Thus we learn that ‘ though there for a shcrt time only, it proved long enough 
for him to be able to join in taking steps to stop the Prussians levying blackmail 
on the Jews of that city—Frankfort having been treated with an untold degree of 
harshness, with a view of terrifying the other free cities of Germany into acquies- 
cence in the conditions of the new Constitution. These measures were unimpor- 
tant enough in themselves, but sufficiently delicate to earn from him the public, 
as well as private approval of Lord Stanley.” Lord Stanley had only jast become 
Foreign Secretary whereat Morier was- exceedingly glad. Without him at the 
Foreign Office he was in fear of the results which might ensue from ‘“‘ Disraeli’s 
Judwo-Semitic solution of cosmic problems.’ Sir Robert Morier does not seem to 
have had much admiration or even respect for Dr. Joseph Wolff, the missionary 
and explorer, the father of Sir Henry Drammond-Wolff, whom he heard preach in 


1849. Frankly he considered him insane, or at any rate he leads hia readers to 
believe so.

The accusation, it 1s 
pointed out, is an a legation of the admission by the offending Jews of all that is 
claimed by devout Christians for these sacred emblems. “ For one cannot imagine 
sacrilege without faith, and the Jew who stabbed the sacred host, by doing so 
rendered a sincere homage to the truth of substantiation.’’ In this strange yet 
attractive narrative, one Jew, Mosaide, a cabbalist, alleged to be a hundred 
and thirty years or thereabouts, appears, but Mosaide, like the story in which he 
appears, is not meant to be taken seriously.

- drawn with much skill a Jewess of a fairly uncommon tvpe. There is certainly 
- something bizarre in the type of Tamar Scott, dealer in antique jewellery, etc., a 

real lover of jewels and curios, with knowledge and business address, but always 
stimulated by any prospect of plunder, not only for the sake of accumulating 
money easily, bat also for the enjoyment of the scheming involved in securing the 
lander. 
of driving a bargain and acquiring money is due to her race, she is much to be 
admired since she is willing to give her money and employ her brains, and the very 
best of herself, for love’s sake. Curiously enongh a young cleric of lofty ideals is 
made responsible for some of the best deeds of Tamar, who is constantly sending 
cheques, sometimes perhaps in the natare of conscience money, for the rebuilding 
of the clergyman’s much dilapidated church. There does not, however, seem to 
be any idea of Christianity triumphing over Judaism in spite of this, for Tamar is 
merely insisted on asa Jewess without anything being shown of her faith. Miss 
Beatrice Harraden has the gift of, portraiture, and Tamar stands out clear cut and 
incisive, commanding affection and interest in all she does.

HEBREW AND BABYLONIAN LAW, 


DR. JOHNS'S SCHWEICH LECTURES. 


The Rev. C. H. W. Johns, Litt.D., Master of St. Catharine’s College, Cam. 
bridge, concluded last week this year’s course of the Schweich lectures on 
“ Biblical Archmology ” before the British Academy, which he has delivered to 
large audiences in the Theaire, Burlington Gardens, the subject being “ The 
Laws of Israel and Babylon.” ‘The lecturer, in the course of his address, observed 
that oflate years the “incomparable value” of the laws of Moses had been sub- 
mitted to the comparative method, especially since 1902, when occurred the dis- 
covery of the Code of Hammurabi. An extensive literatare had grown up around 
this code, explaining it, illustrating it from contemporary practice as well as from 
other areas of comparative law. For the most part this is extremely sound work. 
Much has also been written on the comparison of the Jaws of Israel in Babylonia. 
Great difficulty, however, there arises from the various critical theories of the 
composition of the Booke of Moses and the date of the different documents 
embodied in them. Bat the general consensus of the modera scholars affords & 
grouping which must be respected. Toe resalt appears to be that in certain 
features the laws of Israel grew ever more like those of Babylon. Ye! 
the Babylonians themselves did not conquer Jaiws till very late ia Israel's 
history. Accordingly it was suggested that the growth of likeness to Babylonian 
law was due to assimilation to the laws of Canaan, which, whether derived from 
Babylon or from some common stock, mast clearly have been closely akin to 


Babylonian law. 
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THE GOMPERZ FAMILY. 


To the Editor.—(From Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, Cincinnati, 0.) 


SIR,—In the remarks on this distinguished family, published in your issue of 
September 6th, on the occasion of the death of Professor Theodore Gomperz, of 
Vienna, there are found some errors and inaccuracies which might just as well be 
corrected according to the Talmudic principle (Berakot 30a): “‘ As long as you can 
be good you shall not be bad.” First of all, it is not correct to say: ‘when the 


Jews of Bohemia and Moravia were threatened with expuision in 1745 he 
(Benedictus Levi Gomperz) was able to secure the abandonment of the design.” 
Gomperz was indeed very active in the affair, especially through his influence with 
the Staaten General which instructed their Minister to Vienna. Baron Dove 
Burmania, to intercede on behalf of the Jews with Empress Maria Theresa, but he 
was not the only one to work on their behalf. You surely ought not to deprive the 
English Jews of their share of the merit. Through their intercession with King 
George II. the English Minister to Vienna, Sir Thomas Robinson, was instructed 
to use his best offices on behalf of the unfortunate people. The 
most active man in this noble work, Aaron Franks, is one of 
“the righteous who were forgotten in the city.” His name occurs 
neither in the Jewish Encyclopedia, nor even in the list of ‘ Anglo- 
Jewish celebrities” in the Jewish Year Book, while his co-worker, Moses Hart, 
was more fortunate. Besides these men, the Hamburg Senate, the King of 
Denmark, the King of Poland, the Kurfuerst (Archbishop) of Mayence, and even 
the Pope interceded for the Jews, and yet the Empress, when she, in 1748, repealed 
or rather suspended the order—for she granted them only ten “ Recessjahre ”"—it 
was done, because her own “States demanded it.” Sir Thomas Robinson says 
expressly in his reports (Monatsschrift fiir Geschichte und Wissenschaft des 
Judentums, vol. 44, p. 177 et seq., 1900) that the Empress, very jealous of her 


sovereignty, resented any attempt to meddle with internal affairs of her Empire. | 


From this it is evident that your statement about the influence of Benedict 


' Gomperz is a considerable exaggeration of the facts. 


Nor is it correct, in spite of the statement in the Jewish Encyclopedia, 
vi., 44, that the first of the family to settle in Bruenn was Theodore Gomperz, 
who ‘at first held a Government appointment, but afterwards retired to devote 
himself to commerce,” and that his “ business afterwards passed into the hands 
of his two sons.’’ It is needless to say that a Jew could not hold a regular office 
under the Government in Austria before 1848. Lion (not Theodore) Gomperz, or 
as he is occasionally called, Loewel Baruch, i.e., Loeb, the son of Baruch, came 
to Bruenn as ‘‘K. K Tabaksgefaelledirektor,’’ which means farmer of the tobacco 
monopoly, still existing in Austria, either fora district or the province. In this 
business Jews were always prominently interested, and in Austria it was prac- 
tically created by your countryman, Baron Moses d’Aguilar, originally a Spanish 
Maranno, who also interested himself on behalf of the Bohemian Jews. It was 
very likely through such great financiers that many Jews were employed in the 
sub-contracts. The position of Lion Gomperz is called by Kaufmann (Die Familie 


Gomperz, p. 392. Frankfurt a/Main 1907) “ eine bescheidene Stellung.’’ Accord- 


ing to the same source Lion Gomperz, when he retired from this position, received 
&@ small pension and therefore was not the founder of the business which was con- 
ducted by: his son (not sons) Philip, nor of the woollen mill, started by his, 
Philip’s, brother-in-law and father-in-law—-he had married his niece—Lazar 
Auspitz, and which, conducted by his son Julius, exists probably still to-day under 
the name of L. Auspitz, Enkel.. In order to make the history clear, I shall give 
the pedigree according to the excellent work, above quoted, begun by David Kanuf- 
mann and completed after his death by Max Frendenthal. | 

The first Gomperz of whom we have any record is “Salomon Jud,” who 
received in 1600 from the last Duke of Juelich-Cleve the right of residence 
in the city of Emmerich. His Hebrew name was Solomon, son of Mordecai 
Gumprecht—the name Gumprecht, “happy in battle,” is one of the. many 
German names adopted by the Jews in Middie Ages—and therefore he called him- 
self officially Marcus Gomperts. His son, Mordecai Gumpel, or Gumprecht, 
who die. October 9th, 1664, lived in Cleve, and, according to the custom of those 
days, being the leader of the Jews living in the district, was called “ Landes- 
rabbiner,” although he was a banker, yet at the same time a Talrnudic scholar, 
as was his son, Joshua Feibelman, who returned to Emmerich, and died there 
January 14th, 1675. The latter’s son, Judah Loeb, also called Landesrabbiner, 
lived again in Cleve, where he died September 24th, 1728. Loeb’s son, Benedict 
(Baruch), is the famous banker, who died April 29th, 1754, established himself at 
Nijmegen, and was, indeed, the prominent financier and advocate of the Jews you 
described him. Less successful in business was evidently his son, Judah Loeb or 
Lion Gomperz, who, through the influence of his wealthy Vienna relatives—the 
family was like other prominent Jewish families connected by “ Shidduchim ” with 
the Oppenheimers, Wertheimers, Arnsteins, etc. —secured modest position with 
the administration of the tobacco monopoly in Bruenn, at that time closed to the 
Jews with only such rare exceptions. There he died, nearly a hundred years old, 
December 4th, 1811, and was buried in the neighbouring town of Kanitz, as the 
Jews were not permitted to have a cemetery in Bruenn from their expulsion in 
1454 until 1853. Loeb’s son, Philip, or Joshua Feibelman, named after his great- 
grandfather, entered the banking business, and was very successful, as the chronic 
financial crisis of Austria which culminated in the bankruptcy of the state in 1811, 
gave to the Jewish financial houses of Vienna, of which Arnstein and Eskels, related 
to the Gomperz’s, were the leaders, great scope for their operations. By old people I 
was told that the real success of the house came only in 1854, when Austria issued 
the “ freiwilliges Nationalanlehen,” which meant that every taxpayer had to buy 


@ certain amount of bonds, and was practically a partial confiscation of 


roperty. As very many people could not afford to hold these bonds, 
thew sold them at sa price; the small Jewish country merchants bought them 
and took them to “ Feiwel” Gomperz’s bank in Bruenn, which, being part of a 
syndicate, could hold them until better times began for Austria. Philip Gomperz 
died at Bruenn, July 30th, 1857, and was buried, the first of the family, in the 


- new cemetery of the congregation, which was. inaugurated by the interment of bis 


father-in-law, Lazar Auspitz. Of his sons, the oldest, Max, born March Ist, 1882, 
still survives. He was for fifty years President of the “ Oesterreichische Creditan- 
atalt,” of Vienna, perhaps the leading banking institute of Austria. Julius, 
named after his grandfather, Judah Loeb, died in his eighty-sixth year, February 
2lst, 1909. He was, as already stated, head of the woollen mill, established by 


- his grandfather, Lazar Auspitz, but very active in politics, entering the Diet of 


Moravia in 1861, the Reichsrat in 1873, the House of Lords in 1893. Some fifteen 
years previously, he and his brother, May, were ennobled. Jalius von Gomperz 
was also active in Jewish communal affairs, being for many years President of the 
Jewish Congregation of Bruenn and of the Board of Trustees, having in charge 
the fund, owned by the Jewry of Moravia, ” Landesmassafond. Theodore, the 
third brother, chose a scientific career. In 1900, he joined his brother as member 
of the Austrian “ Herrenbaus.”

LONDON ZIONIST LEAGUE. 


INTERESTING DISCUSSION. 


[COMMUNICATED. 
A drawing-room meeting, on behalf of the Zionist League, took place at the 
house of Dr. and Mrs. Mélamed, “ Moriah,” The Ridgway, Golder’s Green, on 


Saturday evening. The meeting was largely attended by non-Zionists. Mr. B, 
GRAD presided. | 


Dr. §. DAICHES, he President of the League, in his opening address, 
developed the principal aspects of Zionism, and laid stress upon the spiritual and 
idealistic side of the Zionist conception. Referring to the present Balkan War, he 
showei how all Earope was now likely to be Christianised, the only non-Christian 
body remaining in Earope being the Jews. As a natural outcome of this state of 
affairs, the Christian nations were anxious to overcome Judaism, the sole non- 
Christian body in their midst. He went on to show how Judaism is oppressed 
and persecuted by Christian nations, and concladed by saying that if che Jewish 
people is to continue to exist under normal conditions it must create a political 
and spiritusl ceotre in Palestine, where it could live independently. 

Mr. HARRY SACHER, who followed, refatad very ably toe arguments of the 
assimilante, and demonstrated the national! unity of the Jewish people. He 
argued that even t10se Jews who profess to be Eaglishmen of the Jewish per- 
suasion were none the less national Jews in practice, and that they were only 


contradicting themselves when they contended that there was only a religious unity , 


among Jews. 

Dr. 5. M. MELAMED pointed ont the political and material aspect of Zionism, 
and dismissed the spiritual and religious basis, maintaining that they were merely 
subsidiary considerations in Zionism. The Jewish people, be said, would be 
oppressed and persecuted as long as there did not exist a Jewish political centre 
in Palestine, which alone would raise the status of the Jews all over the world. 

Mr. LEON SIMON laid more emphasis on the pure!y spiritaal and intellectual 
aspect of Zionism, confirming again his loyal adherence to the school of thought of 
Achad Ha’am. 

Mr. GRAD, Mes. LIEBSTER, Mr. ZIMAN, and Mr. VIVIAN GASTER also spoke 
emphasising the political and material foundations of Zionism. The audicace was 
much interested in the discussion, and a number of new members, many 
for the first time enrolling themselves as Zionists, joined the London Zionist 


League. 
. JEWISH NATIONAL FUND.

A special Conference, convened by the Jewish National Fund Commision for 
England, was held on Saoday, at 4, Falbourne Sireet, Whitechapel. Mr. J. D. 
Jacobs (Chairman of the Commission) presided, and explained that the Conference 
had been called for the purpose of making arrangements for a Jewish National 
Fund Day for the United Kingdom on Sanday, the tth day Chanucah (Dac. Sih). 

Mr. E. W. RABBINOWICZ gave a review of the history, progress, and achieve- 
ments of the National Fund. The Jewish National I'and was now more than 
ever in need of support, as large sums were needed for the Jews from Yemen, 
who were settliog in Palestine in large numbers. These Yemenites were excellent 
colonists, and instead of being Luftmenschen they were used to hard work, and 
could, therefore, compete with the Arab labourers. H»ases were wanted for the 
Yemenites, and these were beiog built by the Jewish National Fund. 


The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM pointed out how littie was doae by Eagland for . 


the National Fund, and he urged that a determined effort shoall b3 mada on 
December 8th, to make record collections, which shoald realise a sub:tantial sum. 

Various suggestidns were made, and it was resolved that street aad synagogue 
collections should b3 made on that day. Aa appeal will ba seat to the Presidents 
of the synagogues, asking them to allow offerings for the Faad to be made on the 
Sabbath of Chanucah, and also to allo v collections to be made in the synagogues 
on Sunday, the 8th of Dacember. About twenty of those present expressed their 
readiness to act as hon. collectors on the Jewish National Fund Day. 

It was arranged that another meeting should be held on Wadnesday, Daecembar 
4th, at 4, Falboarne Street, in order to make the fiaal arrangements.

| He was a little Jewish boy living in the North of London. Coming home 
from school one afternoon last week, he confided to a willing listener some scraps 
of information such as every schoolboy loves to impart. He criticised.his master, 
landed his school captain, and sounded the praises of his football team. “And, 
of course,” he said, ‘we Jewish boys are let off much earlier on Friday when 
Shobbos ‘ comes in’ before school is over.”

ry J letter reiterates, “ where are the mothers?” Let me tell you. One has taken the 
i Oe younger ones to the moving pictures, and another has met her daughter to join her 
ee in a shopping expedition. One has gone to the music-hall, and yet another joins 


the crowd of ‘‘ pittites” at the doors of a West End theatre. This isall very true 
and very disconcerting. The Children of the Ghetto are in need of the guidance of 
a strong personality, one who can prove to them what a beautiful heritage they are 
gradually disregarding, thrusting aside for such empty pleasures as might well be 
deferred just twenty-four hours. 


One Jewish speaker at least—a member, by the way, of the militant, window- 
breaking, letter-destroying party—was represented at a recent suffrage demon- 
stration ir the East End. Her appearance gave us a fair idea of the kind of 
rhetoric to be expected of those of our sisters-in-faith who imagine they want the 
vote. It is understood that in the event of a by-election being found necessary in 
Whitechapel the suffragist element will be represented in full force, and there is, 
moreover, every indication that the services of Jewish speakers will be enlisted 
for the education of the East End electorate in the needs of the hour. From my 
own experience of Jewish political audiences in Whitechapel, I doubt very much 
whether thege ladies will secure much of a hearing. The Ghetto bas an old- 
fashioned dislike for the emancipated woman, and cannot be made to realise that 
there are ladies who revolt at the idea that the place of woman is her own home. 
_ It can safely be forecasted that the ‘“ woman’s rights” question will not influence 
pro on of Whitechapel one way or the other, Jewish propagandists notwith- 
ing. 


So we must take the Vienna “ wurst” and the toothsome “salami” on suffer- 
ance. The Shechita Board iterates its non-liability for the kashruth of these 
articles of continental origin, and the purchaser must rely on the integrity of the 
importer and the inviolability of the kosher seal. Personally, the unattractive- 
ness of these articles of consumption is emphasised by their appearance after a 
little exposure to the London atmosphere, and he needs be a bold epicure who 
would sample some of the mysterious compounds that find their 
way into the café windows. There is no reason why, with a little 
enterprise, some of our kosher butchers should not endeavour to cater for. 
this demand. Barnett’s adopted the idea some time ago, importing an expert chef 
for the purpose. Jewish butchers have now an association of their own, and 
perhaps—if they bave an eye to profits, as we suspect they have—they might 
care to work the idea on the co-operative principle, and so save Anglo-Jewry from 
the likelihood of having imposed upon them foodstuffs from afar that are not quite 
what they seem. The experiment really merits a trial. It may possibly not prove 
successful at the outset, but the buichera should look on the bright side of the 
question, and not on the “ wurst.” 
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Everybody has been discussing with greater or less warmth the findings of 
the Royal Commission on Divorce and Matrimonial Causes, a document that has 
agitated the social edifice to its very foundations. But nobody seems to have 
troubled overmuch about the all-important question of removing the root causes of 
divorce. It is here that one calls to mind that unique institution, “ The Domestic 
Relations Court,” which has been established in New York through the advocacy 
of a gifted coreligionist, and which has done so much to lighten the work of the 


American Courts and repair the breach between many an ill-assorted couple. 
Mr. Bernard Rabbino is a lawyer, he is likewise a close student of human nature, 
and it occurred to him thata little personal mediation between cantankerous Jewish 
husbands and petulant wives would prevent many a permanent separation, obviate. 
the publicity of the Courts, and introduce harmony where it never existed before. 


And so the Domestic Relations Court came into being, and homes that were in 
peril of being broken up, families that threatened to become disunited and husbands 
and wives who intended to cut the Gordian knot—all these social ills have, in most 
cases, found satisfactory readjustment without publicity, without fee, and without 
loss of self-respect. This reminds me that there is a great deal of good sense in 
Mr. Will Crooks’s recently-quoted maxims which, if widely observed, should help 
the wheels of home life to ran more smoothly. Says this cheery legislator “ Never 
take the tronbles of the shop home; ” “Don’t attempt to argue when you're 
tired; ” ‘“ Have a cheery word for the wife; ” “Share the responsibilities of the 
home ; " and “If you are going to be master in your own house don’t tell anyone 
about it.” Asa nation we are very fond of referring to the loving care we bestow 
on our womenkind, but it’s the unconsidered trifles that count, and the hon. 
member for Woolwich has the situation ina nutshell. |

INSTRUCTION IN DOMESTIC ECONOMY 
FOR ELEMENTARY SCHOOL-GIRLS.

To the Editor.— {From Mrs. A. LIN DO HENRY, 14, Fordwych Road, Brondes- 
bury, N.W. | | 


Sir,—It would surely be a step in the right direction if other managers of 
Jewish non-provided schools would try to follow Stepney’s lead, and induce the — 
London County Council to allow them also to organise a “ half-time” scheme of 
instruction in domestic economy in connection with their schools. It is much 
more important that poor girls, from 134 to 144 years of age, should receive 
thorough instruction in cookery, laundry-work, dress-making, needlework, and 
hygiene, than that they should continue the ordinary curriculum. Even if they 
do not eventually marry and have their own homes the instruction would enable 
them to help their mothers, both in the work of the home and in the care of the 
younger children. Also, some of them might thus acquire a taste for domesticity, 
and might train as children’s nurses, sick-nurses, cooks, or laundry-maids, all 
useful, honourable, and well-paid posts, which Jewesses have somewhat neglected 
hitherto. The lack of Jewish girls willing to train as sick-nurses, and their 
unreasoning dislike for domestic service are constantly deplored. If they could be 
taught to recognise the dignity of well-formed work, however lowly, and if the 
scheme of instruction outlined by the Stepney Jewish School were to become 
general in our elementary and secondary schools, a difference in outlook would 
gradually appear. .

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JEWISH SHOPKEEPERS'’ ASSOCIATION. 


MR. ISIDORE SALMON, L.C.C., AND THE SHOPS ACT. 


Under the auspices of the East London Jewish Shopkeepers’ Association Mr. Isidore 


Salmon, L.C.C., last Monday night delivered an address in the Vestry Hall, 


Minories, on the work of the London County Council (of which body he has been a 
member for over six years). There was a good attendance of shopkeepers, and the Chair 
was occupied by Mr. Salmon’s colleagne on the Council, Mr. David Davis. 

In introducing the lecturer the CHAIRMAN referred to Mr. Salmon as one of the 
most conscientions and hardworking members of the London County Council who 
devoted a great deal of his time to public work, and who, as Chairman of the Stores 
Committee and the Establishment, Gomuaieas had proved himself invaluable to that 
great public administrative body. 7 

Mr. SALMON dealt with his subject in a most interesting Fe Ay Hep manner, and 
conveyed to his hearers an excellent idea of the work that falls to the lot of the London 
County Council. The administration of London, he said, was no child's play, and the 
vastness of the issnes involved called for the wisest statesmanship, the keenest per- 
ception and the purest principles that could be brought to bear upon them. 

Mr. G. B. Moses moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Salmon. 

Mr. Harry BARNETT, President of the Association, in seconding, referred to the 
hardships entailed by the Shops Act on Jewish traders. Jewish shopkeepers kept their 
Sabbath, and in addition to closing shops on that day they were obliged to close down on 
Sunday. That Act pressed exceedingly hard upon them. The London County Council 
were about to divide London in certain definite areas for the administration of the Act, 


and he trusted that that body would bear in mind the peculiar position of the East End 


Jewish trader. The Association looked to men like Mr. Salmon and Mr. David Davis, 
in every respect Jewish members of the London County Council, to champion the 
interests of their poorer coreligionists. 
The motion was carried unanimonsly. 
Mr. SALMON, in reply, said he very much sympathised with the observations made 
by Mr. Barnett with regard to the Shops Act. He would like to give them to understand 
that the Cvuncil were not the framers of the Act; they were the administrators. But 


he thonght it would serve a good purpose, if the Association were to approach the Public. 


Central Committee of the London County Council and lay the position of the Jewish 
trader before them. ‘I'he orthodox Jew who desired to close his shop on Friday evening 
till Saturday evening, should not be perfalised by being obliged to close on another day. 
Personally, he was quite prepared to support the Jewish case in open Council, especially 
as he understood from Mr. Harnett that the shop assistants would not suffer as the 
result of exemption under the Act. Mr. Salmon, in conclusion, expressed the pleasure 
he felt in coming among them. , 

On the motion of Mr. L. E. WHITE (who suggested that the name of the Associa- 


_ion should be altered to the ‘‘ London Jewish Shopkeepers’ Association, ’) seconded by 


Mr. Il. MoNNICKENDAM, thanks were accorded the Chairman.

NORTH LONDON GROCERY RELIEF FUND. 


INAUGURAL DISTRIBUTION. 


Yesterday week, as we stated briefly in our last issne, this season's distributions 
of the North London Grocery Relief Fand were inaugurated at the New King’s Hall, 
Commercial Road, by Sir Charles Henry, M.P., who was accompanied by Lady Henry. 

A prayer was offered up by the Rev. Walter Levin. 


In his openingaddress, Sir CHARLES said that the first thing thatstruck him was that 
the title of the Charity did not do it justice. He himself, though knowing the amount 
of good it did, had even thought that the work of the Charity was confined to only one 
district of London, and was surprised and gratified to find that it embraced not only all 
parts of the metropolis, but all creeds. He also thonght from the title that only 
ordinary groceries were distributed, but found that the poor received ths most necessary 
articles of food as well, and alao a most important article—soap—in fact enough to last 
them the greater part of the week. He congratulated Mrs. Herman Tuck and her lady 
assistants most heartily on their able administration, and in asking the charitable to 
come forward with their help wished the Fund continued success. 


Mrs. Herman Tuck welcomed Sir Charles Henry, and thanked him for presiding, 
and for the references he had made to the work of the Society. She also welcomed 
Lady Henry, who by her presence had given them a most pleasant surprise. Proceeding, 
she said she was delighted to see so many subscribers present. Although last year they 
were enabled to distribute 9,842 parcels of grocery, yet, with an increased exchequer, 
they could still farther dispel the clouds of misery in many an impoverished home, and 
provide the necessaries of life to scores of their unfortunate coreligionists who were 
unable to make provision for themselves. If only each subscriber could induce but one 
friend also to become a contributor to the Fund, they would be enabled thereby to 
relieve double the amount of misery and want. Mrs. Tuck referred t» their new 


distributing centre, and said that, although their present premises might be more 


commodious, she was sorry to add that they wonld entail addition expense. 
Alluding to the financial side of the Fund, Mrs. Tuck said that last season they had 
received £100 from the trustees of the late Mrs. Charlotte Barnato, through the mediun:

MUSIC OF THE WEEK. 


The concert-fare that was provided within the last week was of such a 
varied and interesting character that even the most fastidious found much in the 
concert programmes palatable and to their taste. 


Perhaps one of the most interesting events of the week was the annual benefit 
concert that was arranged on behalf of Mr. Robert Newman on Monday at 
Queen’s Hall. The large and enthusiastic audience was a pleasing testimony to 
one who bas done so much in the service of musical art. It is to him that the 
musical public owe the Promenade Concerts, which each year become more 
popular, the Sunday Afternoon Concerts, and the Symphony Concerts. Mr. New- 
man’s excellent arrangements for those concerts for many years have made 
(neen’s Hall the Mecca of all who derive pleasure from listening to music under 
the most favourable conditions. It was pleasing to notice that the community 
were not behindhand in showing their appreciation of Mr. Newman’s services. 


Two interesting functions have been held at which the young people were 
We refer to the successful pupils’ rectitals organised by Miss 
Azulay and Miss Matilda Ellis, and the excellent account which the pupils gave of 
themselves reflects the greatest credit on two ladies who are now regarded as 
being in the forefront of their profession. | 


The successful conclusion of the Brighton Musical Festival also deserves 


mention. 
- SOME CONCERT NOTICES. 


The joint recital given at Queen’s Hall on Wednesday week by Mme. Carreno 
and Herr Wilhelm Backhaus, was a memorable one, not only as the first recital 
of the kind given by two pianists of such established eminence. It was memorable 
also from an artistic standpoint, for the two artists seemed to inspire one another 
with an enthusiasm which appeared to draw from both when playing together 
qualities that did not appear in the solo-playing of either. The ensemble maintained 
by both artists was admirable, but could not prevent the hearer from distin- 
guishing the unusual power and breadth of Herr Backhaus’ style and the more 
than ordinary freshness and spontaneity of Mme. Carreno’s playing. 


Another pianoforte recital of exceptional interest was that of Mr. Harold Bauer 
at Bechstein Hall on Thursday week, for which he had arranged a programme 
drawn entirely from Bach’s Preludes and Fugues for “ well-tempered Clavier” 
and the Sonatas of Beethoven. Such a scheme is, indeed, a feast for the lofty- 
minded, of whom a goodly number gathered to enjoy it, yet it has the dis- 
advantage of appealing to narrower circle of concert-goers than do. most of 
Mr. Bauer’s programmes, besides showing but one or two sides of the artistic 
character of the most versatile and powerful pianists of the day. Of the quality 
of Mr. Bauer’s interpretations, there is little need for criticism, his playing being 
invariably in keen sympathy with the spirit of the composer, graphic in phrasing 
yet delicate in contrast and gradation of tone. 


The Brighton Musical Festival, which came to a successful conclusion on 
Saturday, has been marked throughout with a measure of appreciation that must 
be due not only to the excellence of the artists engaged, who included Miss Muriel 
Foster, Miss Alice Lakin, Mr. Max WDarewski, Miss Carrie Tubb, Miss Mary 
Leighton, Mr. Thorpe Bates, and Mr. Herbert Heyner, but also to the cultured 
musical taste which the almost incessant high-class orchestral concerts 
conducted by Mr. H. Lyell-Tayler have inculcated. As one of the chief 
conductors Mr. lLyell-Taylers work was most heartily appreciated, 
and he received a presentation from the choir at the close of the Festival. 
Other famous conductors included Sir Alexander Mackenzie and Mr. Edward 
German, and amongst the chief works played were Sir Edward Elgar’s “ We are 
Music-makers,” Saint-Saéns’ “Samson et Dalilah,” Strauss’s “ Till Ealenspiegel,” . 
several famous Wagner excerpts, a concert-form of Bizet’s “Carmen,” and 
Coleridge-Taylor’s “ Tale of Old Japan,” which was particularly successful. 


There were two outstanding features at the Symphony Concert at the Queen’s 
Hall, on Saturday. The first was Schubert’s delightful 7th Symphony in C, 
The Symphony is long bat it. provides 
such a feast of melody that one would not have it shortened by a single bar. 
Melody succeeds melody, each giving a new sense of delight to the hearer. The 
exquisite second movement appeals by its teader beauty, while the Finale, with its 
sheer joie de vivre, gives a sense of invigorating freshness. The whole work was 
admirably played by the orchestra. The other notable featare was Beethoven's 
“Emperor” Concerto for pianoforte and orchestra, in which the soloist was Mr. 
Eugen D’Albert, whose playing was marked by wonderful _ restraint. 
A povelty was provided by the first performance of Max Regar’s 
“Kine Lustspiel Ouverture.” The work exhibits all Max Reger’s cleverness in 
orcbestration, but the hearer obtains the impression that the composer has been 
obliged to cover up his lack of inspiration by a display of his technical ability. 


At Bechstein Hall, on Monday, the Cherniavaky Trio gave their farewell 
recital, prior to their three years’ tour of the world, a large undertaking, which 
speaks well for the success of their previous tours. The brothers, Leo, Jan, and 
Mischel, violinist, pianist, and ’cellist respectively, have been familiar for some 
years as gifted young players, whose musical development, though full of promise, 
was not yet completed; but this stage they have now left behind, having become 
artists of distinct individuality and no small experience. Each contributed solos, 
as well as co-operating in ensembie music of Beethoven and Mendelssohn, and each 
displayed in more finished manner the qualities which had distinguished their 


playing as children. 


Another popular Trio gave an interesting programme of Chamber music on 
Monday evening at Aolian Hall. This was the London Trio, who are to be con- 
gratulated on having secured the services of M. Louis Pecszai as their new violinist, 
for be at once revealed decided capabilities for the position. An enjoyable 
rendering was secured of Schumavn’s bevautiful Trio in D major, in which. Mme. 
Amina Goodwin at the piano and Whitehouse at the ’cello maintained an excellent 
balance, and all three, a perfect unanimity of expression. The vocalist was Mr. 
Mostyn Bell, the accompanists including Miss Mabel Moss, Mr. Adolph Mann and 


Mr. Jervis Read. 


At the Queen’s Hall on Tuesday Mr. Fritz Scavenius gave a pianoforte recital 
and was assisted by Miss Ellen Mau, vocalist. The programme. included Beet- 
hoven’s E flat Sonata, a group of lyrics, etc., of Grieg, Chopin’s Polonaise in A 
flat major. Mr. Scavenius has a very fine technique, and perhaps it is his very 
fluency which makes him mar his performance by such defects as inaccuracy and 
lack of phrasing. The Polonaise in A flat major of Chopin, which brought the 
concert to a conclusion was especially riddled with wrong notes, and the scherzo | 
and finale of Beethoven frequently degenerated into a scramble. Miss Mau was 
nervous, consequently her rendering of Saint-Saéns’ ‘“ Mon cour s’ouvre A te 
voix” was disappointing. She sang better in the Danish songs by Grieg, possibly 
because the words of these were in her original tongue. Mr. Richard Epstein 
accompanied. 
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Her performance of Rubinstein’s Valse Caprice called forth much applause. Miss 
Sutherland is playing at Queen’s Hall next Tuesday. : 


Mise Alice Liebman (Mrs. 8. Einstein, of Cardiff), the well-known violinist, 
was playing in Glasgow last week at the Pavilion, where Madame. Sarah 
Bernhardt was performing. At the conclusion of her brilliant violin solos one 
evening, Madame Bernhardt was so delighted that she enthusiastically embraced 
Miss Liebman and congratulated her on her wonderful playing. 

INTERESTING PUPILS’ RECITALS. 

Miss Gertrude Azolay’s pupils’ pianoforte recital at Steinway Hall on Wednes” 
day week, included much that was musically enjoyable, as well as serving to dis- 
play the progress made by pupils in various stages of artistic development, which 
is the first aim of pupils’ recitals. Prizes awarded annually for improvement in 
performance were won by Miss Trixie Moses, who played Mostkowski’s 
Polonaise with grace and spirit, and by Master Ernest Benjamin, a 
talented player, who was heard in a Sonatina by Berens. The 
inclusion of Dvorik’s Slavonic Dances for two pianofortes (8 hands), was an 
excellent idea, for the works are of exceptional interest and spirit, They were 
performed by Miss Ella Solomon, Miss Sophie Pinto, Miss Doris Epstein and 
Miss Joan Mamelsdorf, assisted by Miss Azulay herself, the Dances being played 
in two groups at the opening and conclusion of the programme. Of the advanced 
players, Miss Ella Solomon, who rendered the first movement of Beethoven’s 
Sonata Up. 2 (No. 3), with authority and distinction of style, Miss Beatrix Rosen- 
feld, in a spontaneous and facile performance of Mendelssohn’s Andante and Rondo 
Capriccioso, Miss Doris Epstein, Miss Joan Mamelsdorf, Miss Maud Gudgeon and 
Master Vivian Moses were most successful. Other pupils of excellent promise 
included Miss Nettie Hart, Miss Marjorie Bolt and Miss Barbara Davis. Variation 
to the programme was provided by Mr. Bevington Rosse, who sang two new songs 
in MS. by Mr. Richard Levitt, one of which, entitled ‘‘ Come not when I am 
Dead,” proved of unusual originality and artistic effect. In the interval, Miss 
Azulay was presented with a handsome bouquet and dressing-case with silver 
fittings, as a token of her pupils’ esteem and affection. : 


At Hampstead Conservatoire on Saturday evening Miss Matilda Ellis gavea 
pupils’ dramatic recital with admirable results. The audience was numerous and 
its enjoyment only rivalled by that of the young performers who showed every 
sign of intense enthusiasm for their work aswell as skilfal training. The pro- 
gramme had been carefully arranged with regard to contrast and suitability to the 
varied talents of the pupils, many of whom showed great versatility and dramatic 
instinct. Some of the best performances were achieved by students remembered 
to have been equally successful in parts of a very different character 
at the last recital. These included Miss Trixie Moses as ()ueen 
Catherine in a sceve from “Henry the Ejightb,” Miss Edith Wattson 
as Sidney Carton in a scene from “The Tale of Two Cities,” Mies 
Ruby Greenop and the little Misses Iris and Vera Abelson, in an amusing 
country duologue, called “The Geese.” Miss Wattson has, however, already 
obtained criticism as a professional reciter, and her presence at a pupils’ function 
is merely complimentary. Of the younger pupils, whose ages ranged from about 
nine to fifteen years, really good work was done by the Misses Theresa Esterman, 
Edna Fraser, Ethel Seymour and Beatrice Fraser in a playlet entitled “ Curly- 
locks,” Miss Phyllis Moses, Miss Ella Davies, and Miss Pearl Greenop in mono- 
logues, Miss Hannah Gluckstein, a talented young reciter who delivered the words 
of Cardinal Wolsey with impressive dignity, Masters Roy Klean and Geoffrey

This concert, including as it would the best of Jewish talent, should provide a really 
excellent Cn eager and admission could be charged for at varying prices. Thus, a 
considerable sum of money would be obtained, which could go to some charity, such as, 
for instance, the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, which is 
making sucha deserving appeal just now. IF unds for prizes or certificates could well be 
provided for from entrance fees*which the competitors should pay. 

Thus, Sir, would a grand feeling of fellowship and good comradeship, of friendly 
rivalry and excellent encouragement be seoused and fostered amongst the numerous 
entertaining societies that exiet, without, Sir, amalgamating these societies. This com- 
petition. would tend to improve the standard of concert parties; it would bring to 
notice all the really good talent that exists and in some cases is quite hidden; and, 
above all, Charity would find here a great and beneficial assistance.

Athletics at the Old Castle Street School. 


For all-round athletic prowess, Old Castle Street School, we believe, must 
hold an exceptionally high position among the elementary schools in the metropolis, 
judging from the list of its successes given below. In the many athletic competi- 
tions the school engaged in in the past year it met with conspicuous success, and 
the girls and boys between them managed to secure no less than seven cups, 
besides many other trophies, within the course of twelve months.

Jewish Schoolboy Champion Swimmer. 


We have been able on more than one occasion to record the individual success 
in various forms of sports of Jewish boys and the honour and glory they briog 
upon their respective schools. The recent annual swimming gala of the Blackpool 
elementary schocls again affords us an opportunity of chronicling the prowess of 
one or two young coreligionists, who among their school-mates are now regarded 
as heroes. The champion boy swimmer at the afore-mentioned gala was adjudged 
to be Master I. Crystal, of the Adelaide Street Council School, who carried off 


_ geveral prizes ‘at the competitions and enabled his school to gain the Read 


Challenge Shield, which was oifered for the squadron championship. It is 
interesting to note also that another member of this champion squadron was A. 
Crystal, a younger brother of the champion swimmer. Master I. Crystal was 
awarded the coveted Heap Cup; he came first in the three lengths for boys 
between thirteen and fourteen and first also for the three lengths’ race for boys 
swimming in clothing. A. Crystal secured third place in the five lengths swimming 
race for boys, breast and back stroke; he also secured third place in the two 
lengths back stroke without the use of arms. Interesting photographs of the 
champion swimmer and the champion squadron appeared in the Blackpool Press. 


The Scout Movement. 


It will be remembered that when the author of the boy scout movement first | 


launched his project he made it perfectly clear that the movement was in no way 
to foster the interests of any particular religious body. The policy of the boy 
scout movement was to leave absolute freedom of religious observance without any 
sort of interference to those responsible for the troops. Sir Robert Baden-Powell 
laid down the principle that loyalty to one’s faith did not mean personal hostility 
or contempt towards those who honéstly hold opposite views. This fact no doubt 
accounts for the marvellous spread of the movement among all creeds, and not the 
least, we are glad to see, among our own Jewish youth. “Ina little schoolroom off 
Commercial Street, Spitalfields,” says a writer in last Saturday’s Football 


' Evening News, “you may see Jewish scouts studying for badges—and winning 


them—yjust like the lads whose parents claim British nationality. 


pare Thus, in the 
words of the Chief Scout, scouting is not for a boy but for boyhood.” 


The First Jewish Troop. 


The writer goes on to refer to a visit he paid to the headquarters of the first 
East London troop (perhaps the first troop in the whole organisation to be run by 
a Jewish Scoutmaster), where be met the “indefatigable responsible officer, Mr. 
J. R. Landsberg.” Mr. Landsberg believed his troop was the first Jewish troop 
in London, but he preferred it not to be designated a“ Jewish one, inasmuch as it is 
open to any Gentile lad just as much as to one of the Jewish faith. Of course, 


_ every member of my troop is a Jew, but it does not necessarily mean that everyone 


else is barred.” 


Success in the Culinary Art. 


Asked what modifications Mr. Landsberg has adopted in training his troop, the 
Scoutmaster replied with an emphatic “none.” Continuing, he said, “ we differ from 
other troops in that our boys are not able to do much sconting on a Saturday, 
which is the Jewish Sabbath. But we certainly doa great deal on the Sunday.” 
Mr. Landsberg added that Sunday scouting was confined more especially to a 


' camp in Epping Forest, where the lads, who are drawn from the heart of the East 


Ead, are given an opportunity of breathing fresh airand of working for their efficiency 
badges. “ In theirscouting activities these Jewish boys retain the mental grip and con- 
centration of their race, as a list of the troop’s successes in badges and other prizes 
unfolded tome. ‘There are at the moment over forty scouts in the troop, and 
they number some 150 efficiency badges between them! There are six inter- 
preters, which means that each of the holders of this particular badge must be able 
to write and speak a language other than his native tongue; we bave also here 
one farmer, two dairymen, one poultry farmer, two engineers, six electricians, 
leatherworkers, plumbers, and handymen. And when it is recalled that all these 


boys are the sons of poor, industrious foreign Jews, it speaks volumes for the 
energy and skill of the troop’s officers, besides the enthusiasm and zeal displayed 
by the lads. I have at least eighteen lads attending the cookery class at the Cable 
Street Council School every week, and it may interest you to know that sixteen 
boys already in possession of the cook’s badge were responsible for the whole of 
the cooking at last summer’s camp.” There were thirty-six boys to feed daily, 
and when it is related that the meals went from roast beef and boiled mutton or 
stewed beef to porridge one can realise what a useful lot of scouts there are to be 
found in this excellent troop of Jewish lads. : 


And Other Successes. 


There are other successes to record. Mr. Landsberg related with pardonable 
enthusiasm how his troop carried off the troop flag which was presented for com- 
petition among the scouts in the East London Division last July. At this contest 
the troop was also awarded the | nion Jack, both flags being awarded for tests in 
scoutscraft geuerally. The troop under review also secured the East London 
Challenge Cup for a tug-of-war competition among twenty troops in the East 


London area. ‘his is an admirable example of the prowess of the Jewish East 
End lad. 


A Feature of the Troop. | 


One feature of the troop, Mr. Landsberg points out, is that he encourages 
only working lads to join. “I now have only three lads who are under fourteen 
years of age. My reason for this step is that, as far as my experience with boys 
teaches me, a lad is more apt to go wrong at the time when he has left school than 
when he is still under the controlling influence of his ‘school teacher. The ten. 
dency is usually to go wrong when a boy emerges from the ‘short breeches’ stage. 
I find that one gets better discipline from the boy who has left school than from 
the youth who is still under the school’s training. The lads respond most readily 
to all my orders, and I very seldom have any complaints to make under that 


heading. As to attendance at parade, out of forty-three Scouts I never get fewer | 


than forty at least once a week.” . 
Its Personnel. 

Regarding the personne! of the troop now existing, Scoutmaster Landsberg 
served with the Honourable Artillery Company through the South African War. 
He has been connected with the movement since its earliest days, and was at one 
time an energetic officer of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. The Assistant-Scoutmaster 
is G. A. Frankel, who has risen from the ranks (and has jast been appointed hon. 
secretary of the Stepney Local Association of Boy Scouts) and Assistant-Scont- 
master Robert Boyle. ‘The instruction is in the hands of the troop’s officers, who 
are assisted by the patrol-leaders. There are five first-class Scouts, thirty-five of 
second-class rank and four with the all-roand cords. One of the features is the 
troop library, which contains no fewer than seventy volumes, the whole of which 
have been applied by the boys themselves.

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


I have jast been reading an interesting page of 


Jewish history, which describes what terrible hardships 


our forefathers have from time to time had to suffer at 
the hands of religious fanatics. I propose to tell you 
the story this week, and although it is a sad oneT feel 
sure that you will be interested in it because it shows 
how much we who live in free England have to be 
thankful for. | 

A Tyrant Pope. : 

Here in England we live on excellent terms with 
our Roman Catholic fellow-citizens. I myself saw the 
late Chief Rabbi more than once on the same platform 
with the Catholic Archbishop of Westminster who now 
e joys the rank of a Cardinal. They were very glad to 
co-operate in all good work. I can recall, too, the 
noble protest made by Cardinal Manning against the 
infamous “ Blood Accusation.” Bat one does not need 
to have a very extensive acquaintance with Jewish 
history to know that the Roman Catholic Church in the 
past has not always shown the same friendliness to our 
people that we are glad to know distinguishes its repre- 
sentatives in our country to-day. Many of the Popes 
were animated by bitter hatred against the Jewish 
people, and it is about one of them, Paul IV., who- 
lived in the sixteenth century, that I would speak to- 
day. I should begin by reminding you that the Pope 
in those days was a much more powerful person then 
the Pope is to-day. He ruled practically like an 
emperor over large territories, and he had a sort of 
jurisdiction over other kingdoms as well. This Pope is 
distingnished in Jewish history by his bloodthirsty 
vindictiveness against our race, 


A Sixteenth Century Esther. 


The story of this Pope is intimately bound up with 
that of a noble Jewess, who has been called the Esther 
of the sixteenth century. She was born in Portugal 
about 1510 and her name was Dona Gracia Mendesia. 
Her maiden name was Benveniste and her parents were 
Marranos, or secret Jews who to avoid the punishmentsof
